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A TRAMPS RETREAT. 


Over 400 Handred Quartered in Quincy 
Lockup in January—Last Year 1,876. 
Quincy has become quite popular with 

“the knights of the road’’ who obtain 

their living by tramping about the country. 

Every night sees quite a company of them 

encamped in the Quincy lockup and for 

some reason the number lodged seems to 
be on the increase rather than decrease. 

In the year 1893 the number of lodgers were 

606; in 1894 the number had increased to 

1,876, and inthe month of Jannary this 

year there were 405. If for the balance of 

the year the Quincy police station continues 
as popular, it does not take mach figuring 
to see what the number will be. 

Wednesday night saw the largest number 
provided for, as far as known, for on that 
night there were gathered together in that 
part of the lockup that is partitioned off, 
28 of these fellows. ‘They were of all sizes, 
and nationalities, and their ages ranged 
from 21 to 63 years. 

This tramps’ retreat is but a little over 
20 feet long and about-10 feet wide, and as 
tbere are only sleeping accommodations in 
the cells for six, it will be seen that the 
remaining 22 bad to bunk on the floor, and 
a hard looking sight they were. 

Some had their shoes off with socks 
hung over the steam pipes to dry. Others 
bad their coats rolled up under their heads 
for pillows, and they were laid out about 
the room as close as sardines in a box.

DEATH OF A JURIST. 


Ebenezer Kockwood Hoar Succumbs toa 
Painful Heart Affection. 


Coxcorp, Mass., Feb. 1.—Judge F. 
Rockwood Hoar, the eminent Massachu- 
setts jurist, died at his home here, at 7:58 
o'clock last evening, after a painful sick- 
ness from heart trouble. He was uncon- 
scious when death came, although during 
the afternoon his mind had cleared. 

Judge Hoar was the son of Samuel and 
Sarah (Sherman) Hoar, and was born 
in Concord, Feb. 21, 1816. He was the 
brother of United States Senator Hoar of 
Worcester. On the paternal side he was 
descended from a long line of cultured, 
patriotic and influential ancestors; and 
on the maternal side he was a grandson of 
Roger Sherman. 

Having been well fitted in primary and 
academic schools, he entered Harvard uni- 
versity, from which he was graduated in 
the class of 1835. He then taught school 
ayearin the city of Pittsburg; lateron 
he studied law in the law school of Har- 
vard university, receiving ‘therefrom his 
degree of LL.B. in 1839. The same year 
he was admitted to the bar. In 1816 he 
was elected to the state senate; served as 
judge of the court of common pleas from 
1849 to '55, and judggpf the supreme judi- 
cial court from 1859 Go "69. 

In March, 1869, Mr. Hoar was appointed 
by General Grant attorney general of the 
United States, and discharged the duties 
of that office until June, 1870. This posi- 
tion, as member of the president’s cabinet, 
and his confidential adviser on all points 
involving questions of interstate or inter- 
national law, proved for him a school pre- 
paratory to the highest diplomatic triumph. 
In consultation with President Grant on 
the affairs and administration of the gov- 
ernment, its relations to foreign powers, 
and particularly to Great Britain, neces- 
sarily and frequently came under pro- 
tracted discussion. 


PRAISE FOR CLEVELAND 


And Censure For Those Who Endorse 
Schemes of Silverites. 

Lonpon, Feb. 1.—The Times, this morn- 
ing, editorially says: President Cleveland 
has obtained a decided change in the atti- 
tude of all interested in American finance, 
simply by the courage, tenacity and per- 
severance of his efforts to Improve the sit- 
uation. He could have retired in disgust 
from the thankless struggle, leaving the 
foolish people to natural punishment 
for their folly. The mere fact that he has 
taken an opposite course throws aray of 
hope upon the gloomy situation. The fact 
that he has secured considerable Republi- 
can support for the Springer bill augurs 
well. 

In any country but America it might be 
hoped that violence of their language 
would go far to discredit the silver men 
and defeat their plans. These gentlemen 
seem toimagine that they can force the 
world to take American silver whether it 
is useful or not, ‘They seem to be incapa- 
ble of seeing anything in the universe 
except a market for their commodity, and 
the American people, as represented in 
congress, do not appear to entertain a 
much more comprehensive notion of their 
financial position.

THE SCHOOL sy¥stTEM. | 


Quotations from the Reports of the) 
Saperintendents of Quincy on the Change. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


I agree with Janus when he says, ‘*J. | 
S. W. and I evidently want exactly the | 
same thing, a good practical education for | 
the average pupil,”’ but, with due reonset | 
for his thorough understanding of the 
present system, I beg to differ with him | 
when he states ‘J. S. W. misunderstands 
the object of the gradual change which is 
today taking place in many of the schools 
of our Commonwealth. The change is 
not intended for the benefit of the few 
pupils who will eventually enter college, 
although incidentally, those pupils will be 
greatly benefited by it.”’ 

But the actual facts of the case do not 
bear Janus out in his assertion that ‘ the| 
change is not intend:d for the benefit of | 
the few pupils who will eventually enter 
college.” At a meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Colleges in New England held in 
1891, (Supt. Aldrich’s report for 1891, 
page 177) the fullowing changes in the 
course of study were recommended: 


1. ‘“*The introduction of elementary 
natural history into the earlier years of the 
programme as a substantial subject to be 
taught by demonstration and prac ical 
exercises rather than from books, 

2. The introduction of elementary 
physics into the later years of the pro- 
gramme as a substantial subject, to be 
taught by the experimental or laboratory 
method, and to include exact weighing and 
measuring by the pupils themselves. 

3. The introduction of elementary al- 
gebra at an age not less than 12 years. 

4. The iatroduction of elementary plain 
geometry at an age not later than 1 years. | 

5. The offering of opportunity to study 
French, German, or Latin, or any two of 
these languages, from and after the age of 
10 years. 


To make this clearer as to the close re- 
lation it bas with a collegiate course I will } 
again what a leading educatiosal 
journal said of the change when it was 
first broached, and how it was tacitly en- 
dorsed by Supt. Aldrich ( Report of 1890, | 
page 241): 

** They (the American Society of Natur- 
alists) ask for the teaching of science in 
all grades, beginning wih the simple ob- 
ject lessons of the kindergarden and pri- | 
mary schools, Inno way can this be more 
quickly brought about than by including an 
examination in elementary science am n 
the 1equremeaots for admission to ccl- 
lege.

THE NORWEGIAN BILL. 


Course of Events Since Its De- 
feat Last June. 


Journeys of Investigation to Norway—Pro- 
found Impression Produced on Two Cler 


gymen—+dvance of the Norwegian Par- 


liament In 1894—The Movement In Great 
Britain—Activity Here of Friends and 
Opponents of the Bill—The New Bill a 
Marked Improvement Over That of 1894 
— All the Profits to Be Devoted to Pre 
venting or Remedying the Drink Evil. 


It will be remembered that the Nor- 
wegian bill of last year passed the House 
by decisive majorities, and also the Sen- 
ate down to the last stage. It will also be 
remembered that on that stage two amend- 
wents which would have saved the bill 
were lost, respectively, by a tie voteand by 
u majority of one, and that upon these 
amendments failing the bill was referred 
to the next General Court 20 to 13. In ac- 
cordanve with that reference a new bill is 
about to be introduced in the House, which 
in several respects is a great improvement 
over that of last year, and regarding the 
antecedents and prospects of which there 
is already much interest abroad in the 
State. In fact, it is doubtful if any meas 
ure comsing before this séssion of the Gen- 
eral Court is likely to excite such deep in- 
terest as this, either in the State or through- 
out the country, and, in fact, in Europe. 

In view of these circumstances, it is 
the purpose of the present article to give 
some facts regarding the time between the 
final action of the General Court last June. 
laying over the matter until 1895, and 
the present time, together with some par- 
ticulars of the proposed new bill. 

* Personal Visits to Norway.

its have been devoted in Norway to ob 
jects of public utility, including suck 
matters as parks, hospitals, etc. These, 
though not affecting the ordinary tax 
levy, have been such an advantage to some 
communities that they are tempted to con 
tinue in the business thereby. The new 
bill obviates this by diverting a very 
large proportion of the profits from even 
such use in the community and toward 
remote objects, such as the state. This 
bill also provides fora more ready exten- 
sion of the already existing local optiun 
system in Norway and permits all women 
as well as all men to yote on the question. 
Thus in a conservative land beyond the 
sea Women are granted in this movement 
what has long been wished for them in 
Massachusetts, but what has been denied 
them thus far. This bill also makes com- 
pulsory by law upon all the companies the 
very limited hours which some of the com- 
panies have voluntarily made their own, 
thus bringing all up to the high water 
mark attained by some. In the case of the 
life licenses alluded to above this bill for- 
bids that any persons shall sublet these li- 
censes, as elderly people would be disposed 
to do, but must themselves take the re- 
sponsibility for carrying on business under 
thém. 

The impressive thing about all this is 
the grand spirit of reform and advance, 
the moral earnestnoss and progressiveness 
of the movement in Norway. This indi- 
cates unmistakably the possibilities of 
such a movement, and how the exclu- 
sion by the system of the accumulation of 
private profits, and the tendency through 
those profits to corrupt legislation by 
money, renders possible advanced reform 
movements all along the line. Norway's 
Parliament 1s free to pass radical measures 
in the absence. under its system, of a rich 
and unscrupulous liquor reginie. 


The Movement in Great Britain. 


While these gentlemen were in England 
it was sufficiently obvious how thoroughly 
the efforts of the Bishop of Chester, the 
Duke of Westminster, Judge Thomas 
Hugbes (author of ‘Tom Brown's School 
Days'’), Hon. Joseph Chamberlain and 
others were taking effect in stirring Eng- 
land in this same direction. But since 
that time the advance has been even more 
marked. 

An association to push the matter bas 
been organized widely throughout Eng 
land, literature is being disseminated 
broadcast, and not only in England, but 
very particularly in Scotland, is the pub- 
lic becoming alert to the possibilities of 
delivering Great Britain from a consider- 
able portion of_ her present liquor evil by 
adopting this system. 

The periodical press is bringing to 
America now the strong indications of the 
practical turn which this movement is tak- 
ing, especially in Scotland. The Scoftiss 
Conqregationalist, published in Edin- 
burgh, and just at hand, expresses the 
wish that the City of Aberdeen might at 
once try the system as an object-lesson for 
Scotland. That paper entirely indorses 
the movement and urges that it be pushed 
forward; also the (‘/iristian Leader, Pres- 
byterian, records favorable action in a sec- 
tion of that Church. In short, careful! ex- 
periment, the exclusion of private profits, 
the attempt in some genuine degree to cur- 
tail the evil of drink and gradually to 
move toward its extinction are matters 
mooted strongly regarding this subject. 


Events in Massachusetts. 


In Massachusetts both the friends and 
opponents of the movement have been ac- 
tive. Its friends have been preparing and 
discussing addresses and papera on the 
subject, have been seeing that suitable 
literature was made ready and have been 
in active consultation regarding improve- 
ments which should be introduced into 
the bill of 1895 to make it more effective 
for the ends bad in view. 

The opposition, on the other hand, bas 
been strenuously at work. The Massachu- 
setts Total Abstinence Society, an organ- 
ization supposably nonpartisan in matters 
where there might be wide differences of 
opinion among the devoted friends of tein 
perance, early in the autumn had read be- 
fore it a paper by a native of Scandinavia, 
who, having been in that land the past 
summer, wrote out his impressions in a 
manner to be acceptable to the opponents 
of the movement. They listened also to an 
elaborate paper by Mr. F. C. Nash, a law- 
yer, who most strenuously opposed the 
movement in the last campaign. This was 
published in the January number of their 
paper, the Temperance Canse, and will be 
answered by Mr. J. G. Thorp in its Feb- 
ruary pbumber. 

More striking than this was the proce- 
dure of the Annual Convention of the W. 
c. T. U. at Fitchburg in theautumn. The 
same native of Scandinavia who bad ad- 
dressed the Total Abstinence Society was 
given more than an hour to speak to the 
women Other prepared matter, includ 
ing poetry, followed. One of the foremost 
members, a woman of national reputation, 
who went to the Convention determined to 
see that the matter was fairly placed be- 
fore it, was not allowed to make correc- 
tions in the Scandinavian’s paper and was 
not allowed to speak until a time imprac 
ticable, on account of her having to reach 
a train; and this notwithstanding that it 
is the custom of the Union freely to dis- 
cuss such papers. Under such conditions 
the State Union passed a vote unfavorable 
to the movement. 

Of course in any such agitation as this 
differences of opinion will be pronounced 
and feeling be apt to run strong, and ei 
ther side is liable to go too far. It has 
seemed to the friends of the bill, however, 
that the opposition tends to fail to ap- 
proach the matter upon its merits. For 
example, the opposition adduces every- 
thing unfavorable that can be found in 
Scandinavia, particularly in Sweden. 
where matters are in far less good condi- 
tion than in Norway (on this account it is 
that the Massachusetts movement takes 
its type from Norway rather than Swe 
den), but seems to be blind to the fact that 
conditions in those lands are altogether 
different from what they are here; that the 
movement is confessedly handicapped in 
several respects there, and that the Massa 
chusetts movement is so different from 
and so much ir-advance over that in Scan 
dinavia that such objections are hardly 
pertinent. They maintain that amid 
mapy difficulties and occasional abuses the 
movement, «lthougb only applied to spir- 
its, has in those directions produced enor- 
mously streng results, and that those 
results are germane as proof of the valid 
ity of the principles involved and are not 
invalidated by the exceptional abuses, and 
the like, which are liable to overtake any 
reform movement. For example, in ou

They maintain that the Bill is permissive 
only; that it can only apply by the work- | 
ing of loca! option in any particular place; | 
that it is prevented from the possibility 
of applying in all places with good chance 
for No License, and that the matter is so 
safe guarded in many ways and }s desired 
to be undertaken with reference to care- 
ful and conscientious experiment to such 
@ degrde that the opposition against the 
movement on the part of friends of tem- 
perance is scarcely better than captious. 
Certainly matters are in such a bad way 
in our large cities and the need of doing 
something is so imperative that it would 
seem as if a principle whose imperfect ap- 
Plication has, by all competent judges, 
produced superb results abroad ought not 
to be opposed by such men when it is here 
proposed to be applied in its completeness 
and when its application is to be so thor- 
oughly safe guarded. What seems to the 
friends of the bill especially unfortunate 
is the fact that at a time when the liquor 
traffic is against the movement with tre 
mendous force, not only the State, but 
National organizations, and when, hav 
ing had a year to perfect their plans, the 
opposition of the traffic may be expected 
to be particularly active at the State 
House, to have its baleful power in such a 
matter supplemented by good men in a 
case where utmost precautions are taken 
and only the attempt at honest and eaFhest 
experiment is desired is most ungracious. 
The New Bill, 


Regarding the new bill, several of its 
features will interest the reader. It can 
apply only to those cities or towns which 
for the three years preceding the passage 
of the Act voted ‘‘Yes.’’ The condition 
thus is definite and fixed. It is not left 
to be determined in the future, but bas al 
ready been determined in the past. Mu- 
nicipalities which for three successive years 
have voted ‘* Yos’’ may fairly be présumed 
to be pretty thoroughly committed to a li 
cense policy and therefore to be such com- 
munities as ought to have the chance. if 
they desire it. to substitute a vastly less 
evil method of licensing for the present 
one. 

Again, lest small communities where 
there is not much public conscience should 
drift into this movement, a population 
limit 1s fixed at the minimum of 5,000. 

The bill is made stronger by specifically 
indicating the purpose for which the re- 
serve fund of companies shall be gathered 
and by limiting it exclusively to the proper 
purpose for which it is accumulated. 

Furthermore, the bill is very precise in 
prescribing the methods by which the as- 
sets of any company shall be disposed of in 
case of its winding up. 

There is also in the bill what indeed 
Was an amendment late last year, a pro 
vision by which not only the commissioner 
of corporations and the supreme court 
shall interfere against possible abuse of a 
company's privileges, but by which any 
citizen who thinks that matters are not 
conducted properly by the company may 
apply to the judge of probate for an inves- 
tigation, with power to remedy the evil or 
dissolve the company. Similarly there are 
very strict provisions to hinder shares of 
any company ever getting into the posses 
sion of those interested in any way in the 
Nquor traffic. 

Prevention or Remedial Use of Profits. 


But what will most interest the reader 
sre the new features introduced regarding 
the distribution of profits. Their distribu- 
tion is the great problem. There will un 
avoldably be profits. If liquor is made 
cheaper, so as to lessen them, the drinking 
will increase. There being profits, some- 
thing must be done with them. The Par- 
Mamentary Act of Norway last summer, 
in diverting from the local community 
most of the advantage of these profits, 
has constituted a hint for these new fea 
tures of the Massachusetts bill for 1895. 
However, the position of Norway has been 
decidedly advanced upon. Not only must 
e considerable part of the profits, as by 
the action of Norway, be diverted from 
the community, but all the profits must 
go, practically speaking, solely to mat- 
ters either preventive or remedial of 
the drink evil, whereas in Norway and 
by the Massachusetts bill of last year they 
might go to general objects of public util 
ity not affecting the tax levy. By the Bill 
of 1895 a sum not exceeding one-half of 
the profits may go to reading rooms or 
coffee houses, alluring men away from 
drinking haunts. Not exceeding one-fifth 
of the profits may go to the city or town 
for matters not affecting the tax levy, but 
securing a better enforcement of the liquor 
laws. Not exceeding one-tenth may go to 
the county for the employment of proba 
tion officers above the number of those 
employed when the Act was passed. And 
the remainder of the profits, whether lar 
ger or smaller—and it must be at least one- 
fifth—shall go to the State for the support 
of asylums, reform schools, etc., which are 
mainly rendered necessary by drink. By 
this disposition of the profits it would 
seem to be impossgble that any community 
could be bribed by them to carry on the 
traffic. And, besides this, drink, where it 
must be sold, is to be most emphatically 
made to devote all its profits either toward 
preventing people taking to drink or to 
ward paying in part for the damages of 
drink. Under this provision rum must 
contribute toward paying Its bills. 

It would seem as if gthese several provi- 
sions ought to go far toward removing ob- 
jections which have been offered against 
the bill in times past, and as if a move- 
ment, so vigorous in Norway, so progress- | 
ive and full of promise and so stirring the 
heart of Great Britain ought also to stir 
the heart of this Commonwealth, which 
is not wont to be behind the rest of the 
world in any good movement, and which 
is not wont, either, to let such awful 
abuses as are now being perpetrated in | 
the sale of liquor in the communities | 
which will sell it (which communities | 
contain about 40 per cent of our people | 
and are the centers where liquor dots its 
deadliest work) go on unchallenged and 
upremedied when any reasonable method 
fcr accomplishing that end presents itself

A CALL FOR FACTS. 


Senator Gorman Frees His Mind In 
No Uncertain Tones. 


MONEY TANGLE IN THE HOUSE 


Has No Immediate Prospect of 
Being Straightened. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—A critical stage 
of the financial discussion was unex- 
pectedly precipitated in the senate at a 
late hour yesterday just before the sena- 
tors were preparing fo go home. 

Intermittent references had been made 
to the subject throughout the day, but it 
was without definite form and purpose, 
and the senate finally lapsed into a discus- 
sion of the District of Columbia appropria- 
tion bill, 

But the financial question arose inci- 
dentally, and finally at 6 o’clock Mr. Gor- 
man launched into a speech which proved 
to be one of the most effective he has de- 
livered at the present session of congress. 
He pvinted cut the gravity of the treas- 
ury situation, intimating that the facts 
were being held back and thatan inves- 
tigation would show startling deficiencies. 
He defended the senate against charges of 
impotency, and declared that he had per- 
fect faith that this great body would do 
its fullduty before congress adjourned, 
He said a financial remedy would, if neces- 
sary, be added asa rider toan appropria- 
tion bill 

Spurred on by the energy Mr. Gorman 
had suddenly injected into the question, 
the senate at once proceeded to consider 
and pass three important resolutions call- 
ing on Secretary Carlisle for information 
concerning every detail bearing on rey- 
enues, reserves, deficiencies, ete. 

A warm party debate had occurred dur- 
ing the day on the question of party ex- 
travagance. Chandler, Platt and other 
Republican senators asserted that the 
total of appropriations for this congress 
would reach $1,001,000,000, or a $1,000,000 
in excess of the $1,000,000,000 appropriated 
by the Fifty-first congress. 

McKinley Law Responsible. 

When the financial discussion was 
touched upon, Mr. Gorman said the gold re- 
serve was originally created to redeem 
greenbacks. Up to the time of the passage 
of the McKinley bill, the government had 
plenty of gold, and the gold reserve was 
intact. But the McKinley law started a 
change, end one year before Mr. Harrison 
retired from the presidency he was unable 
to meet the demands on the treasury. 

The bankruptcy of the government be- 
gan at that time. Mr. Harrison and his 
secretary of the treasury then said frankly 
that they could not meet obligations. But 
in the midst of a presidential election 
nothing was done. After the election 
Mr. Harrison and his secretary of the 
treasury besought senators to give them 
bonds, and in response to that appeal an 
authorization of #%50,000,000 bonds was 
added to an appropriation bill. But the 
house did not agree to that item and it 
failed. 

“We have inherited this load,” con- 
tinued Mr. Gorman. “We are carrying 
this tremendous burden.” 

The senator declared that the crisis was 
graver than was known. He hoped the 
real deficiencies of the treasury would be 
disclosed. The senator himself knew it 
from personal investigation. It was time 
the country knew it. 

Mr Gorman said that in the present 
grave emergency he did not fear the sen- 
ate wonld be found impotent. This body 
had always been ready to meet graye 
emergencies. 

“And it will meet this great emer- 
gency,’’ said Me. Gorman. “If in no other 
way, it will place on an appropriation billa 
provision by which every obligation of 
this government will be amply met and 
the honor of the government will be main- 
tained.” Mr. Gorman said he did not 
care what the details of this provision 
might be, what kind of money was to be 
provided; but he appealed to Republican 
senators to joinin meeting theissue. It 
was their duty as well as that of Demo- 
cratic senators. 

Gorman's Prediction. 

“Before that clock marks the hour of 12 
on March 4, next,” said Mr. Gorman, 
“this senate will have discharged its duty; 
this senate will have risen to the great de- 
mands upon it; this body will have met 
the grave emergency presented to it.”’ 

Mr. Hill was at once on his feet asking 
why the senator from Maryland had not 
allowed the financial resolutions to pass 
earlier in the day. 

Mr. Gorman said he wanted them to 
pass, and would now move to lay aside 
the District of Columbia appropriation 
bill and put the financial resolutions on 
their immediate passage. 

The resolutions were  xnecordingly 
brought forward and agreed to within a 
few minutes without a word of argument, 

The first resolution, proposed by Mr. 
Hill, calls on the secretary of the treas- 
ury to inform the senate if legislation is 
necessary or desirable toward the issue of 
bonds to meet deficiencies in revenue, and 
if so, what the substantial features of this 
legislation should be. This was agreed to 
on a viva voce vote, only Mr. Allen voting 
no. 

Mr. Allison's resolution calling on the 
secretary for information as to the amount 
of the gold reserve used for current ex 
penses, and the amount of the proceeds 
from bonds similarly used, was also agreed 
to, with an amendment by Mr. Gorman 
The latter’s amendment is very compre- 
hensive, and calls on the secretary for de- 
tails on every possible detail of revenue re- 
serve, deficiency, assets, etc., that can shed 
any light on the financial situation, 

The amendment and resolution were 
adopted without dissent, after Mr. Teller 
(Rep., Colo.) had suggested that Mr. Gor- 
man had ought to ask for information as 
to why the Democratic president and the 
Democratic leaders in the senate should 
not agree on what was the trouble. 

A Eaze of Uncertainty 
surrounds the fate of the administration 
financial bill in the house next week. 

Comparatively few members of either 
party are satisfied with the measure in its 
present form with the amendments which 
have been added, and which, some assert, 
have distorted it from the form of a defin- 
ite plan or pulicy. 

There is no talk of a caucus by cither 
party at this time, and the policy of each 
seems to be every man for himself. Few 
members of the banking committee are 
pleased with the bill, and several amend- 
ments will be proposed by them in the 
house. 

Representative Walker of Massachusetts 


says that few Republicans will vote fora 
scheme involving the 50-year beuds, as 
they do not concede the necessity for them. 
but will vote te authorize the secretary of 
the treasury to issue short term bonds in 
his discretion to the amount necessary to 
make up the deficiency and maintain the 
gold reserve. He will offer in the house 
his amendment for three different classes 
of short term bonds, which failed in the 
committee. 

Representative Haughen of the banking 
and currency committee will propose an 
amendment to reduce to $25,000 the capl- 
tal necessary to establish a national bank, 
believing that many small banks in the 
south and west would obtain charters un- 
der such asystem, and hopes to gain for 
the billthe votes of many southern states 
bankmen. 

The proposition to substitute the Car- 
lisle currency bill with the Cox amend- 
ments will probably be renewed, and the 
free silver issue is certain to be brought 
forward. 

The rules committee has not yet con- 
sidered the matter of time. Doubtlesa the 
bill will be the order for Monday, and 
Chairman Springer thinks that two days, 
or at the most three, will suffice for de- 
bate. 

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 
Day Mainly Devoted to Introdaction of 
Bills and Petitions. 

Boston, Feb. 1.—A resolve was intro- 
duced in the house authorizing the appro- 
priation of $250,000 to defray the expense 
of publishing a course of instruction in 
drawing for the use of the public schools, 
the expenditure to be made under the 
direction of the state board of education. 

Bills were introduced providing for the 
use of a stamp in marking ballots at elec- 
tions; authorizing the use of the McTam- 
many ballot system in state, city and 
town elections; providing for the better 
protection of lobsters and prohibiting the 
sale of lobsters of less than 914 inches; 
authorizing the warden of the state prison 
to remove any person or property unlaw- 
fully occupying or upon any portion of 
the state prison or any portion of any 
building or land used in connection there- 
with. 

Petitions were presented for the laying 
out of the Salem turnpike as a state road; 
for an amendment to the law relative to 
the use of street railway tracks, so as to 
permit the use of the same by companies 
using different motive power; for the re- 
peal of the law exempting property held 
by religious societies from taxation. 

The senate cormmittee on fisheries and 
game reported a bill providing that who- 
ever takes or kills or has in his possession, 
except for purposes of propagation, any 
Mongolian, English or golden pheasant in 
this commonwealth at any time within 
five years froia the passage of the bill, 
shall be punished by a fine of $20 for every 
bird go taken, killed or had in possession. 


A Will Contest, 

PORTLAND, Me., Feb. 1—An attempt 
was made yesterday before Judge Pea- 
body to break the Ira P. Farrington will 
which bequeathes large sums of money to 
public institutions. The contestants are 
the nephews of the deceased. Judge Bon- 
ney decided against the contestants, and 
an snpeal was taken from his decision. 
The Farrington estate amounted to over a 
million dollars.

College exercises were 
suspended and prayer meetings were con- 
ducted by President Andrews in the morn- 
ing and afternoon, and asermon on “Ihe 
Ideal Manhood” was delivered by Rev. W. 
H. P. Faunce, D.D., of New York city.

Israel at a critical moment in their 
march to Canaan was, ‘Go forward!’’ 
This is ever and always the command of 
God to his church and to his people, con- 
sidered either as organizations or as in- 
dividuals. The principle of the Christian 
life is advance. There is to be no stand- 
ing still and no retreat until the heaven- 
ly Canaan is reached, and even then we 
shall advance. 

Let us, then, as Endeavorers advance. 
Advance in Christian character, in mis- 
sionary enterprise,-in proportionate and 
systematic benevolence, in labors for 
good citizenship and in every good work 
that will advance the kingdom of Christ 
on the earth. 

1. Advance, even in the face of diffi- 
culties. The Israelites are in a critical 
position. The Red sea is before them 
and the Egyptian army behind them, 
and there are murmuring and complaint 
within their own ranks. Yet God says 
unto Moses, ‘‘Speak unto the children 
of Israel that they go forward.’’ Oppo- 
sition within! Opposition without! This 
is characteristic of the advancement of 
almost every good work. There are al- 
Ways some to oppose noble movements. 
The Christian Endeavor movement has 
not been an exception, though the oppo- 
sition is rapidly dying out. But no work 
of God is to falter because of opposition. 
It is to go forward against all obstacles 
and difficulties. 

2. Advanfce in, the way God points 
out. God not only commanded the peo- 
ple to go forward, but opened up a way 
for them, and they followed it. God 
never commands us todo an impossibil- 
ity. He will point out the way if we 
will only seek for it and followit. God’s 
way of meeting opposition is always the 
best way. Human methods usually in- 
crease the difficulties, but all obstacles 
vanish before divine methods. Amid all 
obstacles and difficulties to personal, so 
ciety or church advancement let us 
search out the way by which God would 
have us meet them. That way will al- 
ways be successful. The way that guides 
God’s people will often confound his 
enemies, as the cloud was a light to the 
Israelites and darkness to the Egyp- 
tians. 

8. Advance depending upon God. 
Moses and Israel did this. It was the 
salvation of the Lord. We should al- 
ways depend upon God for success and 
not upon ourselves. ‘‘The Lord is my 
strength,’’ sang Moses. ‘‘The sword of 
the Lord and of Gideon’’ should be our 
battlecry. 

4. Advance with praise and gratitude 
to God (Ex. xv, 1,2). When the victory 
had been won, Moses in joyful acclaim 
sang praises of gratitude to God. Thus 
should all Christian workers advance.

The Business Situation In Can- 
ada More Hopeful. 


New York, Feb. 2.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
review of trade, published today, ‘says: 
Vhings look better near the close this 
week, because it is betieyved that a new 
Joan will be negotiated. 

There was need for relief, since January 
closed with the heaviest exports of gold 
ever made in any month, and the heaviest 
withdrawals of gold from the treasury,

January leaves behind it the lowest 
average of prices for all commodities ever 
known; fof cotton, iron and its products, 
wool and silver, the lowest monthly aver- 
age ever knuWno; and for wheat a range 
above the minimum, but yet declining 
rapidly toward that point. 

Industrial operations have not materi- 
ally diminished, though it has been a dis- 
appointing month because the general re- 
vival expected has not come. 

Wheat, Corn and Cotton Lower. 

Speculation has not favored producers. 
Wheat is ', cent lower; western receipts 
were only 1,226,012 bushels, against 1,579,- 
217 last year, and with exports larger than 
last year might have helped prices had not 
the visible stocks been so large. 

Corn is 2 cents lower with receipts 
about half and exports not one-eighth of 
last year's. 

Cotton declined 1-16 cent, and is close to 
the lowest point ever touched, with an 
average of only 5.70.5 cents fur January, 
against 5.74 in December and 8.07 in Janu- 
ary of last year. The movement continues 
large, and the maximum crop estimates 
are encouraged, but there is not a little 
hope that decrease of acreage this year by 
concerted action may help the planters. 
Neither here nor abroad does the manu- 
facture promise nearly the maximum out- 
putor consumption,

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FIRE IN A HOSPITAL 


Four Inmates of a Cleveland Institution 
Perished In the Flames. 

CLEVELAND, Feb. 2.—A frail wooden 
dwelling house ocenpied as a hospital 
caught fire yesterday, and almost before 
the terrible situation could be realized 
four lives were destroyed by the flames. 
It was the Deaconess hospital, a branch of 
the Christian Institute of Chicago. In it 
were 12 patients, 4 nurses and 4 laundry 
girls, 

The fire broke out at the heating furnace 
in the basement, and shot up through the 
partition spaces to the roof, starting the 
house in a blaze as quickly as though it 
had been a box of kindling wood. By 
desperate efforts the patients of the first 
and second floors were saved, though some 
of them may die of the exposure, but 
every person in the low garret, reached 
only by a steep, narrow stairway, met a 
horrible death. 

There were a woman patient, a found- 
ling baby, a man patient, who was 
strapped to his bed, and a heroic nurse 
named Minnie Baumer, who tried to save 
them, her charred body being found with 
one hand clutching the fastenings which 
held the man down.

Hofmann’s description of the final set- 
tling of the ship was vivid. 

“] could see her sinking rapidly as we 
pulled away in the small boat, Her bow 
went up steadily into the air. The deck 
grew steeper andl could see the poor 
wretches aboard her climbing and crawl- 
ing toward the prow, until suddenly all 
were engulfed.” 

Vevera told a reporter: “There was a 
lot of green hands in charge of the life- 
boats. They were so excited that they 
did not know what they were about. 
They filled one boat and then dumped all 
the occupants into the water, ‘The crew 
in our boat were very reluctant to admit 
Miss Buecker. Hofmann and I dragged 
her in witbout any aid from the seamen.” 

Vevera and Hofmann also attack Third 
Officer Stollberg and First Engineer Neus 
sell. They say that both acted selfishly 
after the rescue, and that Stollberg made 
no effort to cou mand the boat, but gave 
the whole responsibility to the steerage 
passenger, Buethen, who had been cook on

Gordon's Story.

Editerial Comment. 


Secretary Curtis of the Metropolitan 
District Commission presen's some figures 
which represent 105 people out of 701 in 
the Metropolitan district in favor of annex- 
ation to Boston, 290 in favor of an elected 
federated government,113 in favor of a board 
of public works appointed by Governor, and 
423 in favor of existing conditions. If the 
sentiment of the district is as far off as 
that of Quincy, it amounts to little. The 
Speakers at Quincy were mostly.if not 
wholly in response to letters of invitations 
to be present and express brief opinions, 
and the hearing was abridged so that many 
who would like to have spoken were not 
given an opportunity. Does anyone 
believe that 28 out of every 30 in Quincy 
desire a change from the city government 
to @ metropolitan government. About 3 in 
80 may be all right on the annexation 
question, but itis not a fact that 15 in 30, 
or 1 of every 2, favor an elected federated 
government to include Quincy; or that 10 
in 80, or lof every 3, desires a board of 
public works appointed by the Governor. 
That only 701 out of over 3500 replied to 
the list of questions shows that little inter- 
est is taken in the schemes. 


BROCKTON'S APPROPRIATION bill as re- 
ported will be of interest at this time when 
Mayor Hodges is making up his estimates 
for this city. The sums seem liberal: 
Highways $32,000, sidewalks, etc., $10,000, 
police $30,500, fire $45,000, schools $92,000, 
public library #6400, branch library, 
Montello, $650, branch library, Campello, 
$700, city engineer’s department $6000, 
health $6600, poor $14,000, fuel $9000, 
street lights $23,500, laud damage $600, 
legal expenses $609, relicf of soldiers and 
sailors $1200, public property repairs $9000, 
salaries $14,000, scavengers’ department 
$1000, decoration $390, assessors’ depart- 
ment $1500, hydrant service $3000.

‘MUST REPAY IN GOLD 


| Qnly Terms Upon Which We Can 
Borrow .Money Abroad. 
| ——— 
|ADOPTION OF SILVER STANDARD 


| Would Affect Monetary In- 
fluence of the World.

LONDON, Feb. 2. — The Statist says to- 
| day: President Cleveland’s message ap- 
pears to be wise and statesmanlike. As 
| the law stands, it is quite clear thata 
large sum could not be boreowed in Ea- 
rope, as there is doubt there respecting the 
president's ability to contract to pay gold. 

This would be fatal to any projected 
loan. Money can always be had at a 
price, but the government of the United 
States cannot act asif it was bankrupt. 
Its credit would stand as high as that of 
any county in the world if congress would 
only doitsduty. If the present congress 
does not act, it is greatly feared that it 
will be too late to apply to the new con- 
gress, as before it can be called together a 
crisis would probably have occurred. 

It is questiondble whether, under the 
existing conditions, the president can 
even borrow at home. The banks, in 
order to avert a panic, may furnish him 
with gold; but even then itis questionable 
whether, when a doubt exists respecting 
payment in gold, enough gold can be got. 

In any case, mere borrowing will not 
avail,as the experience of the past year 
has shown that sooner or later there must 
be a contraction of the currency or there 
will be a panic. 

Continuing, The Statist proceeds to dis- 
cuss the consequences in theevent; firstly, 
of gold being demonetized; secondiy, no 
legislation whatever being arrived at; 
thirdly, the effect of the free seiguiorage 
of the silver. 


What May Happen, 

If gold isdemonetized it is perfectly 
clear that there will be a great transfer of 
property from the capitulist and lending 
the producing and borrowing 
classes. This would be of immense ad- 
vantage to the west and south, and would

Of course, a great country like the 


United States adopting a silver standard 
would have great influence on the whole 
of the world, and silver would undoubt- 
edly rise; but it would be long before it 
reached 60d.

If silver did not rise much fora while, 
American wheat, cotton, pork, etc., would 
compete with the produce of other coun- 
tries ata very great advantage, and there 
would be probably a very rapid and great 
growth of exports and the beginning in an 
area of @ great prosperity 

On the other hand, the lending and 
sreditor class rould suffer and their losses 
would no production to anything 
like the extent as the gains of the 
debtor and producers would do.

BREAKERS AHEAD. 


New Government For Newfoundland, With 
Whiteway at the Head. 

St. Jouy’s, N. F., Feb. 2.—TWe political 
deadlock was broken in the small hours of 
yesterday morning when Sir William 
Whiteway secured a commission appoint- 
ing him to a seat in the executive council. 
Atnoon Prime Minister Greene and his 
executive colleagues tendereg their resig- 
nations as the government. The governor 
called in Mr. Whiteway, who will under- 
take the formation of a ministry. 

This is the fourth government here 
within a year. Internecine strife will 
much impair the usefulness of the new 
ministry. The supporters of the new 
government officials are divided, some 
favoring Scott and Horwood, who have 
been thrown overboard, while others are 
against the incoming cabinet, because 
they think it is pledged to confederation.

Breckinridge Again. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Representative 
Breckinridge of Kentucky narrowly es- 
caped expulsion from the house yesterday 
for striking Representative Heard of Mis- 
souri, a man of half his strength, and who 
is just recovering from sickness. The 
Kentuckian lost all control of himself, 
used most intemperate language and was 
only kept from striking Representative 
Heard, who behaved well throughout. 
by being forcibly held by his colleagues. 
But partly because his departure on March 
4is so near and partly because the house 
did not wish to make amartyr out of him, 
even in appearance, the suggestion made 
on the floor that he be expelled was not 
pressed. His disgraceful conduct created 
the most exciting scene of the session. 
Both were arresteil and brought before the 
speaker. Later they apologized and the 
house forgave. 

Costly Job For White. 

San Francisco, Feb. 2. — George E. 
White, acattle king, was yesterday or- 
dered by the superior court to pay his di- 
vorced wife $100,000 for her separate estate. 
The divorce case has been continually in 
the courts during the past 10 years. Mrs. 
White had been awarded a divorce, and 
the cattle king wasdirected to pay her 
alimony of $20) monthly. By secreting 
and disposing of his property and pleading 
poverty, White has evaded payment of 
this monthly allowance. ‘The court tired 
of White's trifling, and ordered the pay- 
ment of the lump sum asa final settle- 
ment. 


Attack Was Sudden. 

Rome, Feb. 2.—Major Oddi of the gen- 
eral staff of the army became suddenly in- 
Bane yesterday. He was in the war office 
when he suddenly cried out that he saw 
murderers and thieves at a window. He 
rushed out of the room and ran to an 
apartment of the palace where King Hum- 
bert was receiving the provincial prefects. 
As he entered the room Oddi cried: 
“Thieves! Murderers!” The attendants of 
the king took the unfortunate man from 
the room and summoned physicians to at- 


‘tend him.

Kentacky Women After Eq. ai 8 uffrage. 

Lexington was the starting point and 
is still the center of the agitation in 
Kentucky for woman’s equal rights. 
Most of the leaders in the movement 
live in central Kentucky, not far from 
Lexington, and they have been tireless 
in their work. The Equal Rights associ- 
ation have a booth at the Lexington ex- 
position, presided over by Miss Laura 
Clay, the president of the association, 
from which point of vantage visitors are 
duly instructed as to what the associa- 
tion has done and wants to do in Ken- 
tucky. 

‘The cause of equal rights in Lexing- 
ton is evidently becoming popular,” 
says The Press-Transcript. ‘‘Upon the 
register for those friendly to enfran- 
chisement of women are the names of 
many of our most influential people. 
Members of the bar, college professors, 
physicians, leading business men, and 
scores of names of our prominent wom- 
en, while a long list of names is also 
seen of those who approve of women vot- 
ing for school trustees and making wo- 
men eligible for positions on school 
boards. This list of names for school 
suffrage is to be sent to the next legisla- 
ture to help enforce the claims of wom- 
en to this school suffrage.—Lonisville 
Courier-Journal. 


Unmarried American Women. 

It appears that in 1890 the number of 
women of all ages in the United States 
vas 30,534,370, of whom 17,183,988, or 
56.24 per cent, were single. The impor- 
tant fact for our present purpose is the 
number or percentage of marriageable 
women whoare, in fact, not married. It 
is found that about 10 per cent marry 
before the age of 20 and a very few be- 
fore 15. The unmarried are made up of 
maids, widows and divorced persons, the 
last of which classes is so small that it 
need scarcely be considered for the pres- 
ent purpose. Omitting the actual num- 
bers and using percentages only, the re- 
turns shew that between the ages of 20 
and 25 about 53 per cent were without 
husbands; between 25 and 30, about 28 
per cent; between 30 and 45, about 20 
per cent. After this the number of wid- 
ows increases so rapidly that from 45 to 
55 the unmarried amount to 26 per cent, 
and of women over 65 years of age only 
a little over 35 per cent have husbands. 
Nearly 6 per cent of all women never 
marry, about 10 per cent of those be- 
tween the ages of 35 and 45 had not yet 
married, and more than one-fourth of 
thuse between the ages of 25 and 30 
were still unmarried.—Brooklyn Eagle. 


A Boon to Low Browed Women. 

The new evening bonnet, which is 
worn perched so far back on the head 
that it has every appearance of being 
about to fall off, is decidedly becoming 
to the women with Jow foreheads, who 
wear their hair a la pompadour, while 
the hats which have been so long popu- 
lar, set just on the edge of the forehead, 
are particularly disadvantageous to this 
style of hairdressing, the forehead— 
often its owner’s greatest beanty—being 
partly concealed and unsoftened by the 
short, curling locks most women effect.

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FIGHTING IS RESUMED 


Brooklyn the Scene of Further Dis 
orderly Demonstrations. 


CONNOLLY ADVISES THE PUBLIC 


ToArm Themselves and “As- 
sert Their Authority.” 


BROOKLYN, Feb. 4.—The police spent 4 
busy Sunday in their efforts to preserve 
order and prevent the crowds that gathered 
in the various tough districts from mal- 
treating non-union menin charge of tha 
troll>y cars. 

In several instances the motormen wer 
severely beaten before police assistance 
arrived. No riots, however, of a serious 
nature occurred during the day. 

At Third avenue and Fortieth street ths 
line was encumbered with a great pile ol 
boards, boxes and other material of a 
heavy nature. Every car that passed that 
Way was held up by the obstruction, and 
while the conductor and motorman were 
engaged in removing the debris they were 
pelted unmercifally with bricks, mud and 
snowballs. Many of the men’s assailants 
were merely strike sympathizers ano 
Street loafers, but they were just as en- 
thusiastic as though their lives depended 
on the outcome of the strike. 

At the various strike headquarters and 
at the headquarters of Master Workman 
Connelly extensive preparations are go 
ing on for the mass meeting to be held. 
Throughout the day constant communi 
cation was held with the labor leaders in 
New York, a special appeal being made t 
Qhe Central Labor union to assist as far as 
possible in securing a large attendance. 
In regard to the arrangements, Master 
Workman Connelly would only say that 
everything was running smoothly, and 
that he expected that at least 30,000 would 
show by their presence that the strike in 
Brooklyn is not over yet by any means. 

Allen Hoagland, a new hand employe 
by the Brooklyn Heights Railroad com 
pany, had the temerity to take out his 
car, of the Greenpoint line, without 
waiting for the two special policemen whc 
were detailed to protect him and the com- 
pany’s property. When the car reached 
Franklin and Huron streets two men 
jumped on the front platform and pullee 
Hoagland off. They threw him to the 
ground and kicked him unmercifully 
Hoagland drew his revolver and fired twe 
shots, neither of which took effect. The 
men fled before the police reached the 
spot. Lhe motorman received an ugly 
scalp wound in the scuffle. 

Connelly’s Argument. 

Master Workman Connelly issued a 
manifesto to the citizens of Brooklyn lasi 
evening on behalf of the striking motor 
Men and conductors, 

He calls upon the citizens to arm them- 
selves in self-defense, “now that President 
Norton has proposed to arm his ‘imported 
scabs’ and Pinkerton men in deflunce tc 
the police department."’ He says the time 
has come for the people to assert and use 
their authority over the streets of the city 
on which the railway companies have been 
granted a monopoly for the transportation 
of passengers. 

“These privileges,” he says, “were 
granted to the companies on the ground 
that such an act would promote the con- 
venience and interests of the people. For 
weeks past, the companies .o trolled by 
Presidents Lewis and Norton have beer 
using these privileges with outrageous dis- 
regard of the convenience and safety ol 
the public.” 

The manifesto goes on to say that nc 
matter what the companies and thei: 
lawyers may say to the contrary, the 
board of aldermen and the mayor have 
the right and power to revoke, as well as 
to grant these privileges, and either oper- 
ate the roads under city ownership o1 
grant new licenses to other companies 
who will not abuse these privileges in 
such “a lawless and criminal manner as 
the Lewis and Norton companies have 
done.”

Yet Suffering Nebraskans Are Deprived 
of Necessities of Life, 


LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. ¢—The legislature 
has been compelled to* recognize the com- 
plaints of inactivity of the state relief com- 
mission to distribute afd to the destitute, 
and is expected to take measures at once 
to reorganize the commission. The fol- 
l- wing report of a‘ committee to the legis- 
lature isa sample of the way the sub- 
stance contributed is being lost: 

“Today (Feb. 3) we visited the railroad 
yards, and were informed by the agent 
that 12 cars loaded with supplies for the 
destitute were then in the B. and M. yards 
and about three carloads were in the 
freight depot besides what was then stored 
in other warehouses. ~ 

We proceeded toa building belonging 
tothe Buckstaff Bros. There we found 
60 carloads of supplies which the men-in 
charge said had been there from one t 
two weeks. 

These supplies were composed of flour, 
wheat, corn, oats, cornmeal, buns, po- 
tatoes, kraut anda large amount of gro- 
cerles and clothing. ‘The potatoes, about 
one Carload, were frozen hard. The kraut 
was in barrels, some of which «vere bursted 
and were leaking badly. Wwe were in- 
formed that one carload had been shipped 
out of this warehouse on Jan. $). 

We then visited another warehouse 
owned by Kendall & Smith. There we 
found two carloads of supplies, mostly 
clothing, a few quarters of fresh beef, un- 
salted, and packed with other supplies 
This lot of supplies showed bvlainly that 
the proper care and attention were not be 
ing given them. We were informed by 
the B. and M. agent that no more fre: 
billing could be had off his company

UNCLE SAM'S TORN. 


Officers of the Warship Concord Kid- 
napped by Angry Chinese. 


MARINES AND SAILORS IN PURSUIT. 


An Accidental Shooting Led to 
the Trouble. ° 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 4—A telegram has been 
received here from Ching-Kiang stating 
that a party of officers from the American 
warship Concord landed at Ching-Kiang 
for the purpose of shooting game. They, 
by accident, shot a Chinaman. ‘The popu- 
lace became. infuriated and attacked, 
seized and carried off the whole party. 
The commander of the Concord sent an 
armed force of blue jackets and marines 
torescue them at all hazards. Further 
news in regard to the affair is anxiously 
awalted. 


A Serious Matter, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. — The reported 
kidnapping of the officers of the United 
States steamship Concord at Ching- Kiang, 
China, reached Washington at too late an 
hour to permit it to be inquired into in 
naval or diplomatic circles. Up to 10 
o'clock last night no news on the subject 
had been received by any of the govern- 
ment officials. 

The situation created a profound sensa- 
tion this morning, and unless later re- 
ports show that the captured officers are 
at liberty other vessels will probably be 
hurried to the scene. -_Knowing the ex- 
cited condition of the Chinese at the 
present time, and the way in which they 
are likely to deal with prisoners, there 
will be great anxiety until the safety of 
the party is assured. 

A court-martial will probably follow, as 
the policy of the United States govern- 
ment is to require unusual care in such 
cases. A few years ago a lost torpedo 
from a United States warship was ex- 
ploded by some Japanese who found it on 
the beach. One of them was killed, and 
though the Japanese government de- 
clared it held the officer of the warship 
blameless, there was a court-murtial and 
the officer was severely reprimanded. 

The Concord is atwin screw steel gun- 
boat of 1710 tons displacement, carrying a 
main battery of six six-inch breech load- 
ing rifles. She is commanded by Joseph 
E. Craig, and has a complement of 18 
officers and 18) men. She arrived at Ching- 
Kiang last Friday. The vessel was built 
at Chester in 1888, and has a speed of 17 
knots.

The annual weeting of the Quincy 
Yacht club was held in the Ward room, 
City Hall, Saturday evening and was unu- 
sually lurgely attended, which was due to 
the contest over the election of commodore, 
there being three candidates in the field 
for the office.

Commodore Faxon presided and after 
the records of the last meeting had been 
read, the reports of the several committees 
were read and excepted. 

The treasurer's report showed the receipts 
during the year to have been $1,560.42, and 
the expenditure 21,550 465, including $235 
paid toward liquidating the club debt. 

The executive committee reported that as 
a result of the careful and thorough reno- 
vating of the club bouse during the season 
of 1893 no permanent improvements were 
deemed necessary this year, as the indebted- 
ness should be reduced as much as possi- 
ble.

lowing its example. These facts are bad 
enough, it is true, but they are only 
symptoms, after all, and symptoms of 
something worse than the facts are them- 
selves. The fact to be regretfully ac- 
knowledged is that where we were once 
first we are now not second or even 
third in the broad path which electrical 
science has laid open to our progress. 
Taking a broad view of our main in- 
dustries, is there any one of them which 
can fairly be stated to bear a promising 
future? Is there one of them which does 
not present signs which, whether real- 
ized or not, point eloquently to the prin- 
ciple of decay? It is a stupefying fact, 
or would have been so regarded but a 
few years ago, that Belgian ironwork is 
actually imported for usein the country 
of iron. Our textile industry is gradn- 
ally being undermined by the diligence 


of its machinists, who are sedulously in- | 


ducing our export customers to manu- 
facture their own fabrics and set our 
looms standing idle at home. In ship 
building the American shipyards are as- 
suming the aspect of rivals of more and 
more formidable proportions. Our loco- 
motive export trade is relatively para 


lyzed because foreigners now make their | 


own engines. Our chemical trade is de 
parting to Germany. In the paper trade 
our own markets are deluged with for- 
eign productions, both cheaper and bet 
ter than we can make ourselves. In 
agricultural machinery our manufactur 
ers toil for a great part unsuccessfully 
against the products of Germany and 
the United States. 

All these are facts which cannot be 
disputed, though they may be mini- 
mized.

Topics Which Will Occupy Attention 
of Senators This Week. 


THE HOUSE MAY REACH A VOTE 


Measure 
It. 


the Financial 
Now Before 


On 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The senate will 


probably devote the week largely to dis- 
cussion of the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill, and the greater num- 
ber of the speeches will be based upon the 
financial situation and the senate amend- 
ment for the construction of a cable to the 
Hawaiian Islands, which will in all prob- 
ability reopen the entire Hawaiian ques- 
tion. 

Senator Allen expects to address the 
senate tomorrow on his resolution for the 
investigation of the Alabama elections, 
and it is possible that the resolution may 
call out other speeches. They are liable 
to be cut short, however, by the calling up 
of the diplomatic bill, with its Hawaiian 
amendment and the possibility of many 
speeches on the subject. 

A contest is likely between the friends 
of the bankruptcy, pooling and territorial 
bills for the time »which may be available 
when the appropriation bills and the Al- 
len resolutions are not under considera- 
tion, but this will probably depend upon 
whether the Democratic steering commit- 
tee shall find itself able to agree upon a 
recommendation. 

The supporters of the bankruptcy bill 
are still determined that it shall hold its 
place if possible, while the supporters of 
the pooling bill are just as eager to dis- 
place it if they find an opportunity. The 
probabilities now are, however, that but 
little if any time will be given to either of 
these bills during the week. 

It is possible that the finance committee 
may bring in a report on some of the 
financial or currency bills before it by to- 
morrow, and if it should do so, the-report 
may have the effect of adding zest to the 
debate on this question. 

The latter half of the Saturday session 
will be devoted toeulogies on the late Sen- 
ator Stockbridge. 

House Forecast, 

The question of legislatian for the relief 
of the treasury will again be debated in 
the house this week. 

The administration bill, introduced in 
connection with the president’s special 
message, as amended by the committee on 
banking and currency, will be called up 
tomorrow, and according to the present 
program will be debated tomorrow, 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

It is not the present intention to bring 
in a special order to close the debate and 
bring the measure to a yote when the bill 
is brought up, but to allow the debate to 
run fora day ,or two before bringing in 
the order. Today is being given to the 
committee on claims, which has been shut 
out by the press of business for some time. 

The remainder of the week will be de- 
voted to appropriation bills, of which the 
legislative, naval and general deficiency 
are yet undisposed of. 


Nipped In the Bud. 

City OF MExIco, Feb. 4 — A well- 
planned attempt at a wholesale delivery 
has been thwarted by Colonel Sautala, 
warden of Pelem prison. By a search of 
the department assigned to the night 
school the discovery was made of a mon- 
ster tunnel close to the door of the sckool 
room, which cut through the foundations. 
The engineering feat, which has mis- 
carried, in a few days would have released 
8000 prisoners, as the tunnel had been 
planned to pass under all the departments 
of the prison, so that it ‘could have been 
reached by digging a few feet beneath the 
floors of the various wards. 


President's Plan Endorsed. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—The president 
has received a very large number of tele- 
grAms and letters from prominent citi- 
zens, chambers of commerce and other 
trade organizations in all parts of the 
country heartily endorsing the recom- 
mendations in his recent message to con- 
gress, and recognizing the necessity for 
immediate action for the preservation of 
the national « r-dit amd public debt, .

SENTENCED TO DEATH.

Mme. Joniaux Found Guilty of Murdering 


Three of Her Relatives. 
BrvssEts, Feb. 4—Mme. Henri Joniaux, 
accused of the murder of three of her rel- 
atives for the purpose of obtaining the in- 
surance on their lives, was yesterday 
sentenced to death. The jury was out 
only three-quarters of an hour.

So long drawn out were the arguments 
of the lawyers in this famous case, that 
the closing speech of the defense was not 
finished until 1 o’clock in the morning. 
There was a period of anxious waiting un- 
til the members of the jury filed into the 
courtroom, wilen their leader solemnly an- 
nounced: : 

“We find the prisoner, Mme. Henri 
Joniaux, guilty on all counts of murder: 
ing and administering poison with intent 
to cause the death of Alfred Ablay, the 
brother of the prisoner; Leonie Ablay, the 
sister of the prisoner, and Jacques Van 
Den Kerchove, the uncle of the prisener.” 

Then the judge of the assize court pro- 
nounced sentence of death upon Mme, 
Joniaux. There were no scenes of undue 
excitement. 

Rochefort’s Popularity. 

Paris, Feb. 4.—Henri Rochefort, editor- 
in-chief of the Socialistic-Kepublican 
journal, L’Intransigeant, who returns to 
France under the act of amnesty adopted 
last week, after having been in exile since 
1889, arrived in Paris yesterday. On the 
arrival of the train on which M. Rochefort 
was travelling, the pressure became so 
great that the’ crowd broke duwn the 
barriers and invaded the station, shouting, 
“Vive Rochefort!’ “Vive le Proscrit!’’ 
There were fully 50,000 persons gathered 
about the station, and frantic cheering 
was indulged in. M. Rochefort was much 
moved by the enthusiasm. One opponent 
of M. Rochefort gave vent to his feelings 
by shouting, “A bas Rochefort!” <A 
number of the crowd turned on him and 
he had anarrow escape from being lynched. 


Reports of Heartlessness Corroborated, 

LowWESTOFT, Feb. 4.—The skipper of a 
fishing smack that returned to this port 
yesterday says that about the time that 
the collision occurred between the Elbe 
and Crathie he saw rockets set off from a 
large steamer. He bore down towards the 
vessel, but when within about 700 yards 
of her he lost sight of her. He saw another 
steamer burning blue lights. After a few 
minutes the latter vessel steamed to the 
eastward. The skipper further says that 
he saw a third steamer which passed with- 
out stopping to render assistance. The 
smack cruised about for some time, but 
no bodies or wreckage were seen. 

Battle Still Rages. 

TIEN-TsIN, Feb. 4.—The latest reports 
from Wei-Hai-Wei show that half of the 
northern forts on the mainland are hold- 
ing out against the Japanese assaults. <A 
Japanese ship was damaged and a torpedo 
boat sunk while attempting to force the 
northern entrance of the harbor. The 
Japanese have captured the island of 
Liu-Kung-Tao after desperate fighting. 

The Trick Is O® 

HrrosHiMa, Feb, 4.--The envoys from 
China who were sent to negotiate for 
peace with Japan will leave this city for 
Nagasaki at once. An examination of 
their credentials revealed the fact that the 
envoys did not have plenary power to treat 
for peace, and they were thereupon told 
that they had better return to their own 
country. 

As the Porte Views It. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb, 4.—British Am- 
bassador Currie has sbtained from the 
porte an official expression of its refusal 
to permit newspaper men to enter Ar- 
menia during the sittings of the Armenian 
commission, on the ground that it does 
not desire the commission to be influenced 
by false newspaper reports. 

Hovas Didn’t Show Fight. 

ZANZIBAR, Feb. 4.—Advices from Mada- 
gascar are to the effect that the French 
occupied Mojanga on Jan. 16. The Hoyas 
made no resistance. ‘The French com- 
modore entered the estuary of the Ikopa 
river and bombarded the forces on that 
stream,

THE LONDON STABBERS. 


4n Epidemic of Insanity Which Takes the 


Form of Homicidal Mania. 

The strange epidemic of insanity 
which prompts its subjects to stab stran- 
zers, usually women, in the streets of 
London has not yet ended, and the popu- 
lar nervousness in several quarters of 
the city continues. One of the most 
startling cases occurred on Wednesday 
in front of a fashionable store in Oxford 
street amid a large throng of shoppers. 
& young nan plunged his knife three 
mches deep into the back of a lady and 
ihen quietly waited until the police 
‘ame and arrested him. The prisoner, 
who had a good reputation, declared in 
sourt that he was unable to account for 
ais action. He said that a strange, irre- 
sistible impulse to stab some one seized 
aim suddenly, and he acted upon it at 
the same instant. He had never seen his 
victim till that moment. 

The police have been watching two or 
shree weeks the person they believe to 
be the mysterious woman in black whose 
stabbing others of her sex put Kensing- 
ton and other parts of the west end in 
terror for weeks, and whose murderous 
work I described in these dispatches a 
nonth ago. The detectives have been 
anable to obtain sufficient evidence to 
warrant her arrest, but outrages from 
shis source have ceased of late, so their 
suspicions were probably well founded. 
This amazing contagion of the homicidal 
mania continues to be a subject of seri- 
mus discussion both by physicians and 
aymen. Professor Forbes Winslow, the 
zreat expert in mental diseases, takes 
yecasion to urge a radical change in the 
lunacy laws. The great specialist also 
says: ° 

‘*In the case of a person who kills an- 
sther in the street without motive a 
xertain congestion of the brain and rush 
of blood take place. If any one were to 
1it him on the nose, a blow which would 
sause the loss of blood, it would afford 
instant relief, and he would no longer 
be actuated by the impulse to murder 
[hese ordinary homicidal lunatics, who 
ire sane on the surface, are the most 
lifficult to deal with. You may talk to 
them for four hours, and they wil] ap- 
gear perfectly rational, yet they will 
suddenly go out and attempt to kill the 
irst person they meet. The typical 
10micidal lunatic, unlike the man who 
s afticted with a desire to commit sui- 
tide, is incurable. ’’—London Cor. New 
York Sun.

STRIKERS APPEAL TO THE PUBLIC. 


Peaceful Agitation Will Be 


Their Watchword. 


BROOKLYN, Feb. 5.—The Brooklyn board 
of aldermen, at a meeting yesterday after- 
noon, adopted the resolution presented by 
the representatives of the striking motor- 


men and conductors rescinding the fran- 
chises and privileges granted to the Brook- 
lyn trolley lines which ure connected with 
the present strike. The vote stood 10 for, 
8 against. The chairman voted in the 
negative. 

When the meeting of the board of alder- 
men adjourned, acommittee of union men 
ealled upon Mayor Schieren at his office 
to urge the mayor to sign the resolution 
which was passed by the board of alder- 
men. The committee was received by 
Secretary Palmer, and he went in and 
asked the mayor what he proposed to do. 
The mayor replied: ‘When this resolu- 
tion comes before me on Wednesday next 
in the regular way, I will have something 
to say about it. I decline to say in advance 
what I may do.” 

Secretary Pulmer informed the delega- 
tion of the mayor’s answer, and they then 
expressed a desire to see the mayor per- 
sonally. He thereupon came out and re- 
iterated the message delivered by his 
secretary. The delegation then withdrew. 

There was a hearing yesterday before 
United States Commissioner Morle on the 
question as to the use of the “United 
States mail” signs on the trolley cars dur- 
ing the strike, Ex-Judge Morris appeared 
fur the companies, and the assistant dis- 
trict attorney for the people. Commis 
sioner Morle reserved his decision.

REED TAKES A HAND 


Offers a Pian to Tide Over the Pres- 
ent Financial Distress. 


FREE SILVERITES STILL HOPEFUL 


That Their Views Will Be 


Adopted by Senators. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Calculations of 
the supporters and opponents of the new 
administration financial bill were upset 
yesterday by the interjection of a new fac- 
tor into the campaign. 

Mr. Reed of Maine bronght forward a 
new plan for which he is endeavoring to 
enlist the entire strength of his party, and 
which he will offer asa substitute for the 
admipistration scheme if he thinks his 
plan can command sufficient support to 
make it a factor in the fight. 

There are but two sections to the Reed 
plan in the form in which he has sub- 
mitted it to his colleagues. The first pro 

| poses torestrict the law of 1875, which 
authorizes the secretary of the treasury to 
issue bonds to redeem the greenbacks to 
8 per cent bonds, 

The second section authorizes the secre- 
tary of the treasury, when there isa de- 
ficit, to issue certificates of indebtedness 
to pay current expenses, the certificates to 
be in sums of $25, $50 and $100, and any 
multiples thereof, bearing interest at J 
per cent and payable in coin. 

The bill, as Mr. Keed explained to the 
Republicans whose support he sought, is 
but a temporary expedient to tide over 
the present distress. The substitution of 
“coin” for the gold provisions of the ad- 
mninistration plan is expected to win for 
it the toleration, if not the support, of the 
free silver men. Its comparative simplic- 
ity, it is expected, will commend the bill 
to the house im preference to more com- 
plex plans. 

Mr. Reed’s plan is to offer the billasa 
substitute for the administration bill, and 
by polling the solid Republican vote, while 
the Democrats are divided on the admin 
istration bill, make it a more formidable 
proposition in the fleld, and perhaps in- 
duce the Democratic opponents of the ad 
ministration bill to rally to its support. 

Chairman springer aud his colleagues 
have counted on most of the Republican 
votes for the administration bill, and have 
prophesied that it would poll about the 
same support that was given to the repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act. Accordingly, Mr. Reed’s move over- 
turns their calculations to a great extent

Sew Street Railway In Western Massa- 


chusetts—Other Matters. 

Bostox, Feb. 5.—Resolutions were in- 
troduced in the house requesting the sena- 
tors and representatives of the common- 
wealth in congress to use their influence 
to secure legislation which will make uni- 
form the-hours of labor in the several 
states of the Union. 

Mr. Teamoh introduced a bill providing 
that it shall be unlawful to put or cause 
to be put upon any game, fowl or amimals 
for advertising purposes any printed sign, 
or any of the apparel or any semblance of 
the wearing apparel worn as clothing by 
human beings. 

A bill was introduced limiting the in 
terest rate on chattel mortgages to 1}g per 
cent per month and providing 4 maximum 
penalty of a fine of 500 or imprisonment 
foraterm not exceeding six months for 
violation of the act. 

Other bills were introduced empower- 
ing women to hold the office of assistant 
town and city clerk; requiring milk deal- 
ers to keep clean cans and jars; providing 
for furnishing cities and towns with 
copies of Massachusetts statutory cita- 
tions, tables of statutes cited, expounded 
andconstructed by the supreme judicial 
court. 

A petition was received for an act to in- 
corporate the Western Hampshire Street 
Railway company to operate in Williams 
burg, Goshen, Chesterfield, Worthington 
and Cummington, in Hampshire county, 
the capital stock not to exceed $150,000, 
and the company to be authorized to 
transact the business of a common carrier 
of goods and merchandise. 

Bills were introduced in the senate 
limiting to one year the time within which 
an action must be brought against an as- 
signee in insolvency; relative to replacing 
defective ballot boxes; in relation to mis- 
representation in applications for member- 
ship in fraternal beneficiary corporations.

July the Banner Month While October 
Takes the Booby Prize, 


The number of births in Quincy during 
the year 1894 was 678. This is 49 less than 
in 1893, but this is only following out the 
programme, as these figures show: 


Births in 1888, 450 
In 1889, 587 
In 1890, 550 
In 1891, 647 
In 1892, 612 
In 1893, 27 
In 1894, 678 


It will be observed that 1889 made a large 
gain over 1888. ‘The year 1890 fell back, 
but 1891 went ahead of both. Again 1892 
dropped, but 1893 jumped ahead. Now 
1894 is behind, but we can expect about 
800 new arrivals this year. Is it any won- 
der that the city has to build a schoolhouse 
nearly every year ? 

Mr. D. V. Pierce, who made the canvass 
in January, notes the fact that less than 
ten percent. of the parents were Quincy 
boro, only 64 fathers and 62 mothers out 
of the totals of 678. He has tabulated the 
birthplace of parents and the result is as 
follows:

THE FORTUNE PLACER MINES, | 


{PROM PARK CO. BULLETIN, ALMA, COL 


The Bulletin man had the pleasure of a 
trip to the Tarryal!l gaich and hills this | 
week, one of the richest mineral sections, 
and greatest gold producing districts in the 
Rocky Mountain regions, and one which, 
ere another year has fairly begun, will 
excite more than ordinary attention. 

There are already famous prospects in the 
quartz ledges, at the bead of Tarryall, as 
well as some good producing mines, though 
until recently prospectors but began 
search for the mountain sources from 
whence the rich stock of gold has drifted 
into the basin and table lands of the 
Tarryall gulch. 

The boom in quartz mining which has 
now set iu is therefore due to the product 
of these placer diggings, the output of 
which, has, in many cases, been almost too 
wonderful to believe. 

The Bulletin believes in dealing with the 
practical—not the fanciful—and in speak- 
ing of the results of placer mining in 
Tarryall, prefers to give known results 
rather than current statements of fabulous 
prefits. The placer ground on Tarryali 
creek is, every foot, located, and encroach- 
ments have even been made on government 
timber reservations adjoining, which, it 
is hoped, however, will soon be opened to 
mining by act of Congress, and companies | 
of aggregated capital are forming, one 
after another, to systematically take out 
the gold. 

Of the most prominent of these companies 
mention may be made of the Park County 
Gold Mining company, which owns an area 
of 560 acres of the richest portion of the 
gulch. This company has on its property 
a number of good, substantial buildings, 
two extensive reservoirs, between 500 and 
1,000 feet of 12 inch pipe, and one giant 
with a 4-inch nozel, with pits‘and flumes 
already started for next season’s work, 
while men are at present employed sinking 
shafts to bed-rock where dirt has been ob- 
tained that washed $1.25 to the pan. The 
depth to bed-rock, over this property, varies 
from 20 feet in some places to 75 and 100 
in others, The dirt is rather more free 
from boulders than is ordinarily the case, 
and cau be forced through flames at a very 
rapid rate. To give an estimate of the 
gold sediment contained in this gravel, it 
may be cited that three men, in 104 days, 
shoveled in siu'ces a sufficient amount to 
clean up a little more than $10,000.

THEY WON'T GIVE UP 


Brooklyn Strikers Are Stlil Confident 
of Winning the Strike. 


|A LETTER FROM JUSTICE GAYNOR 


Throws Light on the Methods 
of Trolley Magnates. 


BROOKLYN, Feb. 6—Master Workman 
Connelly says that the strike is as far 
from being off as it was three weeks ago. 

“We had about 150 applications for re- 
| lief and passage home yesterday,” said he. 
“These men were brought on from Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
Chicago and Boston by the companies on 
whose roads the strike exists. They were 
found to be totally incompetent and were 
discharged. They appealed to the strikers 
for relief and sufficient money to pay 
their fares home. ‘Ihe strike leaders, how- 
ever, refused to have anything to do with 
them 

“We had nothing to do with them,” he 
continued, emphatically, ‘and we don’t 
want to have anything todo with them. 
They did not leave the employ of the com- 
panies voluntarily; they were discharged, 
and we will not aid menof this kind. 
Any one who leaves the companies of his 
| own accord will be well taken care of, will 
be fed and sent to his home if he wishes iz. 

“Things look brighter tonight for the 
men and the bosses must give in, for they 
are running the roads at 3 dead loss. Syin- 
pathy with the men is keeping the travel- 
ing public from using the trolley cars. 
The public will not pstronize the boy- 
cotted lines.” 

Justice eee Potnters. 

Justice Gaynor of the supreme court has 
written a letter to the state board of medi- 
ation and arbitration, in which he dis- 
cusses the circumstances attending the 
Brooklyn trolley strike, and in which he 
Says: 

“In the immediate dispute which led to 
the conflict between the companies and the 
men, I see nothing worthy of serious at- 
tention. The dispute was too small not 
to have been settled easily, except for the 
inflamed condition brought on by the at- 
tempt to create vast inflated wealth on 
the one side being met by justly aroused 
uneasiness and apprehension on the other. 
Under healthy conditions the dispute 
would not have lasted an hour, if it arose 
ot all. 

“I remind you that in the case of the 
other large companies here, the same dis- 
pute was settled at once. Until the cause 
is removed, itis idle to try to prevent the 
effects. I submit this in the hope that it 
may promote thought and do some good.” 

He recites the history of the Long Isl- 
and Traction company, telling how the 
little Brooklyn Hei s railroad (a cable 
line four or five blocks long) leased the en- 
tire Brooklyn city system. He then tells 
how the L mn g Island Traction company, 
formed under the laws of West Virginia 
in March, 1893, with @ paper capital of 
$300,000,000 without a dollar, a stick of 
wood or a steel rail at the back of it. 

This corporation was formed, the letter 
says, by officers of the Brooklyn City road 
and shrewd Wall street mento control 
the Brooklyn city system. The manipu- 
lations of these men, Justice Gaynor says, 
caused the strike. 

“They were forced to cut down all ex- 
penses, but, it is said,” continues Jus 
tice Gaynorin his letter, ‘‘that all these 
transactions were strictly lawful. I admit 
it. They were in strictest accordance with 
statute law, as any court would have to 
decide. But whatof that? Is the law al- 
ways right in what it permits? If that 
were s0, we would never need a change.” 

Justice Gaynor's letter was sent at the 
request of the arbitration board, and he 
asks it to be regarded as the opinion of a 
citizen, having nothing to do with his 
judicial position. 

Exciting Incidents. 

Late yesterday afternoon, when car 1923 
of the Flushing avenue line reached the 
corner of Driggs avenue and Leonard 
strect, on its way down town, acrowd of 
about 50 strikers suddenly appeared, and 
notwithstanding that the car was full of 
passengers, began hurling stones and other 
missiles at it. A huge plece of iron went 
crashing through one of the windows, fol- 
lowed by « shower of rocks. 

Special Policeman Bender, who was act- 
ing as guard to the car, was set upon by 
the rioters and beaten almost into insensi- 
bility. Several policemen went to the res- 
cue, and Officer Bender drew his revolver 
and fired threp shots point blank at the 
strikers. A nt ae of arrests were made, 
and it was ascertained that several people 
had been severe! ly bruised in the encounter, 
although none of them seriously

PRAISES THE CAPITAL’S CITIZENS 


And Doesn't Forget to Say 
Something For Himself. 


BERLIN, Feb. 6.—Emperor William yes- 
terday received a deputation of the munio- 
{pal authorities who waited upon his 
majesty for the purpose of thanking him 
for his munificent offer to erect at his 
Own expense a number of statues of prom- 
inent Germans in the Siege Sallee in the 
Thiergarten. 

The emperor, replying to the deputa- 
tion, said he was very anxious that tho 
glorious memories of 25 years ago should 
be kept fresh in the minds of all Germans, 
especially those of the citizen class. In 
no city had the influence of a sovereign on 
its development and growth manifested 
itself so interestingly as in Berlin. 

It had been shown that the prince and 
the city were sumetimes at strife, then in 
agreement, but always in a position of 
mutual respect. It was a 

Great Satisfaction to Him 
to afford the municipal authorities of Ber 
in, whose services he gladly recognized, a 
mark of his acknowledgments in his gift 
to the city. 

He was often ina position, and espe- 
cially while abroad, to explain what Ber- 
lin had done, and he always took occasion 
to point out that what had been achieved 
inthe German capital was the work of 
honorary officers, who, without advantage 
to themselves and solely from patriotic 
feeling, devoted their efforts to the general 
good. 

He hoped that the whole population, 
without distinction of religion or political 
Darty, wouid in the future, especially in 
@uxious times, hold steadfastly to their 
sovereign and make it easier for him to 
fulfill his duty. 

Referring to general affairs, he men- 
tioned the North sea canal, especially not- 
ing that owing tothe wise arrangements 
for the workmen employed thereon, not o 
single complaint or note of discord had 
been heard during the progress of the 
great undertaking.

THE NEWSPAPER IN SCHOOL 


Some Problems for Primary Pupils— 
Prize for First Correct Answer. 


Today the Darty LEDGER inaugurates 
“The Schvol Column,’’ which will here- 
after bea feature of the Wednesday paper. 
The editor has asked the co-operation of 
the Superintendent of Schools and all of 
the principals of our public schools, and 
hopes to make the department of interest 
to the readers in general, and of value to 
the teacbers and pupils.

THE NEWSPAPER 
Fo IN THE SCHOOLS. 

Aside froma column of this nature the 
newspaper is of value in the school room, 
and the local paper should be one of the 
text book. Lucy Hayes Macqueen says: 

‘““The newspaper can le put toa great 
deal of intelligent use. One bright teacher 
has his pupils give one bit of news, politi- 
cal, social, in fact any except police news, 
every morniug in the time devoted to gen- 
eral exercises, and every pupil is expected 
to write one ‘‘reporter’s nosegay ”’ every 
week and hand ittothe teacher. It must 
be neatly written, spelled correctly, and 
punctuated properly. It must be an ac- 
couut of something the pupil saw on the 
street during the week. These ‘‘ nosegays’, 
are eagerly read by the boys on Friday 
afterncon, and a committee of two boys 
and the teacher decide which one is the 
best; it is then sent to one of the local 
newspapers and always printed. 

One geography specialist, a lady em- 
ployed at a large salary in one of our cities, 
uses the newspaper constantly iu her 
classes. The shipping list is given to the 
pupils, who find where every port men- 
tioned is situated, and learn from the 
cargoes brought to and frcm these ‘ports 
something of their resources. 

Many teachers read the paper every 
morning to their pupils. They employ 
about five minu‘es’ time, and select judi- 
ciously from the sheet. 

In teaching “stocks and bonds ”’ in 
arithmetic, the newspaper is a great help, 
and every teacher should instruct pupils 
how to read the quotations understand- 
ingly. 

The editorials, when particularly good, 
sheu'd be read aloud asa reading lesson 
now and then. 

Boys, especially, are interested in work 
like this, They are quick to see the prac- 
tical benefit of it. Indeed, teachers should 
aim at fitting boys and girls for practical 
life.’

In the House. 


LONDON GOLD FOR A BOND ISSUE 


Understood to Be the Purpose 
of the Administration. 


Waseincton, Feb. 6.—The debate on 
the administration bill to authorize the 
issue of $500,000,000 gold bonds for the 
purpose of retiring the legal tenders and 
the treasury notes began in the house 
yesterisy and continued for six hours. 

It developed widely divergent views at 
the ontset. The silver Democrats and 
Populists opposed it outright. Some of 
the administration Democrats favored a 
substitute on the lines of the Carlisle bill, 
while Mr. Reed, the leader of the Repuab- 
lican minority, made a specch charging 
the present tronble to the deficiency in the 
revenue. Mr. Reed ssid that ‘to raise rev- 
enurs would be confession, and confession 
might mean suicide.” 

He said that those in control of public 
affairs would have command of the rev- 


| enue question for the next two years. The 


secretary of the treasury had just reported 
tothe senate that he would have asur- 
plus of $22,009,000, The secretary had given 
the last dollar of this surplus. Now, if 
the secretary had the surplus, the thing to 
do was to use it, and, instead of long- 
time gold bonds, issue certificates to be re- 
deemabie at any time,

POWER OF REMOVAL. 


Mayor Strong Triumphs In the Fight Im 
the New York Assembly. 


ALBANY, Feb. 7.—The Lawson power of 
removal bill has been concurred in by the 
assembly by a vote of 111 to 7. 

The New York senate passed the bill to 
permit the mayor of New York to remove 
the heads of departments of New York 
within six mogths from the time he takes 
office. The senate backed down on the 
question of four months, wllich Mr. Platt 
wanted, to six months, which Mayor 
Strong demanded. The house, which had 
already passed a bill in which the limit 
was fixed at four months, had to swallow 
its own medicine and accept the six 
months’ limit, as demanded by public 
sentiment in New York city. 

The senate, however, amended the bill, 
limiting the power to remové to the 
mayor ‘‘elected for a full term;"’ in other 
words, excluding the president of the 
board of aldermen, in case he shgu!d be- 
coms mayor.

@ piece of partisanship in dealing with a

Editorial Comment, 


WHILE THE petitioners for a court house 
buiiding at Quincy presented a good case, 
and showed that the present quarters were 
inadequate and undesirable, it is doubtful 
if the movement is successful. It does not 
appear customary for counties to erect 
court houses for district courts, and the 
demands do not seem to warrant the ex- 
penditure of $70,000, more or less. The 
interest on this sum would be about $2,800 
annually, and to this would be added an 
increased cost for maintenance and care, 
and a large bill for fuel. For the county 
to erect a business block wou'd be of doubt. 
ful expediency, and itis by no means cer- 
tain that the city of Quiocy would cecupy 
any portion of it at a large rental for a 
police station. 

The petitioners are said to have their 
eve on Lhe Briesler corner, the most valua- 
ble lot per square foot in the city. Should 
this property be purchased by the county 
it would be exempt from taxation. Not 
only would the city lose the taxes on the 
lot bat also on a business block which 
would soon be located there. The !ot with 
a business block will contribute $1,500 or 
more annually to the city in taxes, 

The plan of Mr. J. Q. A. Field seems the 
most economical for county and city, and 
just as satisfactory forthe court. If the 
money is joaned to a syndicate by the 
Quincy Savings Bank, i: will help that in- 
stitution and its depositors, If built bya 
syndicate rather than the county, the city 
will receive a revenue of $1,500 in taxes, 
and the county fora rental of $1000 will 
receive the best district court house in 
Massachusetts with heating and janitor 
included. 

The syndicate would employ more home 
labor in the erection of the building. It 
might also‘provide Quincy with the large 
hall which itso much needs, With a rent 
of $1000 guaranteed for the court rooms, 
a syndicate could doubtless be organized in 
a few days, for this with rent from stores, 
from offices which would let readily ip 
such 8 building, and from the opera house, 
would be a good investment.

THE MILTON LANES. 


Streets of the Wealthy Town Too Narrow 


for Poor People's Conveyance. 
The Committee on Street Railways gave 


a hearing Tuesday on a petition from Mil- 
ton to restrict the granting of street rail- 


way locations. 

Mr. J. Malcom Forbes was heartily 
in favor of the petition. It was very 
well known to anyone who was at 


all familiar with the town of Milton 


that its streets are very narrow indeed, 
that they were mere country lanes, and 
that the introduction of street railway lines 
into the]town would make it necessary to 
change the streets entirely. 

Hon. Josiah Quincy” representing the 
Quincy Street Railway Company, the only 
company now chartered to go into the 
town of Milton, had no objections to offer 
to the petition and said that he and bis as- 
sociates fully recognized the force of the 
arguments that had been presented to the 
committee in support of the petition. It 
was for the interest of the people of Mil- 
ton and it was for the interest of the cor- 
poration which he represented that this 
whole matter of providing street railways 
for the town of Milton should be investi- 
gated thoroughly and laid out intelligently 
before any action was taken in such an 
important matter. He believed that it 
would be necessary soouer or later to run 
street railways into the town of Milton, 
but he and his associates believe that the 
citizens of Milton would arrange the mat- 
ter when they came to fee! the need of the 
change. There were ample precedents for 
the special legislation called for in this 
bill and to him those precedents were con- 
clusive. The town of Milton was largely 
used for drives, not only by the people of 
Milton but by the people of other surround- 
ing cities and towns, and whatever served 
to preserve the park-like character of the 
town of Milton served the interests of out- 
side cities and towns as well. 

Samuel A. Morse said that the streets of 
Milton were entirely inadequate for the 
accommodation of street raiiways. 

The chairman of the committee at this 
point read a telegram from J. Otis Ward- 
well who was detained by a snow blockade 
and desired to be heard before the hearing 
was closed. 

James C. Barr said that the sidings and 
double tracks would take more than half 
of the street in many places. 

A. L. Hollingsworth said thet in his 
opinion the future prosperity of the town 
of Milton depended upon the granting of 
the petition. 

Selectman Joseph C. Whitney referred to 
width of Pleasant street and Brush Hill 
road which he claimed were not such as 
would permit of the laying of street rail- 
way tracks without leading to serious 
blockades in travel. When the-citizens of 
Milton wanted a street railroad they could 
provide it, but they did not care to have 
their streets filled up with tracks which 
were intended to carry passengers through 
their town to some resort at the shore as 
was the intention in one plan that had 
been proposed. They did not object to 
street railways that would be for the ac- 
commodation of their own people, but they 
did object to have their streets used as a 
thoroughfare, 

The hearing was then closed.

age tickets on all railroads in the state; 
for the punishment of slander and libel: 
in campaigns; forthe acquisition of nor- 
mal school buildings at North Adams, 
Fitchburg, Lowell and Hyannis; leave tv 
organize a reserve police force at Lowell; 
that the provisions of the laws relating t 
the weekly payment of wages be made tv 
apply to private individuals and partner- 
ships employing over 25 hands. 

In the senate bills were introduced pre- 
viding that cans containing skim milk 
shall be so marked; providing for the ex- 
penditure of $10,000 at the state agricul 
tural college; providing that packages of 
liquor sent by express shall be marked 
“intoxicating liquor.”

State’s guns to work its own undoing. 
While Colorado teaches the world how to 
mine and smelt silver and gold when found 
together in lode ores. California has best 
learned the value of placer ground and 
how best to work it. Her miners know 
that the few cents worth of gold in a 
yard of dirt cannot be shovelled into a 
sluice and washed with a lateral from 
the creek with any degree of pvofit, and 
appreciate the importance of first making 
large expenditures for hydraulics, and they 
have built great plants of this nature in 
great number. Colorado on the other 
band, bas attended to advancing the silver 
industry, and few hydraulic plants wortby 
of the name have been put in. That the 
change is coming is evident in the work 
now being done in Clear Creek canon, in 
the Tarryall Alma, Fairplay, 
Montgomery, Breckenridge, and especially 
on South Bcrulder creek, where of late 
years much attention is being paid to the 
old bars that in the early sixties were 
washed by pan, rocker and sluice miners.”’

LABOR’'S SEVEREST STRUGGLE. 


A Fight to Decide Whether Organized 
Workmen Are to Be Made Powerless. 
The following statement was prepared 

by the board of directors of the Ameri- 

can Railway union: 

The American Railway union is en- 
gaged in a contest with organized capi- 
tal and needs the help of the labor or- 
ganizations of the whole country. The 
importance of the struggle seems not to 
be fully understood, and a statement of 
the case setting forth the tremendous 
consequences involved in success or fail- 
ure should be put before the labor pub- 
lic, 

There are two cases against President 
Debs and eight other directors of the un- 
ion. The first for contempt of court or 
failure to call off the strike the fourth 
day after its inception has been tried, 
the defendants found guilty and a sen- 
tence of imprisonment in the county 
jail imposed by the court. This case 
was prosecuted by both the government 
and the Santa Fe company, and the de- 
fendants received a sentence on each 
complaint, but were ordered to serve 
them at the same time, thus making a 
total imprisonment of six months for 
Debs and three months for each of the 
directors. 

Believing that an appeal to the su- 


| preme court would be of doubtful re- 


sult, and having expended over $25,000 
thus far in the struggle, it seemed ques- 
tionable whether the best course was 
not to stop fighting, serve out the sen- 
tences and have done withit. But at this 
point the rights and liberty of all or- 
ganized labor come promiuently into 
the question. If the case is allowed to 
rest here without appeal, the same infa- 
mous construction of the law can again 
and again be used against labor organi- 
zations and their leaders sent to prison 
every time a strike is attempted. Nor is 
this all. Under the law as applied by 
this court every one who participates 
in a strike is guilty of any violence or 
crime committed by any other person 
during that strike—that is to say, if 
during a strike a hired spy of capital, 
who may have previously joined a labor 
organization, commits a murder each 
striker is an accessory and liable to in- 
dictment for murder and the death pen- 
alty. Even a child must see at a glance 
that if this decision stands as law al! 
labor organizations are dead and prac- 
tical slavery awaits the laboring people. 

But in attempting to appeal the case 
bnew difficulties are encountered. This 
contempt case is a double one, and 
while the government case is appealable 
the Santa Fe case is not. ‘Therefore to 
appeal the former it was necessary for 
the defendants to agree to separate the 
cases and thus serve the sentences sepa- 
rately, making an imprisonment of one 
year for the president and six months 
for each of the directors. So far as the 
individuals are concerned, it would be 
far better to let the case rest, but in an 
issue that means the life or death of or- 
ganized labor the personal interests of 
men must be brushed aside unconsider- 
ed. 

The second difficulty was the question 
of the money to carry this voluminous 
qase tc the erpreme corrt of, the United 
States. The six months’ fight already 
made has depleted the treasury and ex- 
hausted the personal resources of the 
defendants. Their attorneys have also 
made their share of the sacrifice and 
cannot cousistently be expected to pro- 
vide costs and expense funds. The de- 
fendants must have the united help of 
labor or fail in the unequal struggle 
against the corporations’ millions. 

There is sti]! another and much more 
serious case against the defendants. The 
offense charged is ‘‘conspiracy to stop 
the mails,’’ and in this the corporations 
hope to establish decisions that will 
wipe out the last vestige of labor or- 
ganizations They confidently expect 
to send each of the defendants to the 
penitentiary for two years, and the spe- 
cial counsel for the government, who 
is also the regular railroad attorney, has 
publicly boasted that it will be done. 

If the law can be so twisted from the 
course of justice as to accomplish this 
atrocity, and from what has thus far 
been done it is evident a desperate effort 
will be made to do it, we shall live in 
adespotism almost as bad as that of 
Russia, and no man’s life or liberty will 
be secure. If organized labour would es 
cape this fate, it must act, and act 
promptly. Money must be raised to fight 
on to the court of last resort and leave 
nothing undone to prevent this death- 
blow being struck at the labor organiza 
tions of the United States.

Bangor’s Relief Method. 

A novel and effective plan for the re- 
lief of the suffering poor of Bangor, Me., 
has been put in operation by the relief 
committee of that city this winter. Pa- 
per bags were distributed among the 
householders, accompauied by a printed 
slip, saying, ‘‘Please put in this bag 
any contribution you may wish to make, 
however smail, and return to ——.”’ 
The result was very satisfactory. Many 
people in moderate circumstances had 
before refrained from giving because of 
the smallness of their contributions, but 
this method opened a way for the mite 
of each orfe to reach the proper channel 
for the relief of the poor. 

The paper bags were returned, con- 
taining groceries, provisions that were 
not immediately perishable, clothing 
aud money. The small individual gift 
in the aggregate became a mighty col- 
lection of food and clothing for the re- 
lief of distress. — Washington Star

CHANGE OF A WORD. 


Reed Refuses to Substitute ‘Gold” 
For “Coin” In His Bill. 


THE MEASURE STRONGLY OPPOSED 


Bankers Want More Than 
Three Per Cent on Bonds. 


WASHINGTON; Feb. 7.—Messrs. Reed and 
Dingley and other Republican leaders 
were in consultation yesterday with 
Messrs. Springer and Hendrix and other 
Democrats who are pushing the adminis- 
tration plan of relief for the treasury, with 
a view of compromising their differences, 
if such a thing is possible. 

The administration leaders were will- 
ing to accept the Reed bill providing for 2 
percent bonds to replenish the gold re- 
serve and an issue of debt certificates to 
meet deficiencies in the current revenues, 
provided that Mr. Reed would make the 
bonds ‘‘gold’”’ instead of “coin " An au- 
thorization for coin bonds, say those who 
claim to speak for the president, would 
net afford relief to the treasury. Mr. 
Reed refused to accept the proposed modi- 
fication, and negotiations for the compro- 
mise failed. 

Some opposition to Mr. Reed’s financial 
plans is developing among ,the Republi- 
cans in the house, but what proportions it 
will assume is a matter of doubt. Ultra 
high tariff men are asserting that the first 
section of the substitute, that which pro- 
vides for the issue of bonds, amounts to a 
recession from the Republican contention 
that the only trouble with the finances is 
the insufficiency of the revenue, ‘They say 
that the Demvucrats have assumed the re- 
sponsibility of running the government, 
and should be compelled to bear the bur- 
den. 

Vhree Pennsylvania Republicans have 
come out openly againss the Reed meas- 
ure, and with two or three silver men are 
working against it. While some of the 
free silver Republicazs will vote for the 
Reed substitute, others argue that from a 
party standpoint it will be a good policy 
to encourage the Democrats to pass a bond 
measure with a gold proviso. 

Representative Brosius, whois a mem- 
ber of the banking and currency commit- 
tee, says that he believes the most of the 
Republicans will vote for the administra- 
tion measure after recording themselves 
for Mr. Reed’s bill, but he fears that the 
Democratic defection will be strong 
enough to defeat it. 

Mr. Hendrix of New York, who endeay- 
ored to bring about the compromise by 
which the Democrats could accept the sec- 
ond section of Mr. Reed’s plan, says that 
the prospects for legislation are nearly 
hopeless. 

it Seems Now to Be Settled 
that no announcement of another bond 
loan will be made until the house shall 
have voted on the pending administration 
bill. 

Messrs. Morgan and Belmont of New 
York, who have been here during the last 
several days in consultation with the offi- 
cers on the bond question, have returned 
home, and it is believed without any posi- 
tive knowledge as to what the administra- 
tion would do. 

Close ,observers, however, are -of, the 
opinion that these gentlemen, on behalf 
of their London clients, made 
dent adefinite offer to take the whole 
$100,000,000, but at arate of interest con- 
siderably in excess of 3 per cent, if not as 
high as 33g. It is this high rate demanded 
that causes the president to hesitate. It is 
well known that heis disposed to delay 
matters in the hope of congressional legis- 
lation. 

It is understood that while here, Messrs. 
Morgan and Belmont expressed grave 
fear of the result, should the gold reserve 
be permitted to go much lower, and 
strongly urged on the president the neces- 
sity for speedy action. The president, it 
is understood, did not share their fears. 

He believed that the American people 
and those with most at stake had sulli- 
cient confidesce in our government and 
its institutions not toentertain any doubts 
of its ability and purpose to faithfully jfr- 
form every obligation 

The second day’s debate on the adminis- 
tration’s bill authorizing the issue of $5.0,- 
000,000 of gold bonds for the retirement of 
the legal tenders and treasury notes was 
not productive of marked incident of any 
kind. A goed deal of confusion existed 
after 2 o’clock when the committee b-gan 
voting on amendments to this bill. Most 
of theamendments were deivated as rap- 
idly as offered. 

The committee on banking and currency 
sustained two defeats, two of the amend- 
ments proposed by that committee being 
voted down. They were the amendments 
proposing to strike out the section provid- 


ing forthe paymentof custom duties in | 


gold, which was allowed to stand amended 
so as to make payable in gold and silver, 
and that compeiling national banks to 
carry their reserve in gold and silvet ocis:, 

Mr. Bland then offered his substitute as 
anamendment to the first section. Mr. 
Springer made the point of order against 
it, which was sustained.

The Chitralis 
were defeated. Umra had 4000 men, of 
whom 1000 were armed with rifles. 
Kashkar is a high lying Mohammedan 
state among the spurs of the Hindukush. 
The population of the state is estimated at 
200, 000. 

No Definite News, 

City oF MEXICO, Feb. 7.—There 1s still 
nothing definite to be announced in con- 
nection with the Guatemalan affair. The 
air is full of warlike rumors, but people 
connected with the government decline 
absolutely to commit themselves in any 
way. Rumors are current here that 
Guatemala will concede the disputed ter- 
ritory, but not the indemnity asked.

Some Sound Advice on the Subject of Foods 
and Feeding. 

The vast majority of people are abso- 
lutely wrong on the subject of feeding. 
They think that rich and luxurious peo- 
ple, feeding on the richest and most 
luxurious foods, are the most fortunate 
and healthy people. I assure you it is 
just the reverse. I am the director of an 
insurance company and am obliged often 
to form an estimate of the commercial 
value of life. If, then, two persons of 
the same age and constitutional build 
come for calctilation as to the monetary 
value of ther future lives, and if one 
be rich and luxurious and the other be 
competent and frugal, frugal even to ab- 
stemiousness, I would «alue the life of 
the frugal person as 20 per cent at least 
better than that of the rich and luxuri- 
ous person. 

Dives dies in plenty, Lazarus in pov- 
erty. Do not die like Lazayus if you can 
help it, and do not die like Dives if you 
have the opportunity, but find the happy 
condition, easy enough to find if you 
determine to learn how on least food 
you can do the most and best work. 
Never eat until you are satiated, never 
eat in the day one heavy meal, but di- 
vide your food into three light meals, 
equally distributed as to time and quan- 
tity. Eat slowly, take small mouthfuls, 
masticate, or chew, your food well, 
touch your food with your fingers as lit- 
tle as possibie, do not cry out for animal 
food more than twice a day at most, 
have all animal food well cooked and 
do not forget fruit as food. 

In Queen Elizabeth’s time the orange, 
the golden fruit of the Hesperides, might 
find its way to the queen’s table, but 
such fruit was indeed scarce. Joints of 
meat were cut up with the frill of pa- 
per round the end of the joint to hold 
by, forks being unknown, and her loyal 
subjects, ashort lived race, knowing lit- 
tle how to make the most of life in the 
matter of feeding and drinking, suffered 
from diseases which were of the most 
avoidable as wel! as objectionable char- 
acter. We, fortunately, live in a differ- 
ent reign. We have fruit galore ané 
have clean forks, instead of dirty fin- 
gers, to raise our food with, two advan- 
tages equally sweet and wholesome, 
though so different in kind.—Sir B. W. |

DEER HORNS AS MEDICINE. 


| 
This Queer Remedy Is In Use In the Flow- 
ery Kingdom. 
Deer horns are used by the Chinese for 
medical purposes, and consequently the 
| 


value to a Chinaman of a pair of horns 
depends upon the quantity of the medic- 
inal property contained in them. This 
property, which may almost be called 
the ‘‘virtue,’’ is said to be greater in 
the young horns, and to get rarer as the 
horns grow older. The deer from which 
theehorns are obtained are a true species 
of deer, the females having no horns, 
and this, as Darwin has pointed out in 
“The Descent of Man,’’ is the case with 
all kinds of deer proper, the reindeer 
only excepted. In substance the horns 
are not horny like the horns of a cow or 
an antelope, but are, when young, com- 
posed of a very delicate venous sub- 
stance, covered with a velvety coating, 
and when old are osseous rather than 
callus. 

For some months after they begin 
growing they are very tender, and the 
deer, not liking to touch them against 
branches of trees or bushes, a thing they 
are almost sure to do in the forest, will 
remain in the open, deserting cover, and 
so many times exposing themselves to 
greater dangers than the ones they flee 
from. After a time, as the horns grow 
older, the velvet covering begins to peel 
off, and while doing so causes an irritat- 
ing, itching feeling, that makes the deer 
rub them against twigs, mossy bark or 
any other yielding substance not hurd 
enough tohurt. This rubbing assists the 
velvet to peel off, and the horns then 
enter the second or intermediate stage. 
They are no longer tender, nor are they 
so hard as they eventually become, but 
are still going through a process of de- 
velopment. 

Eventually their growth is perfected, 
they stand for a time, are shed, to be re- 
placed by new ones, and become the 
property of the first forester or hunter 
who has the good fortune to find them.

Special Pins For Insect Collectors. 
‘“‘Much care,’’ said a taxidermist, 
“thas to be taken in selecting the long, 
fine pins used in fastening the speci- 
mens in insect collections. For cheap 
collections of butterflies and bugs we 
use the ordinary brass pins mostly, but 
every one of these must be carefully ex- 
amined before impaling the insect to see 
that it is well tinned, for were the tin 
coating imperfect or the slightest flaw 
evident it would be in nine cases out of 
ten liable to oxidize in the body of the 
insect, and thus destroy it. We also use 
black varnished pins, but they are al- 
most as bad, for the glazed coating soon 
cracks, leaving the metal exposed, and 
consequently it is not very long before 
oxidization sets. Even the more expen- 
tive kind, the nickel plated pins, are not 
much better. The latest things we have 
now are solid silver pins and bronze 
pins, and there is being used as an ex- 
periment a nickel and aluminium alloy, 
which possesses decided advantages over 
all the others kinds used.’’-New York 
Sun.

IN THE report of the State House hear- 
ing relative to the new court house, Mr. 
Faxon was reported as saying that the 
total rent received from the court house 
lot and property, was but $634.16. Mr.

QUINCY IS IN IT, 


Would Rather Have a Sewerage System 
Than More Water Just Now. 

The State seems inclined to put Quincy 
in a Metropolitan water district, whether 
she will or no, instead of the Metropolitan 
Sewerage district which is now of vastly 
more importance, 

In the Legislature this week the State 
Board of Health put in a long report on 
question of Metropolitan water supply, and 
Jones of Melrose introduced a bill appro- 
priating $19,000,000 for the scheme. 

The plan means taking the wavers of the 
Nashua river for 173,000,000 gallons daily 
for the Metropolitan district. 

The bill calls for a Commissioner at 
$5,000 and two Commissioners at $3,000 
per annum. 

They recommend that the cities of Bos- 
ton, Cambridge, Chelsea, Everett, Lynn, 
Malden, Medford, Newton Quincy, Somer- 
ville, Waltham and Woburn, and the 
towns of Arlington, Belmont, Brookline, 
Hyde Park, Lexington, Melrose, Milton, 
Nahant, Revere, Saugus, Stoneham, 
Swampscott, Wakefield, Watertown, Win- 
chester and Winthrop, 28 cities and towns, 
containing in 1890, 848,012 inhabitants, 
constitute the Metropolitan water district, 

While nineteen million dollars is now 
the sum asked, the con:missioners admit 
that $25,291,800 will be needed. Will it be 
double this ?

He contended first that it was not a 
religious body, and the allegation made 
that a discrimination was made against 
any man because he happened to belong to 
any particular denomination was fallacious, 
The matter hinged on the fact that the 
majority of one political party was made 
up from the members of one church, This 
was, he believed, the true reason of this 
discrimination, and the intolerant spirit of 
Ubis organization was directed against the 
*clanishness’’ of a body of our people and 
not against their religion, The people of 
Massachusetts had no sympathy with this 
movement, but from the speaker's stand- 
point there was ample reason for it,

Mr. Slade said that more independence 
in political action would prove the only 
solution of the question, and believed that 
the body against whom this warfare had 
been directed should take the initiative, 

The A. P. A. was not large numerically 
in itself, but the cardinal principles of the 
order received sympathy from many whose 
action was not biased by religion. 

Ability and competency should be the 
levers to move all citizens in political mat- 
ters and no vote should be cast on racial 
grounds, Those coming here from other 
lands should assimilate with the best 
Americanism, and while not expecting 
them to extinguish their racial or national 
peculiarities, we should demand that they 
should permanently bury all antagonisms, 
and recognize nothing but Americanism.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


of All Service Pensions—The 
Star Spangled Banner. 

Bostoy, Feb. 8.—A bill was introduced 
in the house to abolish all service pensions 
now paid by the state, cities and towns. 

The bill excepts the judiciary from the 
operation of the bill and permits payment 
of pensions in cases where it is paid to 
persons who incurred disabilities while in 
the performance of duties ofa hazardous 
nature. 

The committee on railroads has reported 
against the bill requiring railroad com- 
panies to sell tickets at the rate of 2 cents 
a mile for ail distances over three miles; 
also the bill requiring guard rails on the 
tops of freight cars and leave to withdraw 
on the petition of the selectmen of Web 
ster for better protection on grade cross 
ings. 

The committee on judiciary reported a 
bill prohibiting a display of the flag of 
any foreign country on public school build- 
ings and public buildings, with the pro- 
yiso that in case of a foreigner being 
the guest of the state or nation, the gov- 
ernor may make an exception in the case 
of a public building not used for publiv 
school purposes. . 

The committee on the judiciary reported 
leave to withdraw on the petition for a 
law providing for the election of a constit- 
uent assembly of women. 

Sterling Elliott and others petition for 
an act to establish rules and regulations 
for theaters and places of amusement. A 
bill accompanying the petition provides 
that “any person willfully obscructing the 
view of any other person attending such 
place of amusement, after they have been 
notified, shall be liable to a fine not ex- 
ceeding #10.” 

Mr. Burns offered a bill in the senate 
relative to the killing of dogs, which pro- 
vides that a dog may be killed if he wor- 
ries a fowl or suddenly assaults a man 
outside of its enclosure. 

Mr. Wellman offered a bill authorizing 
persons qualified to vote for members of 
school committees,to vote at the next state 
election upon the question of granting 
municipal suffrage to women. 

The committee on constitutional amend-

Knockout Blow For Financial Legis- 
lation at This Session. 


THE ADMINISTRATION BILL KILLED 


Substitutes Were Disposed of 
In Short Order. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The last hope of 
financial legislation for the relief of the 
treasury at the present session of congress 
went by the board when the house yester- 
day afternoon, by a vote of 134 to 161, re- 
jected the administration bill to author- 
ize an issue of $500,000,000 gold bonds. 

The bill was beaten before it reached its 
last parliamentary stage. This result was 
reached after three days of spirited and at 
times heated debate, and at the end of a 
seven hours’ session. From 11 until 3:30 
o'clock yesterday, when the bill with the 
pending substitutes were reported to the 
house from the committee of the whole, 
amendments were offered in rapid suc- 
cession, most of which were voted down as 
fast as they were offered. 

Many of them were designed to load 
down the bill, and the votes thereon were 
in no sense test votes. The Bell amend- 
ment, for instance, to make the bonds 
payable in gold and silver, was defeated 
by the decisive vote of 76 to 106, while the 
bill was defeated by 134 to 161. Both the 
Reed and Cox substitutes, with the amend- 
ments thereto, were rejected after the bill 
was reported to the house. 

The Reed substitute authorizing the is- 
sue of coin bonds for the replenishment of 
the gold reserve and certificates of indebt- 
edness to defray any deliciencies in the 
revenues was lost—109 to 187. It was a 
party vote, save forthe fact that seven 
Democrats and Cannon of California yoted 
for it. 

When the question came up on the 
third reading and engrossment of the bill, 
the whole opposition concentrated. While 
the vote was being taken, which resulted 
in the refusal of the to order the 
third reading, the interest centered in the 
vote of Mr. Reed. He sat quietly in his 
seat during the first call and did not an- 
swer to his name, but on the second call 
he voted for the bill. 

As soon as the result was announced, 
Mr. Reed attempted to make an exp)ana- 
tion of the attitude of himself and those 
of his colleagues who had voted for the 
bill, but objection was made. He after- 
ward explained, however, that he had sub-

mitted a proposition (his own substitute) | 


which he considered would meet the sit- 
uation. The Democrats had rejected this, 
and then he and many of his colleagues, 
although opposed to features of the origi- 
nal bill, had voted for itin the hope that 
it would pass and be amended in the sen- 
ate, 

Mr. Springer then moved to reconsider 
the vote by which the third reading was 
refused, but this action was laid on the 
table—135 to 123—and the bill was killed. 

Parliamentarily speaking, an analysis of 
the vote shows that 42 Republicans and 92 
Democrats voted for the bill, and that 66 
Republicans, 98 Democrats and 7 Popu- 
lists yoted against it. 

What Next? 

Chairman Springer of the banking and 
currency committee is not prepared to say 
whether any further action will be taken 
or what will now be done. 

He is very much disappointed at the re- 
sult, and blames the Republicans, saying 


if they had stood by the bill, it would have | 


passed. If anything was to be done, a 
new bill would have to be brought in, as 
the bill voted upon yesterday is beyond re- 
call. 

All other Democrats who were for the 
bill sald that this was the end of any- 
thing in the way of financial legislation. 
There was talk of a Democratic 
caucus, but that did not seem probable 
The general impression prevailed 
there would now be another bond 
without delay.

Will Not Interfere In the War Between 
Jaj;an and China. 

MARSEILLES, Feb. 8& — Quang Tech |} 

Thaung, the Chinese envoy extraordinary, 


He is entrusted witha 
mission by his government to ask France, 
Germany, Austria and Russia to mediate 
for peace betwedén China and Japan. 


WaAsHINGTON, Feb. 8—The cable dis- 
patch from London showing a purpose on 
the part of Great Britain, France and 
Russia tointerfere at the proper stage of 
hostilities between Japan and China has 
attracted much attention in diplomatic 
circles here, and has acquired additional 
significance when taken in conjunction 
with the recent speech from the throne of 
Queen Victoria. 

The latter, in a very gaarded and 
diplomatic manner, hinted that when the 
time came the relations between the great 
powers would be found sufficiently har- 
monious to insure the restoration of peace 
between Japan and China. 

By the terms of the understanding, a3 
reported, Japan will not be permitted ta 
acquire an inch of the territory on the 
Chinese mainland. This, of course, would 
prevent her from retaining Port Arthur 
or Wei-Hai- Wei, the great Chinese naval 
strongholds, or any part of Manchuria, 
whic. she has occupied after hard fight- 
ing. 

But, on the other hand, it is believed 
here that the statement carries a distinct

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning Feb. 10, 
Comment by Rev. S, H. Doyle. 

Topic.—Becoming as little children.—Luke 
xviii, 15-17; Math. xi, 25, 26. (Union meeting 
with the Juniors suggested, led by Junior su 
perintendent. ) Z 

In each of the topical references there 
is a differeut sense in which we are to 
become as little children and each for 
adifferent purpose. In Luke itis assert: 
ed that we are to become as little chil- 
dren that we may enter the kingdom of 
heaven, while in the reference in Mat- 
thew in a different sense we are to be- 
come as children that we may under 
stand the mysteries of God’s plan of re 


demption. 

1. Becoming as little children that 
we may enter the kingdom of heaven 
(Luke xviii, 15-18). ‘Whosoever shall 
not receive the kingdom of God asa lit- 
tle child shall in nowise enter therein. ’’ 
These are the words of Christ to the dis- 
ciples when they rebuked the people for 
bringing their infants to Him that He 
might bless them. The meaning is that 
to enter the kingdom of heaven one must 
become possessed of such a disposition 
as a child ‘possesses. There are many 
chagacteristics of the natural child life 
disposition that could with profit be pos- 
sessed by the Christian, but only the 
two most prominent need be referred to 
—one positive, the other negative—hu- 
mility and confidence. To enter the 
kingdom of heaven we are to return tc 
these natural dispositions of child life. 
Humbleness is a characteristic of chil- 
dren, and is also one of the necessary 
requirements to admission to God’s 
kingdom. God hates pride and arrogan- 
cy and turns from them, but He is ever | 
ready to receive the contrite and humble | 
spirit. Canfidence is another element of 
child lifeand of the true child of God. 
The child trusts his parents implicitly | 
and with the heart, simply because they | 
are his parents. So we are to trust God 
avsolutely because he is God. 

2. Becoming as little children that |} 
we may understand the great truths of 
the gospel (Math. xi, 25, 26). ‘‘I thank 
Thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and 
earth, because Thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and hast re 
vealed them unto babes’’ (Math. xi, 25). 
These are words taken from a prayer of 
Christ probably offered to God after the 
return of the 12 from a missionary tour 
with cheering reports. It alludes to the 
fact that God had revealed the things of 
Christ’s kingdom to unlearned and un 
cultured men, such as the Galilean fish- 
erman rather than to the wise and in 
telligent, such as the scribes and Phari 
sees. This fact is still prominent today. 
The world by human wisdom knows not 
God. The greatest scholars, the greatest 
statesmen, have often been the greatest 
strangers to the gospel mysteries. We 
often wonder why it is so. It was God’s 
will. ‘‘Even so, Father, for soit seemed 
good in Thy sight.’’ This fact teaches 
us that, whether ignorant or learned, to 
understand God’s secrets we must come 
as children, as if we had no earthly 
wisdom and learning, and believe in 
God not because of our education or 
wisdom, but with the same confidence 
and childlike trust as if we had none of 
these things.

A TURN IN HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS

England Looking Toward Bawail, 

Interest in the senate yesterduy centered 
in the two messages from the president— 
the first on finance and the second trans- 
mitting Minister Willis’ latest dispatch 
from Hawaii, stating that two American 
citizens were under sentence of death for 
participation in the royalist uprising. 

The closest attention was given to both 
messages, and they were the main topics 
of comment throughout the debate. The 
Hawaiian dispatches had opportune bear- 
ing on the subject under discussion—the 
building of a cable to Hawali—and Mr. 
Hale of Maine and Mr. Morgan of Ala- 
bama pointed out that it showed the im- 
perative need of quick communication by 
means of a cable with Hawaii. 

The speech of Mr. Morgan, chairman of 
the committee on foreign relations, was 
one of the most notable the senate haa 
heard in some time. It set forth in forcl- 
ble terms the need of establishing connec- 
tions with Hawaii in order to overcome the 
aggressions of Great Britain in the Paciflo, 
Mr. Morgan declared that Great Britain 
was secretly plotting to wrest Pearl Har- 
bor from the control of the United States, 
and thus secure the Gibraltar of the Pa- 
cific. The day's session closed with a 
spirited controversy as to the attitude of 
this government toward Hawaii's con- 
demnations to death of those engaged in 
the recent uprising.

Discussing and fliibustering on an ap 
propriation item to allow congressmen 
clerks at $1200 per annum, brought for- 
ward as an amendment to the legislative 
appropriation bill, staved off material 
progress on that measure in the house.

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TRADE STILL HALTS. 


The Manufacturing World Retarded 
by Lower Prices. 


A’SLIGHT ADVANCE IN CEREALS. 


Canadian Merchants Hopeful 
of the Future. 


New Yors, Feb. 9.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: ‘The condi- 
tion of industries, if not definitely better, 
at least presents some points of encourage- 
ment, 

No advance in the prices of manu- 
factured products indicates a better de- 
mand. On the contrary, iron and steel 
products have slightly declined. 

The difficulty in boots and shoes has not 
been removed. Not many shops are run- 
ning to their full capacity, and orders are 
restricted, both by the attempted advance 
in prices and the extremely low prices of 
farm products. In some grades the south- 
ern demand is especially weak, and in 
split and oil grain shoes some uf the fac- 
tories have closed, manufacturers not car- 
ing to take larger orders at the slight ad- 
vance obtainable, 

Cotton and Wool, 

In cotton goods there has been a reduc- 
tion in some brown sheetings, while other 
qualities are moving fairly at unchanged 
prices. The general tone of the market, 
however, is not particularly encouraging. 

Prices of raw cotton are unchanged, al- 
though the receipts continue unusually 
large forthe season, ‘he market for cot- 
ton goods dves not appear to have im- 
proved abroad, as it does not here. 

A large auction sale of silks resulted in 
prices about 10 per cent below the recent 
market prices. 

In woolens, the opening of the finer 
grades forthe heavy weight season has 
brought some increase in business, but 
not at satisfactory prices, while the dupli 
cate orders in the light weights are unu- 
sually large. 

Sales of wool thus far this year have 
been 17,308,665 pounds domestic, against 
12,921,500 pounds last year and 26,250,550 
in 1893; and of foreign, 11,038,550ypounds. 
It is noticeable that sales of foreign wool 
have not been materially larger this year, 
without duties, than they were in the same 
weeks of 1893 or 1592. 

Wheat and Corn, 

Noimprovement in the prices of farm 
products has resulted from the somewhat 
active speculation during the week, wheat 
being only '¢ cent higher than a week ago, 
with western receipts only 792,971 bushels, 
against 2,240,256 last year, while exports 
have been a little smaller. The western 
receipts for the month have been 6,112,272 
bushels, against 2,499,710 last year. 

Receipts of corn have been small, but 
Prices have slightly advanced. 

Business Failures, 

Failures for the past week have been 281 
in the United States, against 385 last year, 
and 58 in Canada, against 60 last year. 

Canadians Hopeful, 

Bradstreet’s review Severe 
weather in the province of Ontario has in- 
terfered with the volume of trade, yet 
merchants at Toronto and elsewhere in 
the province regard the outlook for spring 
business hopefully. 

Similar features are reported from the 
province of Quebec, where mercantile col- 
lections have improved, when compared 
with the corresponding period last year. 

Halifax wivesthat general trade at Nova 
Scotia ts fair, but commercial payments 
are slow. Weather conditions, however, 
favor the lumber industry. 

Advices from Newfoundland continue

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Last of New Business Enteresi—Buoket 
Shop and Other New Kills. 

Bostoy, Feb. 9.—Wednesday was thu 
last day for the reception of new business, 
but the last of the grist did not get ints 
the legislative mill until yesterday. 

In the house the joint committee on the 
judiciary reported leave to withdraw on a 
petition foran act torequire more safe- 
guards against fire in apartment houses. 

The committee on finance reported a bill 
providing that scrip or bonds issued for 
providing state armories shall be redeem- 
able in gold or its equivalent. 

Bills wero introduced: To appropriate 
$1,000,000 for the support of the publiv 
schools, the money to be distributed to thu 
several cities and towns in proportion tu 
the average daily attendance of scholars 
upon the public schools during the nex’ 
preceding year; to establish two textile 
schools, one to be in New Bedford or Fall 
River and the other in Lowell or Law- 
rence—the commonwealth is to furnish 
$75,000 for each school, which iggto be es- 
tablished only in that city which *will give 
$25,000 towards the school; providing & 
penalty of $2000 for any person who offers 
to sell or buy stocks or securities or any 
commodity without intention of buying 
or delivering the same or who is nota 
member of a recognized exchange where 
orders are executed in actual securities, 
etc—the bill is aimed at the so-called 
“bucket shops.” 

Petitions were presented for an act mak- 
ing common carriers liable to pay $10,000 
instead of $5000 in cases of deaths of pas- 
sengers, where death is the result of neg- 
ligence on the partof the common car- 
rier; of the city of Worcester that it be re- 
imbursed by the commonwealth for a pari 
of the expense inourred in connection with 
the purification of its sewage. 

‘The order offered for the appointment of 
& committee to investigate various depart- 
ments of the city of Boston was tabled in 
the senate. 

Bills were introduced to authorize cities 
and towns to lease gas or electric plants 
required by them; to provide fire escapes 
for every building four or more stories in 
height, occupied as a hotel or tenement 
house, or where operatives are employed 
above the first story; relative to means of 
access to and egress from certuin build- 
ings; relative to the record of deuths, 
kept by city and town clerks and registrars. 

Petitions were received of William C. 
Thompson and another that they may bu 
incorporated as the Boston Ship Canal 
company; for alaw compelling the regis- 
tration of veterinary surgeons and physi- 
cians; for legislation providing fur addi- 
tional facilities for rapid transit in the city 
of Boston.

NO OTHER ISSUES NECESSARY 


The Belief of Those Posted on 
Financial Matters. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The bond trans- 
action consummated yesterday, strictly 
speaking, is not asale of bonds for gold, 
but a purchase of gold to be paid forin 
bonds. The issue was not made under the 
authority granted by the resumption act, 
but under section 8700 of the revised 
statutes, which reads as follows:] 

The secretary of the treasury may purchase 
coin with any of the bonds or notesof the 
United States, authorized by law, atsuch rates 
@nd upon such terms as he may deem most ad- 
vantageous to the public interest. 

The contract was made with August 
Belmont & Co. of New York on behalf of 
Messrs. N. M. Rothschilds & Son of Lon- 
don and themselves, and J. P. Morgan & 
Co. of New York on behalf of J. S. Mor- 
gan & Co. of London and themselves, and 

| provides for the deliveryto the United 

| States of 8,500,000 ounces of standard gold 
coin of the United States (862,400,000) to 
be paid for in United States 4 per cent 
bonds. A large number of other banks 
and financial institutions are interested in 
the transaction, but their names are not 
mentioned in the contract itself. 

The department does not know in what 
proportions the various parties are to fur- 
nish the gold coin and receive the bonds, 
as this is 4 matter for arrangement among 
themselves. By the terms of the contract 
the partjgs are to bear all the expense of 
bringing the gold from abroad, and an- 
other stipulation of great importance is 
that Messrs. Morgan and Belmont agree 
to exert all their financial strength and 
influence, and that of their associates, at

Stevens died at bis home here yesterday 
morning of valvular disease of the heart. 

Hon. John Leayict Stevens was born at 
Mt. Vernon, Aug. 1, 1820. At the age of 
24 he was ordained a minister of the Uni- 
versalist church. After 10 yeurs’ service in 
the pulpit, ill-health compelled him to 
abandon t!g ministry, andin 1834, when 
Mr. Blaine vecame one of the owners of 
the Kennebec Journal, Mr. Stevens was 
associated with him in the editorship of 
that paper. é 

Mr. Stevens assisted in the organization 
of the Republican party in Maine, being & 
member of the first convention held in the 
state, and served as chairman of the Re 
publican state committee from 1855 to 
1860. He satfor five. years in the state 
legislature. He was al wafs an ardent op- 
ponent of slavery. 

In 1870 Mr. Stevens was appointed by 
President Grant United States minister 
to Uruguay and Paraguay. He was very 
active and influential in protecting Amer- 
ican interests in Montevideo and in aiding 
to establish peace in the countrizs to 
which he was accredited. 

In 1877 he was appointed United States 
minister to Sweden, where he remained 
six years. While residing in Stockholm 
he wrote a history of Gustavus Adolphus 
and the Thirty Years’ War. 

In 1883, the degree of LL.D. was con- 
ferred upon Mr. Stevens by Tufts college. 
In 1889 he was appointed United States 
minister at Honolulu by President Harri- 
son. His official attitude in the events 
which resulud in the overthrow of the 

- Hawaiian monarchy is admitted to have 
been oneof strict impartiality. He re- 
signed his office May 9, 1893, and after his 
return had remained mostly at his home 
in Augusta.

rule them from London is at first a dif- 
ficult thing to grasp. Not until it is 
borne in mind that peers and peeresses 
of Great Britain are large landed pro- 
prietors in our country— Viscount Scul- 
ly alone owns 8,000,000 acres in Thli- 
nois, Iowa and Nebraska—does the sig- 
nificance of absenteeism in landlords 
become apparent. But now the matter 
will be brought home to Americans 
more directly than it has ever been 
brought home yet, for there is shortly 
to be a union in London of the Ameri- 
can landowning interests, and a series 
of drastic measures are scheduled, 
which, it is believed, will not only in- 
crease the annual rentals of the vast do- 
main involved, but which will greatly 
affect the destiny of the hundreds of 
thousands who dwell upon it. 

For some time past it has been evi- 
dent to -the foreign landowners that 
concerted action on their part was essen- 
tial to their interests. It is well known 
to those who have ever casually looked 
into the matter that foreign landown- 
ing has much impeded the development 
of the western commonwealths. These 
great Jandowners positively refuse to 
sell. They prefer to establish a system 
of agencies and bailiffs, with the result 
that very serious complications have re- 
sulted. The state legislatures have done 
their best to deal with the question, 
but heretofore with only indifferent suc- 
cess. Viscount Scully is, rightly or 
wrongly, made the scapegoat of this 
whole business. He has for years been 
a thorn in the path of one state admin- 
istration after another, and his shrewd- 
ness in evading every provision of law 
directed against him has extorted the 
admiration of thousands. Thus Scully 
practically owns in Illinois the best 
parts of the counties of Logan, Living- 
stun and Tagewell. The state in 1587 
passed an alien land law, directed solely 
against Scully. To evade it be insisted 
beforehand upon a clause in all his 
leases stipulating that the lessee should 
pay all taxes accruing against the prop- 
erty leased. The result was the creation 
of a large and solid body of voters in 
the Scully céunties, as they are called, 
opposed to propositions of public im- 
provement by taxation. —Boston Herald. 


AUTHORITIES ON SNOBS. 


Cholly Indorses McAllister, and Both Jump 
Onto the Society Toads.

—Mac, you and I—are all after. The 
toady doesn't care s0 much to be seen 
walking on Fifth avenue with a Stuyve- 
sant or a Hamilton as he does to drive 
with a Vanderbilt or spend two weeks 
in the country with a Webb. 

He may never tell you about his walk, 
but you are sure to hear all about his 
dinner and visit. Let your light so 
shine before men that they may see 
your swell acquaintances and glorify 
you accordingly is the snob’s gosyel, 
the toady’s creed.—Cholly Kuicker- 
bocker in New York Recorder.

Congressman’s Constituent,

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A SPIRIT OF ‘OF FAIRNESS 


Will Be Shown In Dealing With the 
Hawaiian Rebels. 


JUSTICE TEMPERED WITH MERCY. 


‘| Deposed Queen Treated With 
Utmost Consideration, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11: — Lorin A. 
Thurston, the Hawaiian minister, being 
asked whether he had any information 
concerhing the alleged sentencing to death 
of some of the leaders in the late Ha- 

walian insurrection, and whether in his 
opinion such sentences, if given, would be 
carried out, made the following state- 
ment: 

‘I have received no direct commaunica- 
tion concerning the sentences, nor do J 
know precisely what action will be taken, 
but from my intimate acquaintance with 
all Hawaiian authorities, and their char- 
acters and methods, I can state positively 
that all trials will be open and fair; that 
the accused will be allowed the assistance 
of counsel of their own choosing, who will 
be allowed the fullest right of cross ex- 
amination and of defense; that there will 
be no convictions which are not based 
upon the clearest evidence, and that the 
authorities will be as lenient in the inflic- 
tion of punishment as is consistent with 
their duty to protect the community from 
further outbreak, with possibly far more 
bloodshed than attended the recent out- 
break. 

“If there is any particular policy in 
which the Hawaiian government has 
erred during the past two years, it is in 
having been too lenient in dealing with 
those who have continuously schemed to 
overthrow it, first by strategic diplo- 
macy and then by force. 

“From its inception the government has 
| exhibited a leniency toward its enemies 
{ that is unparalleled in history. This ex- 

treme leniency has been a@ feature of the 

administration of President Dole, which 
has caused criticism from many of his 
strongest supporters, 

Upholds Dole’s Administration, 


“I will state a few facts in substantia- 
tion of what I say: The penalty for 
treason, froin the foundation to the over- 
throw of the monarchy, was death and 
confiscation of all property. On Jan. 20, 
1893, three days after its creation, the pro- 
visional government passed an act pro- 
viding an alternative penalty for treason 
of fine and imprisonment, and otherwise 
mitigating the harshness of the former 
law. 

“Was the 


re ever before known a govern- 
ment, seated in’ power, in the 
inidst of enemies, involved in all the mul- 
titudinous details attendant upon a re- 
construction of the entire system of goy- 
ernment, devoting its first moments to 
miti g the penalties which might be 
mies if they underteok

on its ene 
to overthrow it? 

“Again, although the revolution of 1893 
was caused by the attempt of the queen to 
constitution and disfran- 
nearly every person connected with 
the new government, she has since been 
treated with the utmost consideration by 
that government. She has been allowed 
to occupy her comfortable residence in 
Honolulu, within a block of the executive 
building, in peace and without molesta- 
tion, although she has unceasingly, pub- 
licly and privately, plotted therein for the 
overthrow of the government, and finally 
made it an arsenal, in which were discov- 
ered list month 40 rifles, 22 dynamite 
and pistols, swords and ammuni- 
tion in quantity 

“Again, although Liliuokalani has no 
legal claim for compensation, the annexa- 
tion commission, in the interest of har- 
mony and to avoid even the appearance of 
harshness, secured the insertion in the 
proposed annexation treaty of aclause 
giving her an annual pension of $20,000, 
and until she began to openly work for 
the overthrow of the government the 
salary which she had received as queen 
continued to be paid to her by the pro- 
visional government, and until Princess 
Kaiulani came to Washington to work for 
restoration, she also continued to receive 
her former allewance.

Ex-Queen's Conduct Condemned. 


“The ex-queen has twice applied to the 
government for protection against sup- 
porters of the SoTerDIeNs whom she 
feared might do herharm, one of the times 
being while she was in the act of nego- 
tiating with Mr, Willis for her restoration 
and the overthrow of the provisional goy- 
ernment. 

“Upon both occasions a squad of police 
were detailed to guard her from harm for 
as long a period as she desired them. The 
porersim ent has at all times been willing, 
in the interest of peace, recognizing no ob- 
ligation so to do, to grant the ex-queen an 
annual allowance on the one condition 
that she abandon her claims to the throne 
and agree to keep the peace. 

“Her only response to all this treatment 
has been the beheading proposition made 
to Mr. Willis and a continuous plotting 
to overthrow the government, culminat- 
ing in the insurrection last month. Has 
any other government, great or small, 
ever treated a deposed sovereign with such 
long-continued patience, forbearance and 
court esy? 

“The provisional government and the 
republic of Hawali have neither sup- 
pressed nor atte mpted to control a single 
Hawali, and have not pre- 
vented the holding of a single public 
meeting in Honolulu. The royalists 
have been allowed and have repeatedly 
availed themselves of the privilege to as 
semble unmolested in the public square. 

“One of tae serious features of the sit 
uation in Hawaii is that a number of the 
leadive insurrectionists are what mav be

Charges Against Liliuokalani, 


Vicroria, B. C., Feb. 11. — Hawaiian 
advices by steamer Warimo to Feb. 2: 
There is a lull in affairs here, and quiet 
will probably reign until the military 
sourt now sitting will have finished its 
work. There are alroady a number of 
conspirators yet to be tried, and the proba- 
bilitiés are that the court will sit for two 
or three weeks at least. Great interest is 
attached to the forthcoming trial of the 
ex-queen. 

The governinent claims to have more 
than sufficient evidence to convict her of 
treason. What her punis!:ment will be in 
case of conviction is hard to conjecture 
Her case will probably come up on next 
Monday. 

‘Lhe charges are: First—'s reason, by en 
gaging in open rebellion against the re 
public of Hawaii, by atlempting by force 
ef arms to overthrow and destroy the 
same, and by levying war against the 
same. 

Second—Treason by aiding, abetting, 
procuring, counselling, inciting, coun- 
tenancing and encouraging others to com- 
mit treason and toengage in open rebel- 
lion against the republic of Hawaii, and 
to attempt force of armsin the overthrow 
of the same and to adhere to the ene 
of the republic of Hawaii, in giving them 
aid and comfortin the Hawaiian Islands 
and elsewhere. 


Leniently Dealt With. 

New York, Feb. 11 —The 
ent of the*World, writing from Honolulu 
Feb. 2, via Victoria, says: ‘The following 
were banished from the islands by the 
steamer Warimo, sailing today for British 
Columbia, for complicity in the late con 
spiracy: J. Cranston, A. Muller and J 
B. Johnston. Cranston and Muller con- 
aspired to use dynamite to blow up the 
executive building and the Central Union 
church, the latter on the Sunday evening 
of the outbreak of the rebellion, when it 
was filled with men, women and children 
Johnston was a special policeman, who 
turned traitor and delivered to the revolu 
tionists valuable secret information re 
garding the movements of government 
officials. Cranston is an American citi 
zen, Muller a German and Johnston a 
British subject.

Heavy Snow and Extremely Low 
Temperature In Ireland. 


TRAFFIC ENTIRELY SUSPENDED. 


Several Smal! Vessels Said to 
Have Foundered, 


DUBLIN, Feb. 11.—A terrific snowstorm 
prevailed in Ireland on Saturday night 
and yesterday. The snow lies three feet 
deep on the level, andin some places is 
drifted to the depth of from 8 to 10 feet. 
The mail service has stopped throughout 
the north of Ireland. In Cork and else- 
where the running of trains has been 

stopped. 

A niessage received in Cork states that 
the storm {s so violent at Queenstown that 
all. the telegraph lines have suspended 
business. The temperature is the lowest 
recorded for 40 years. An ufusually high 
tide flooded the custom house quay and 
washed away the stone pavement. Much 
damage was done along the shore. Sev- 
eral small craft have foundered. Traffic 
in the harbor and on the river is entirely 
suspended. Quite a fleet of cross-channel 
steamers and ships are weather-bound in 
the harbor. 

The Norwegian bark Freya, from Rio 
de Janeiro, has arrived in a battered condi- 
tion. She reports that she spoke on Friday 
last the Norwegian bark Carmel, from 
Savanna-la-Mer, for Liverpool, with her 
rudder head smashed and otherwise dis- 
abled. The crew were in a famishing con- 
dition and were almost completely ex- 
hausted by toil. The Freya supplied them 
with provisions, 


May Have Reen Innocent. 

Cork, Feb. 11.—On the inquest on John 
Twiss, who was hanged here Saturday for 
an agrarian murder, the chaplain of the 
prison gave evidence that the condemned 
man had declared that he jwas innocent of 
the crime of which he had been convicted 
and that he was the victim of police re- 
venge. The jury gave a verdict stating 
thai they believed Twiss to have been in- 
hocent and that he ought to have been re-

The envoys are now in 
Nagasaki, where they went after the 
Japanese government refused to treat 
with them, their credentials being imper- 
fect in not clothing them with plenary 
power to conclude a peace treaty.

AND YET NO TIDINGS. 


Whereabouts or Fate of La Gascogne Still 
a Matter of Conjectare. 

New York, Feb. 11.—The French line 
steamship La Gascogne, so far as all 
sources of information go, has failed to 
reach harbor. 

Three steamers which arrived at this 
port yesterday have seen or heard nothing 
of her, but the fact that the vessels not 
nearly so staunch as her have weathered 
the gales that have swept the Atlantic for 
the past week or more has given heart and 
hope to those whocan view the chances 
of the big steamer from an impartial 
standpoint. La Gascogne has faced many 
a furious gale in the years that she crossed 
the ocean, but never was she so tardy in 
reachin rt. 

Dispesches reached here from Halifax 
with the report that La Gascogne had 
been sighted in the vicinity of Sable 
island. No official verification of this was 
to be had, owing to the impossibility of 
getting communicatign with the island. 
Any report, however, of a steamer lying 
off Sable island in a orippled condition in 
the midst of heavy gales would not be @ 
hope-inspiring one, as it is an extremely 
dangerous locality for mariners. 

A French line steamer anchored off 
Sandy Hook early this morning, and it is 
believed that she is La Normandie, a sister 
ship of La Gascogne. La Normandie 
sailed from Havre Feb. 2, and coming 
over the same course as La Gascogne it 
was confidently} expected that she would 
have tidings of the other. No signals to 
that effect have been displayed, and now 
the officials of the line fix their hopes on 
La Tourine, which sailed for Havre on 
Wednesday last with instructions to keep 
the strictest outlook for La Gascogne, and 
if necessary to spend extra time in mak- 
ing a detour from the regular course, 


But Two Survivors. 


Fire Istanp, Feb. 11.—Two men, who 
clung for 40 hours to the rigging of the 
vessel off Fire Island beach, were rescued 
at midnight by the crew of the Lone Hill 
lifesaving station. The vessel was the 
schooner Louis V. Place, Captain Squires. 
She left Baltimore on Jan. 28, and was 
wrecked during the height of the gale. 
Nine men took to the rigging when the 
vessel went down one-eighth of a mile 
from shore, and there they clung in the 
raging blizzard, with the spray freezing 
as it dashed over them, until one by one, 
seven of them slipped into the sea or 
hung lifeless to the rigging bya rope 
Two only were able to endure the terrible 
experience. They were 8S. J. Nelson and 
William Stevens. The rescued men are 
badly frost-bitten, and it is thought that 
Nelson will lose both legs. 


For a Cable to Hawail 
WASHINGTON, Feb, 11.—By the vote of 36 
to 26 the senate voted to inaugurate the 
project of laying a cable from the Pacific 
coast to Hawaii. An amendment to the 
diplomatic and consular appropriation 
bill was made, giving %500,000 for begin- 
ning work on the cable, and authorizing 
the president to contract for the entire 

work, estimated to cost $3,000,000,

Its Beginning and the Transition From 
Ancient to Modern Methods. 

It was only when writing was made 
upon separate pieces or sheets of a pli- 
able and perishable material that bind- 
ing proper was invented to hold the 
pieces, or sheets, together and give 
strength to them and protection and 
beauty. yz :

STORED AN EMPTY BARREL. 


Nine Months In a Storage Warehouse and 
Three Cartages Paid on It. 

“TI got my furniture out of storage 
the other day,’’ said a New Yorker, 
“and my wife and I thought we would 
unpack the china and bric-a-brac our- 
selves, instead of paying 50 cents an 
hour to the storage men todoit. The 
stuff was packed in five barrels, one of 
which, we noticed, was lighter than 
the rest. 

‘*When we began to unpack that one, 
we concluded that it must contain our 
most fragile articles of vertu, for we 
first came across a layer of excelsior and 
soft paper a foot in thickness. Below 
this was another layer, equally thick, 
and when we had half unpacked the 
barrel and found nothing but excelsior 
and soft paper we knew not what to 
think. 

‘We were still more flabbergasted on 
finding no china on removing the pack- 
ing. Weof course concluded that our 
things had been stolen and reproached 
ourselves for our false ecanomy in doing 
the unpacking ourselves, for it is a rule 
of the storage concern we patronized not 
to pay for any articles broken or miss- 
ing unless its men do the unpacking. 

‘‘As we missed nothing when the oth- 
er barrels had been unpacked, my wife 
cudgeled her brain to explain the mys- 
tery. She fivally remembered that when 
we gave up housekeeping, 114 years 
ago, there was a lot of excelsior left over 
when the china had been packed. Ina 
fit of economy she poked it all in a su- 
perfluons barrel, which was duly headed 
up and carted to the hotel where we 
spent the winter. It was stored in the 
garret without being unpacked, and in 
the sprig was sent to the storage ware- 
house. 

**We accordingly have paid not only 
for the storage for nine months of an 
empty barrel, but for its cartage on three 
different occasions—from the house to 
the hotel, from the hotel to the storage 
warehouse and from the warehonse to 
where we now live!’’"—New York Sun. 

Edison's Bet. 

There is probably no other aountry 
where so much and so curious betting 
takes plage as in the United States. Es- 
pecially is this the case at election time 
Wizard Edison, it is said, made his first 
unusual experiment in electricity as the 
result of a bet.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURB. 


Biennial Electiéns—No State Labor Ex- 
ckange—Concerning Old Glory. 


BosToN, Feb. 12.—T wo important events, 
in point of interest taken, ocourred yester- 
day in the course of the business of the 


legislature. 

In the senate the bill on biennial elec- 
tions was passed to be engrossed, buta 
yea and no vote was required, the result 
being, on strict party lines, 17 in favor and 

ainst. 
_- the house the bill of Mr. Young of 
Springfield prohibiting the display of any 
foreign flag or emblem upon the outside 
of any public building or public school- 
house, but providing, however, that when 
any foreigner shall become the guest of 
the United States or this state, upon proc- 
lamation by the governor, the flag of the 
eountry of which the guest shall bea 
citizen shall be displayed upon public 
buildings, but not upon any schoolhouse, 
was passed to be engrossed after a long 
debate. A yea and nay vote was taken, 
with the result 190 in favor and 2 against. 

A petition was received of A. P. Martin, 
chairman of the Boston board of police, 
for additional legislation against gaming 
and for the better enforcement of existing 
laws against gaming. 

The committee on labor reported leave 
to withdraw on the petition of George F. 
Ormsly for the establishmentof a state 
labor exchange. 

Early in the session a bill was intro- 
duced intended to meet the difficulties 
which have arisen in the Haverhill strike 
cases, by providing that it shall be unlaw- 
ful for employers to require deposits from 
employes. Yesterday the committee on 
labor reported a bill which provides that 
it shall be unlawful for any employer to 
require any employe or person seeking em- 
ployment to make and enter into any con- 
tract whereby such employe or applicant 
shall make a deposit of money or agree to 
deposit or forfeit any part of the wages 
earned or to be earned in consideration of 
the giving of such employment or con- 
tinuance or discontinuance therein, or 
shall contribute or agree to contribute, 
directly or indirectly, to any fund for any 
charitable, social or beneficial purpose or 
purposes. ‘The maximum penalty in case 
of a violation of the act is $100 for each 
case, and the minimum is 350. 

The governor submitted a report from 
the commissioners appointed to establish 
the boundary lines between the states of 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire. The 
commissioners’ report does not materially 
change the present boundary lines, but if 
the report is accepted by the two states, it 
will settle a dispute on the subject which 
has been of long standing.

AGREEMENT IN SIGHT 


Republicans and Democrats May Unite 
Upon Financial Plan. 


SOME NEW SCHEMES OFFERED 


Designed to Overcome the 
Previous Objections. 


WASHINGTON, Feb 12.—The house com- 
mittee on waysand means held another 
conference over the president’s bond mes- 
sage yesterday and again adjourned with- 
out reaching any conclusion, but with a 
brighter prospect for agreement ahead of 
it. Secretary Carlisle will appear today, 
it is expected, with the contract for the 
sale of the forthcoming bond issue, to set- 
tle a question which arose yesterday. 

Democratic members of the committee 
prophesy that Republicans will unite 
witb them upon a plan, This belief is 
based on no definite statement from the 
opposition, but on the general demeanor 
of the Republicans and the sight of Mr. 
Reed in conference with Mr. Cockran. 
The Republican contingent took small 
part in the proceedings, and individually 
its members are diplomatic in speaking of 
their intentions, If Mr. Reed has arrived 
at any understanding with the adminis- 
tration men, as it is freely rumored, he 
has done it, his colleagues say, on his per- 
sonal responsibility.

RUSHING BUSINESS. 


Roth Branches of Congress Pat In a Day Ca 


to Good Advantage. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The legislative 
appropriation bill, to which the house de- 
voted yesterday, was completed, save for 
the paragraph relating to the pension 
office. 

Several amendments were agreed to, 
among them to allow the public printer to 
b'd for the work of publishing the patent 
office gazette; to allow courts of appeals 
to use half of the surplus fees 0! the clerks 
of said courts for the purchase of law 
books; “to establish a refinery at the 
Helena (Mon.) assay office for separating 
gold and silver and moulding them into 
{ngots, bars, etc.; and to refer the claims 
of the Cherokee nation for moneys due 
under early treaties to the attorney goneral 
for review. A bill to provide for coinage 
at the branch mint at Denver was passed. 

The financial question again came for- 
ward in the senate, when Mr, Hill pre 
sented a resolution defining the policy of 
the government to pay its bonds in gold in 
case the parity between gold and silver 
could not be successfully maintained. 

Mr. Stewart, representing the radical 
silver element, submitted a counter reso- 
lution declaring that the government had 
no legal right to prefer gold to silver. 
The resulutions went over under the sen- 
ate rules, but they offer an opportunity 
for a renewal of spirited conflict over the 
financial situation. 

Most of the day was spent on the post- 
office appropriation bill, a spirited contest 
being made aguinst the senate amend- 
ment giving the postmaster general dis- 
cretion in expending the $3,200,000 for rail- 
way postal routes. ‘There is such freedom 
of debate in the senate that Mr. Allen 
branched off into an elaborate presenta- 
tion of the alleged frauds in the last Ala- 
Mr. Pettigrew presented 
a resolution directing the president to se- 
cure private counsel to prosecute the 
rights of the government against the 
Union Pacific and Central Pacific rail- 
roads. ‘The senate has not completed the 
postoflice appropriation bill.

Mifornia Agitated Over the Problem That 
Confronts Every State In the Calon. 
What shall we do with the tramps 
and the unemployed? The question has 
risen to high importance in California 
The troubles in Sacramento, the anxi- 
ety in the towns and cities that are re 
ceiving the men driven out of the capi 
tal and the calls for relief that come 
from the men who are out of work tes 
tify to the urgency of the question 
Mayor Sutro in his inaugural address 
calls attention to the need of relief and 
regulative measures, and it is clear that 
something ought to be done. 

But what? The rough and ready meth 
ods of the Sacramento vigilance com 
mittee offer nosolution. The problem is 
not settled by arresting a few tramp: 
and driving the others into the next 
county. ‘*What are we to do when we 
get there?’ plaintively ask the men who 
aare being ordered to other cities. ‘‘We 
are not wanted there any more than 

here.”’ 

The only good effect that this course 
can have is to discourage the easterp 
vagrant from seeking an easy winter in 
California. But the main effect will be 
to turn idlers and beggars into crimi- 
pals. If they are driven into the coun- 
try or into the smaller towns, they will 
aot go hungry without raiding the 
houses in their way, and crimes from 
petty stealing to murder may be expect 
ed to follow. 

The way to deal with the idle man is 
to set him to work. Any other way must 
prove a failure. But this remedy is 
much more easily suggested than ap- 
plied. The highest wisdom is required 
in devising a plan that will meet the 
various conditions of the problem. The 
first requisite after providing for the 
kind of work that is to be done is to ar 
range for separating the idle men into 
three classes that make up their ranks 
and to provide the appropriate treatment 
foreach. It is not only unjust, it is the 
depth of folly, in government to lump 
together the men out of work who are 
anxiously seeking it, the men who will 
work, but prefer to live off the commnu- 
nity, and those who will not work un- 
der any conditions short of physica) 
compulsion. The three classes are found 
among the socalled tramps, but the lat 
ter is the only true vagrant. The policy 
that the nation pursues today tends to 
drive the first two classes into the last 
by breaking down the self respect and 
crushing out the ambition that keeps 
the unemployed man from sinking to 
the vagrant level. 

Any scheme of relief should include 
all classes and vary the treatment ac 
cording to the class. It should be the 
first principle of relief that support must 
be paid for in work. This is essential t« 
maintain the self respect of those wh« 
receive aid and to follow the correct 
economical policy that every man should 
produce as much as he consumes. The 
first class will give work willingly, the 
second will work as long as it is watch 
ed, and the third will have to be driven 
to it by harsh treatment. 

The great difficulty in the way ot 
handling those elements by the method: 
suggested will be found in providing in- 
dustries in which they can work and 
in carrying them on economically. —San 
Francisco Examiner. 


New York Strikes. 

According to the annual report of the 
state board of mediation and arbitration, 
that body received information of about 
425 strikes and lockouts occurring it 
the state of New York during the year 
ending Oct. 31, 1894. This is an in 
crease of 25 per cent over the record of 
the preceding year. The majority of 
these strikes were not of long duration 
and lasted only a few days at most 
having been adjusted by mutual conces 
sions. The principal seat of labor dis 
turbance has been in the clothing trad 
in New York city and Brooklyn. Th: 
manufacture of clothing has become 
financially one of the most importan! 
industries in this country. The business 
done in the metropolitan district alon¢ 
annually amounts to $50,000,000, while 
an additional sum of $40,000,000 rep 
resents the nearly equally important in 
dustry of making cloaks and suits foi 
women. 


Hunger’s Revolt In Montreal. 

A few days ago 8,000 unemployed 
gathered outside the city hall in Mont 
real and demanded relief of the mayor 
William Darlington, a prominent labor 
leader, said to the mayor that thousands 
of workingmen of Montreal were in a 
desperate frame of mind because of their 
impoverished condition. Many cases of 
death by actual starvation had been 
brought to his own personal knowledge 
As a representative of the Knights ot 
Labor he would tell the mayor that the 
men were not going to lie down peace 
ably to die of starvation ina country 
where there was plenty of food and 
where others were living in luxury. Hi 
hoped no violence would be indulged in, 
but if the men were driven to the use of 
guns and dynamite labor organizations 
would not be to blame, for they were 
losing their influence over the men on 
account of their starving condition. 


Against the Blacklist. 

In his message to the state legislatur¢ 
Governor Upham of Wisconsin says 
“It is for the public interest that, sc 
far as may be, every industrious, sober 
and competent man beemployed. I cap 
not but regard an arrangement among a 
large number of employers not to em 
ploy or permit to be employed, if they 
can prevent it, competent and faithfu} 
men, simply because they quit the sery 
ice of some other employer, as a con 
spiracy which should not be tolerated 
by the law. The employer has no right 
to be protected by the law against a con 
piracy on the part of employees than 
employees have to be protected by law 
against a conspiracy on the part of em 
ployers. This exemption of employees 
or laboring men from persecution by 
employers for quitting is peculiarly im 
portant in this day of commercial dis: 
tress. ”

Fears That Many More Disasters 
May Yet Be Recorded.

REPORTS FROM MANY SEAPORTS 


Show Many Victims of the 
Atlantic’s Hurricane. 


New York, Feb. 183—Tales of ship} 
wreck and disaster upon the seas, of hard- 
ships almost unbearable, of storm and 
hurricane and cold, of death and destruc- 
tion, continue to come ashore with every 
vessel that enters port. 

The great storms that have recently 
whipped the Atlantic into froth, driving 
vessels far outside their courses and 
thickly coating them with impeding ice, 
have, from all accounts, been productive 
of greater loss of property, if not of life, 
than any other series of storms for many 
years. 

From the reports of incoming ships it is 
apparent that many vessels have gone to 
the bottom or been beached upon danger- 
ous and inhospitable snores. 

The Belgian§steamer Westernland, from 
Antwerp, after a passage marked by heavy 
gales and frightful sea, reports that early 
in the afternoon of Feb. 6a blazing vessel 
was sighted. She was found to be a 
schooner-rigged craft. 

Her boats were gone, and on the near 
approach of the Westernland nota sign 
of life was seen aboard. No wreckage was 
seen in the neighborhood. 

On Long Island two schooners, the 
Mary Jane Lee andthe O. M. Marrett, 
are aground, A three-masted schooner is 
sunken 20 miles east of Barnegat, and a 
two-masted steamer is under water 15 
mniles east by south of Fire island. 

The missing steamship City @ Augus- 
tine did not arrive vesterday, and the anx 
jety on account of her non-appearance in 
creases. She left Jacksonville, Fla., with 
acargo of lumber for this port. She is 
now nine days overdue. 


Samples of Weather Abroad. 

BERLIN, Feb 13.—The harbor of Dantzic 
is frozen over. ‘he ice is so thick that 
vehicles pass on it from shore to shore. 

At Copenhagen people can walk on the 
ice to the ships that are ice-bound in the 
harbor. 

Near Kiel six large steamers are reported 
to be fast in the ice. 

In North Jutland, Denmark, the snow 
is 18 fect deep, In the town of Hjorring 
tunnels had to be cut through the snow, 
and ininates of buried houses dug out.

The Eagle's Rough } Experience. 
NEWPoRT, R. I, Feb. 13. — Schooner 


Eagle, of Bangor, Me., from New York, 
for Boston, with oil, put in here yester- 
day with a crow badly frost-bitten and 


suffering from hunger. The vessel en- 
countered a gale off Point Judith last Fri- 
day morning. ‘The seas washed every- 
thing from the decks, including 89 barrels 
of oil. The head and topsails were car- 
ried away, and the ship’s boat smashed to 
splinters. Weter spoiled the provisions, 
and as the water butts were carried away 
the crew had only salt water to drink. 


Evidence of Recent Gales,

Accorded the Gascogne Upon Her Ar- 
rival at Her Pier. 


BAUDELON THE HERO OF THE DAY. 


Wildly Cheered by the Men 
and Kissed by Women. 


New Yorks, Feb. 13.—Long before the 
hour for La Gascogne to pass up yesterday 
every point of vantage along the North 
river was occupied. The roofs of all the 
pier sheds were black with people and the 
battery was lined with spectators 10 deep. 
As the big ocean greyhound came in sight 
off this point a mighty cheer went up. 

Meanwhile the throngs of people who 
were unable to secure positions on the 
water front marched along West street, 
keeping pace with the slow progress of the 
steamer, and gathering in numbers at 
every street corner, until by the time the 
foot of Morton street was reached there 
was a multitude that extended from east 
to west, and surged against the gates of 
the French line pier in a vain endeayor to 
gain admittance. 

Notwithstanding that admission to the 
pier could only be obtained by those who 
had friends on board La Gascogne, and 
who had obtained passes from the com- 
pany’s office, the crowd grew in numbers 
every moment, and an extra squad of 
police had the greatest difficulty in pre- 
venting the crowd from taking the pier by 
storm. 

While waiting for the steamer to arrive, 
those on the pier could not contro) their 
agitation, and the relief from the strain of 
hervous tension, under which many of 
them had labored for days past, was man- 
ifested by mingled tears and laughter. 


At Her Pier. 


It was 11:15 o'clock when the big 
steamer ran alongside the end of the pier. 
The crowd gave wild cheers and began 
running out to get as near her as they 
could. The tugs were pulling and push- 
ing the big steamer about so as to run her 
into the slip. 

The gangways of the dock became 
jammed.

Asthe steamer glided past the gang- 
plank opening, her decks, which were 
crowdea with people, presented a moving 
panorama of joyuus, excited faces. At in- 
tervals the loud-voiced crowd burst forth 
in wild cheers. 

Captain Baudelon was discovered stand- 
ing serenely at his post on the bridge. <A 
big man with a big voice, on one of the 
goods boxes, cried: ‘l’hree cheers for that 
brave man.”” The cheers echoed against 
the shed roof. The captain smiled, 

At 11:35 the lines were made fast, and 
the vesse] became stationary. The crowd 
was sothick andeager that at first the 
deck hands could not get at the gang- 
plank. When at last they did lift it, they 
lifted a half dozen people with it. 

Going Ashore. 


It was just 11:39 o'clock when the first 
passenger steppel down the gang-plank 
and was seized by the wild, howling 
crowd. He was a young man dressed in 
a big fur-trimmed overcoat. He looked 
very glad to get on shore. The next was 
a big man inasiik hat. His wife was in 
tears at the foot of the plank. The third 
was apretty girl, and before she reached 
the bottom was seized and madly 
kissed by 4 young man with a little 
mustache.

A great many of the crowd tried to board 
the vessel. Passengers and stewards with 
traveling bags and steamer rugs and hat 
boxes were still coming down the gang- 
plank. <A great deal of confusion and one 
or two impromptu scuffles arose. The offi- 
cers tried to restrain the crowd, and for- 
bade their stepping on the gang-plank 
But they clumbered over the goods boxes 
and jumped down on the plank from 
above, and thus stole their way on board, 
despite the officials.

Outside the dock there was a long line 
of cabs and carriages, and as soon as the 
landing passengers could they hurried 
into these and drove off. Considering the 
sige of the crowd and the excitement in it, 
the steamer and dock officials managed 
very well.

THAT BOND CONTRACT 


JONES’ COMPROMISE SILVER BILL 


Is Authorized by the Senate 
Finance Committee. 


W£ASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Secretary Car- 
lisle went before the ways and means 
committee of the house yesterday. He 
brought with him a copy of the contract 
made with the bond syndicate. For the 
first hour of his appearance before the 
committee his time was occupied mainly 
in answering the questions propounded 
by the members. 

Shortly after Secretary Carlisle began 
addressing the committee, a resolution was 
adopted that noneof his statements should 
be repeated to newspaper men, but they 
should be regarded as given to the com- 
mittee in strict confidence. 

Secretary Carlisle defended the course 
of the administration as to the recapt pur 
chase, and expressed a hope that congress 
would yet grant relief needed as much 8a 
ever by passing a 8 per cent gold bill. 

While the spirit pervading the meeting 
was afriendly one, according to all ac 
counts, the secretary of the treasury was 
very closely questioned by members of 
both parties upon certain features of the 
bond negotiations, There seemed to be an 
opinion prevailing to a certain extent on 
both sides of the house that the element of 
personal partiality had entered into the 
contract; that it had not been made on 
the most advantageous terms for the 
government, and that the condition of the 
market would have enabled the secretary 
to secure better rates. 

The secretary assured the committee 
that the bargain agreed upon was the best 
possible one under the circumstances, ex- 
plained that the treasury officials had con 
ferred with a number of financiers, had 
reached the terms that they considered 
safest and would have gladly accepted 
better offers had any been presented. He 
denied the implied charge of personal 
favoritism, but certain members of the 
committee did not seem to be satisfied on 
this point. 

Acted In Good Faith. 

Questions were asked concerning the 
general condition of the treasury, and the 
secretary gavethe amounts of money of 
every kind on hand and various other fig- 
ures. Several questions were asked him 
which were designed to show that the lack 
of revenue was the real and only trouble 
with the finances and that the attempts to 
replenish the gold reserve by bonds were 
really roundabout methods of obtaining 
money to meet expenses. The secretary 
assured the committee that the adminis- 
tration had acted in good faith. 

Secretary Curlisle suggested that the 


committee take steps to restore the law to | 


its old status before 1874 by adopting a 
plan to relieve the treasury from the work 
of redemption of national bank notes by 
making the banks maintain an agency 
for the redemption of their currency. 

For the Republicans, Messrs. Hopkins, 
Grosvenor and Reed led in the question- 
ing and the discussion, but according to 
Democratic versions none of the Republi- 
cans made known their position upon the 
question. No Republican plan was pro- 
posed, 

Representative Tarsney offered a resolu- 
tion to empower the secretary to issue a3 
per cent gold bond whenever the needs of 
the treasury might demand, with the pro- 
viso that the proceeds were not to be used 
to pay currency expenses. 

Mr. Cockran announced that he could 
not give his support to Mr. Wilson’s plan 
under any circumstances. The result of 
the sub-committee’s conference will de 
pend largely upon the action of the Re- 
publicans. Leading members of the party 
have been conferring informally, but it és 
learned on best authority that they have 
not agreed upon a policy. 

Silver Bill Authorized, 


The senate committee on finance, by a 
vote of 6 to 5, has authorized a favorable 
report on a bill providing for the unre- 
stricted coinage of silver, as provided for 
in the ninth section of the Jones bill. The 
text of the bill is as follows: 

That from and after the passage of thts act 
the secretary of the treasury is hereby author- 
ized and directed to receive at any United 
States mint, from any citizen of the United 
States, silver bullion of standard fineness and 
coin the same into silver dollars of 412 ¢ gTains 
each. The seigniorage on ssid bullion shal) 
belong to the United States, and shall be the 
difference between the ccinage value thereof 
andthe market price of the bullionin Ney 
York on the day the deposit is made, and al) 
expenditures for coinage done under the pro- 
visions of this act shall be paid out of said 
seigniorage; and the secretary of the treasury 
shall deliver to the depositors of such bullion 
standard silver dollars equal in amount to the 
price thereof as aforesaid, and whenever the 
said coin herein provided for shall be received 
into the treasury certificates may be issued 
thereon in the manner now provided by law.

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HOUSE GOT EXCITED 


Over the Discussion of an Appropriation 
Bill—Senate Did bat Little. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13—The house had 
a turbulent session yesterday over the 
final passage of the legislative executive 
and judicial appropriation bill. : 

Two of the items of the bill, reducing 
the force at the pension office and provid- 
fog annual clerks for members of con- 
gress, excited much controversy. Messrs. 
Pickler, Milliken, Hainer and Baker pro- 
tested against the reduction of the pen- 
sion . office force, alleging that it was & 
covert move to displace old soldiers and 
widows of soldiers employed there. 

The debate was diverted into financial 
channels by Mr. Coombs and Mr. Van- 
Voorhis, who indulged in hot criticisms 
and personalities, ‘fhe opposition to the 
pensiun item was not effective, however, 
and the effort to secure annual clerks for 
members was finally defeated—yeas, ,93; 
nays, 142. The bill was taen passed. 

Though the postoffice appropriation bill 
had the right of way, much of the time of 


the senate yesterday was consumed in 4 


speech by Mr. Stewart on the president’s 
message, and another by Mr. Allen, con- 


tinuing his discussion of the alleged frauds 


in Alabama. 

Mr. Jones reported the bill adopted by 
the finance committee providing for the

on privileges and elections on the bill pro- 
viding for the election of senators by a 
direct vote of the people. Debate was 
then resumed on the postoffice bill. The 
discussion dragged aloug and no progress 
was made.

statement from Mrs. Ricker that, if he 
decided not to bring suit, she herself, asa 
stockholder, would do so. 


Charged With Negligence.

1] 
shall never forget the imperturbablh 
Saturday Review stare with which ba 
asked, ‘‘Ah, what is the Gettysburg 
speech?’’ 

He had never heard of it. I believe 
when he went back he asked Professor 
Bryce what it was about, and when i. 
was hunted up in an American school- 
book and shown to him he read it hasti 
ly and put it away with commiserating 
reticence. 

Suppose you ask M. Bourget, who i: 
looking into the American heart by th 
way of the American bodice and ox 
space rates, if he has read the Gettys 
burg speech. I happen to know of my 
own knowledge that Robert Louis 
Stevenson had not heard of it when ht 
was exploring our continent, and Sia 
Lepel Griffin and Rudyard Kipling haé 
an idea that it was a newspaper fake.

FQO-CHOW IN DANGER 


The Chinese at That Place Are Pre- 
paring For Defense. 


JOHN WILDE AT LIU-KANG-TAO. 


It Means Death if He Falls 
Into Hands of Japs. 


Hone Kone, Feb. 14.—lt is supposed 
that the Japanese will threaten Foo Chow, 
eapital of the province of Fukien, after 
they have secured Wei-Hai-Wei. The 
Chinese are preparing for the defense of 
that place. 

The dispatch adds that officers of the 
British warship Spartan have arrived in 
Hong Kong. They confirm the statement 
that three Chinese warships, two of them 
being ironclads, were sunk at Wei-Hai- 
Wei, and that all the Chinese torpedo 
boats were either capturnd or sunk. They 
state that eight torpedo boats went out of 
the harbor, ~pparently with the intention 
of attacking the Japanese fleet, but in- 
stead of duing so, they ran alongside the 
Japanese flagship and surrendered, Some 
of the torpedo boats were run ashore, and 
their crews escaped by jumping to the 
land. 

Will Fight to the Last. 

According to statements made by Chi- 
nese prisoners at Wei-Hai-Wei there are 
seven foreigners in the fort on the island 
of Liu-Kang-Tao, five of them being Eng- 
lishmen, one a German and one an Amer- 
ican, the latter being one of the three men 
formerly arrested at Kobe on the French 
steamer Sydney. The island is victualled 
for five months. Coal is plentiful, but 
ammunition is deficient. The garrison is 
determined to fight to the last. 

The American mentioned as being on 
the fort on Liu-Kang-Tuo island is probs- 
bly John Wilde, and if he falls or has 
fallen into the hands of the Japanese, it 
will go hard with him. When the French 
steamer arrived at Kobe in November last, 
she was boarded by Japanese officers, who 
arrested three of her officers. Wilde, a 
Scotchman named Cameron, and a China- 
man, Cham ‘Tam Moore, who was one 
time Interpreter to the Chinese 
at Washington

navy. It appears that Wilde’s plan was 
to throw from a torpedo boat shells filled

suffociting smoke, under cover of whic 
attacks could be inade with torpedoes. 


The men were, it was said, to receive 
from China $1,000,000 for each Japanese 
squadron they destroyed and a proportion- 
ate sum for every Japanese merchantman 
they succeeded in blowing up 

After being detained for some time 
Wilde and Cameron were released, after 
taking oaths not todo anything to assist 
China during the war. Moore, the China- 
man, was sentto Hiroshima. If Wilde 
has violated his oath the Japanese will be 
apt to punish him summarily, 

Ting Surrenders, 
Feb. 14. — A dispatch from 

Admiral Ting, commander- 
in-chief of the Chinese fleet at Wei-Hai 
Wei, has surrendered. Admiral Ito 
granted him the desired conditions, and 
the surrender is now beingeffected. When 
the Chibese land, they will be received 
with honors of war.

BRICK OR WOOD. 


A Majority of the City Council Said to 
be for Wooden Schoolhouses. 
Brick or wood promises to be an issue 
when the appropriations are made for the 
new schoolhouses at Norfolk Downs and 
“The Rail,” for which land has already 

been purchased. 

The tendency of late has been toward 
wood on the ground of economy, and there 
are many who believe a pretty wooden 
schoolhouse would be preferable to a plain 
brick one. 

The people at Norfolk Downs are 
strenuously opposed to wood, and at a 
special meeting of the Improvement As- 
sociation, Tuesday evening, unanimously 
adopted this resolution: 

RESOLVED,—That ata special meeting 
of tbe Wollaston Park and Norfolk Downs 
Improvement Association, called for the 
purpose of discussing the matter of a school 
building at Norfolk Downs, it was the 
sense of the meeting that when said schoo! 
building was erected it should, on the 
score of economy, safety, durability and 
health be built of brick. 

That a copy of this resolution be sent to 
the City Council. 

It will be seen that Norfolk Downs people 
also, regard it as economy to build of brick. 
They consider, that at their meeting it was 
demonstrated on all points to be the proper 
matérial. Oa the grounds of economy, 
durability, health and safety a brick struc- 
ture was shown to be, by the practical 
knowledge so ably expressed by Mr. 
Moxun, and by the experience gained by 
other of the gentlemen present who had 
served the city in years past on such mat- 
ters, the proper kind of a building to erect. 
The feeling was general tbat all public 
buildings should be in the way of per- 
manent improvements, a.d thac to erect 
wooden schoolhouses in this enlightened 
age would be a serious mistake ani a step 
backward. 

On the other hand, tbe advocates of 
wood not only claim that a wooden school- 
house can be built for much less, but that 
it can be enlarged for less money. That 
had the Coddington or Adams school- 
houses been built of brick in 1855 they 
could not bave been enlarged, and further 
if builtof brick then they would not be 
more satisfactory now than are the present 
buildings, which they admit are not up to 
date. 

By erecting these of wood, enough was 
saved in interest to more than pay the cost 
of all alterations, repairs and pai:ting. 
Possibly enough to erect new buildings in 
& year Or two, 

There is considerable, however, in the 
argument that the city should set an 
example in its public buildings; that it 
should be up-to-date and take no backward 
step. Not extravagant, but progressive. 


Wants to Sell. 


Boston, evidently don’t want to annex 
Squantum, in fact it has more land there 
than it wants, as will be seen by this act, 
now in Legislature, ‘* to authorize the city 
of Boston to sell a parcel of land in 
Quincy:”’ 


Sect. 1. Thecity of Boston may sell 
and convey, at public or private sale, the 
parce! of land which was conveyed to the 
selectmen of the town of Dorchester by 
Daniel Preston, senior, by deed bearing 
date January twenty-one, sixteen hundred 
and ninety-seven, and recorded with Suf- 
folk deeds, libro forty-two, folio two hun- 
dred and twenty-five, and of which said 
city became seized by the annexation to it 
of the town of Dorchester. 

Sect. 2. The proceeds of such sale shall 
be invested in such other property as any 
justice of the supreme judicial! court sitting 
in equity for the county of Suffolk shall 
deem best and proper, and the same shall 
be held by the city of Boston on the same 
trusts as said land was held by said city or 
upon such other trusts asshall be deemed 
by such justice sc sitting just and proper. 

Secr. 8. This act shall take effect upon 
its passage.

inches high. The house refused to reject 
the original bill, which takes its place in 
the calendar, and when it is reached Mr. 
Bhea will move to substitute his bill. 

In the senate a remonstrance was re- 
ceived from Bay State council No. 1, 
American Order of Steam Engineers, 
against the passage of the bill to regulate 
steam engineering.

STREET RAILWAY. 


Was the Weymouth Company Two San- 
guine in Gobbling All. 


According to all accounts the Braintree 
& Weymouth street railway have got more 
than they bargained for in the locations 
granted them Monday. They have «got to 
build a line of track from Weymouth 
Landing to South Weymouth, also from 
East Weymouth via Pleasant street to 
South Weymouth. 

One of these lines is all right but they 
have got to build both, and as people will 
naturally patronize the shortest line, which 
is that to Weymouth Landing, the line over 
Pleasant street can not pay very well: 

There is still another difficulty, and that 
is how to get from Shaw’s corner to Com- 
mercial street. The location granted says 
they shall have a right over the tracks of 
the Quincy & Boston in consideration of 
that road having a right over the Braintree 
& Weymouth wacks frm Commercial 
square to the Hingham line. The Quincy 
& Boston company do not desire to use the 
line to Hingham, and as there is now no 
law to compel the Quincy & Boston to 
allow the other company to use its tracks, 
the question arises, how will the Braintree 
& Weymouth company run from Shaw's 
corner to Commercial! square. 

In addition to building ten miles of track 
the Braintree & Weymouth company will 
find it necessary to erect and equip a power 
station.

THE FIRST HANSOM CAB. 


Its First Customers Were Brokers, Who 
Caused It to Become Popular. 

The first hansom cab in America had 
an interesting history. A reminiscent, 
voluble, red faced cabby told it late the 
other night up by the Thirty-third street 
stand. It was brought over in 1870 or 
1871 by John Patent of the Pacific hotel, 
in Greenwich street, just above Cort- 
landt, and it cost £70. Its driver was old 
John Carter ef Liverpool, since de- 
ceased, who came to New York in 1861. 
The original cab that John Carter drove 
was a handsome one, made very much 
like those now in use, but it had aclaret 
body and red running gear. An interest- 
ing feature of it was that it was bol- 
stered with a pair of patent axles, which 
were so complicated that Carter was the 
only man who could grease them. 

For some reason the cab was not put 
into running immediately after it was 
imported, but was laid up in the stable 
for 11g years. Then John Carter ran it 
from the Pacific hotel, but there was 
not business enough there, and he went 
down to the corner of Broad street and 
Exchange place, where trade flourished, 
and he used to get fares from the big 
brokers. Morosini was said to have been 
a good customer of his, and Jay Gould, 
if reports are accurate, rode in it once 
or twice. It was a familiar feature 
about the Stock Exchange for four years, 
and then it broke down, ending the ca- 
reer of the first hansom cab in America. 
—New York World.

PROFIT FOR BANKERS 


Our Bonds Said to Be Marketing In 
London at 112 1-2. 


FULL TEXT OF BOND CONTRACT 


About Which There Has Been 
Much Criticism. 


W4ASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The senate be- 
gan its session yesterday with a spirited 
discussion of the financial question. Mr. 
Vilas (Dem., Wis.) brought on the finan- 
cial discussion by offering a bill granting 
to the president the authority he has re- 
quested in his recent message for issuing 
8 per cent gold bonds payable in gold. 

Mr. Sherman (Rep., O.) offered a substi- 
tute to the silver bill reported Tuesday 
providing for gold bonds and temporary 
gold certificates. The two Colorado sena- 
tors, Messrs. Teller and Wolcott, called 
attention to the fact that the syndicate of 
bankers who had secured control of these 
bonds were now marketing them in Lon- 
don at 112}4, making a net profit of 8 per 
cent at the outset, 

The debate brought out frequent refer- 
ences to the contract between the treasury 
department and the bankers, and as a re- 
sult, Mr. Aldrich (Rep., R. 1) offered a 
resolution calling on the president for a 
copy of the contract, which was shortly 
afterward furnished to the senate. 

Text of Contract. 

This agreement, entered into this eighth 
day of February, 1805, between the secretary 
of the treasury of the United States of 
the first part, and Messrs. August Belmont & 
Co. of New York, on b-half of Messrs. N. M. 
Rothschild & Sons of London, Eng., and them- 
selves, and Messrs. J. P. Morgan & Co. of Lon- 
don and themselves, parties of the second part. 
Witnesseth: 

Whervas, it is provided by the revised 
statutes of the United States (section 3700) that 
the secretary of the treasury may purchase 
coin with any of the bonds or notes of the 
United States authorized by law, at such 
rates dnd upon ‘such terms ashe may deem 
advantageous to the public interest; and 
secretary of the treasury now deems that an 
emergency exists in which the public interests 
require that, as hereinafter provided, coin 
shall be purchased with the bonds of the 
United States of the description hereinafter 
mentioned authorized to be issued under the 
act entitled “An act to provide for the resump- 
tion of specie payments,” approved Jan. 14. 
1875, being bonds of the United States de- 
scribed in an act of congress approved July 14, 
1870, entitled “An act to authorize the refund- 
ing of the national debt.” 

Now, therefore, the said parties of the second 
part hereby agree to sell and deliver to the 
United States 3,500,00) aunces of standard gold 
coin of the United States at the rate of $17.41 
per ounce, ble in United States 4 per cent 
0-year couy or registered bonds, said bonds 
to be dated Feb. 1, 1895, and payable at the 
pleasure of the United States after 8) years 
from date, issued under the acts of congress of 
July 14, 1870; Jan. 20, 1871, and Jan. 14, 1875, 
bearing interest at the rate of 4 per cent per 
annum, payable quarterly. 

Details of Conditions, 

First—Such purchase and sale of gold coin 
being made on the following conditions: 

(1) At least one-half of all coin deliverable 
hereinunder shall be obtained in and shipped 
from Europe, but the shipments shall not be 
required to exceed 300,00 ounces per month, 
mniess the } a: ties of the second part shall con- 
sent thereto. 

(2) All deliveries shall be made at any of the 
sub-treasuries or at any other legal depository 
of the United States. 

(3) All geld ccins delivered shall be secured 
on the basis of 255-10 grains of standard gold 
per dollar, if within limit of tolerance. 

(4) Bonds delivered under this contract are 
to be delivered free of accrued interest; which 
is to be assumed and paid by the parties of the 
second part at the time of their delivery to 
them. 

Second—Should the secretary of the treas- 
ury desire to offer or sell any of the bonds of 
the United States on or before Oct. 1, 1895, he 
shall offer the same to the parties cf the sec 
ond part, but thereafter he shall be free from 
every such obligation to the parties of the sec- 
ond part. 

Third—The secretary of the treasury re- 
serves the right, within 10 days of the date 
hereof, in case he shall reccive authority from 
congress therefor, to substitute any bonds of 
the United States bearing 8 per cent interest, 
of which the principal and interest shall be 
specifically payable in United States gold coin 
of the present weight and fineness, for the 
bonds herein vliuded to, such 3 per cent bonds 
to be accepted by the parties of the s cond part 
at par, i. &., at $15.00165 per ounce of standard 
gold.

Ip Favor of Gold Bonds, 

Mr. Wilson, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, yesterday reported to 
the house the joint resolution agreed upon 
in committee yesterday, authorizing the 
issuance of a 30-year 3 per cent gold bond. 

The report accompanying the resolution 


includes a copy of the president's recent” 


message to Congress upon the subject, and 
also a copy of the contract made by the 
treasury department with the European 
syndicate for the purchase of the new 
bonds. 

The report saysthat the committee has 
had the benefit of a conference with the 
secretary of the treasury, who exhibited 
the original contract entered into by him- 
self on Feb. 8, and explained its details, 

The report sets forth the main points of 
the contract, and states that the object vf 
the joint resolution is to authorize the 
secretary of the treasury *to substitute 3 
per cent bonds for the 4 per cents provided 
for in the contract. 

The report shows that the saving to the 
government effected by the substitution 
would be #539, 159 @ year, or $16,174,770 in 
80 years. ‘The report says; 

Asitis not believed by the committee that 
the issue of bonds specifie ly payable in gold 
will impose any additiona burden or liability 
upon the government than if they are mada 
payable in coin, under its pledge and policy to 
preserve the parity of the coins in the two 


metals, the saving of this large amount b> 
somes a matter of substantial moment and ad- 
vantage to thegovernment. And as the parties 
$> take the bonds are under contract to furnish 
gold coin for them, it seems no hardship on the 
government to contract to pay them back in 
the same coin that they furnish to it. 

Here is the text of the resolution which 
the ways and means committee reported 
to the house: 

Resolved, by the senate and house of repre 
sentatives of the United States, in congress as- 
sembled, that the secretary of the tfeasury be 
and is hereby authorized to issue and dispose 
of, at not less than par in gold coin, bonds of 
the United States with the qualities, privileges 
and exemptions of bonds issued under the act 
approved July 14, 1870, entitled an act author 
izing the refunding of the national debt, to an 
amount not exceeding $65,116,275, bearing in- 
terest at arate not exceeding 3 per cent per 
annum, principal and interest payable in gold 
eoin of the present standard of weight and fine- 
ness, said bonds to be made payable not more 
than 80 years after date. Proviled, however, 
that no part of the proceeds of the sale of such 
bonds nor of the notes redeemed with such 
proceeds shall be available for the payment of 
the current expenses of the government. 

The resolution was adopted—8 to 4e-Mr. 
Reed voting in the affirmative. 

It is said that the controllihg influence 
in passing the Wilson resolution yes- 
terday was the saving of over 16,000,000 
that will accrue to the government from 
the payment of the interest in gold. 


POINTERS FOR NICHOLAS 


Which May Be Worth Due Consideration 
by His Majesty. 

Lonpon, Feb. 14—The Chronicle prints 
the text of a manifesto which is being 
widely circulated in Russia in the form of 
an open letter tothe czar. It embodies 
the ezar’s recent speech declaring that he 
would uphold autocracy as his father had 
done before him. 

The manifesto is evidently the work of a 
man or men of much knowledge, ability 
and experience. It declares that the czar 
has been misled as to the aspirations of 
the Zemstvos, and says that his speech has 
dispelled “the halo with which many Rus- 
sians surrounded your youngand indis- 
tinct fizure.” 

In conclusion, the manifesto says: “It 
was yourself who killed your own popu- 
larity. You have challenged the people, 
who now have nothing left but to make a 
deliberate choice between progress and 
loyalty to autocracy. You have alienated 
all that part of society which was peace- 
fully strugglitig forward by your sharp re- 
ply to their most modest and lawful 
wishes.”’ 

“Uncle Joe” Is Dead. 

New York, Feb. 14.—Joseph Elliott, 
who had been connected with the New 
York Herald since it was founded in 1835, 
died last night from pneumonia, He was 
the first sporting editor of The Herald,and 
4& pioneer in the reporting of sporting 
events. He was born in Hexham, Eng., 
in 1813. here is not a man who is 
familiar with American sports who will 
not remember ‘Uncle Joe,’’ as he was 
familiarly called. He was everywhere 
recognized as an authority on sporting 
matters. 


Crookedness Alleged, 

CoLumBvts, O., Feb. 14.—In the national 
convention of the United Mine Workers 
of America, a letter written by A. A. 
Adams, president of the Ohio contingent 
of the national organization, charging in 
general terms that the strike of last sum- 
mer had been corruptly settled, was read.

Pension Office Figures. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—A_ statement 
showing the work of the board of final re- 
view of the pension office from the begin- 
ning of the present fiscal yearto Jan. 1 
shows that for this period 141,013 claims 
were received by the board, of which 46,012 
were admitted and 658,357 rejected, the 
others being returned to the various divi- 

sions or remaining unacted upon. 


We All Felt Anxious, 

New Yorks. Feb. 14.—The president of 
the company which owns Lu Gascogne, 
through the New York house of the coin- 
pany, has transmitted to the people of the 
United States a graceful acknowledgment 
of sincere thanks for “great interest, sym- 
pathy and friendly concern while the fate 
of La Gascogne was still in doubt.” 


On a Compromise Basis, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—At a conference 
betweer a Southern railway official and 
the committee of employes, the former 
presented a new wage and time schedule 
which removes some inegualities and adds 
somewhat to the amount the men are at 
present making. The employes took the 
schedule under advisement. 


Collector's Stealings Repaid, 

ConcorD, Mass., Feb. 14—Mrs. Charles 
Sanford, wife of the missing tax collector, 
has paid to the town treasurer in cash the 
fullamount of the deficit, $14,401. This 
amount was profferred in cash, and Town 
Treasurer Friend received it and gave a 
receipt for the same.

Fresh Air For Children. 

An interesting test, which proved 
that fresh air in winter was beneficial 
to even young and delicate children, was 
reported in The Journal of Household 
Economics. It was tried recently ina 
babies’ hospital in Boston. 

All the sickly babies that were suffer- 
ing from chronic indigestion and lack 
of nutriment, and who would not im- 
prove in spite of good food, perfectly 
ventilated reoms and careful bathing, 
were wrapped as for the street, put in 

bulators and taken to the top 
ward of the hospital, where all the win- 
dows were wide open. They were kept 
in this room from two to four hours 
daily and soon showed a marked im- 
provement. Their cheeks became rosy, 
they gained in weight and appetite and 
would often fall asleep and remain so 
during the entire time they were in the 
air. Very delicate children had bags of 
hot water placed at their feet. It is re- 
corded in the account of this experiment 
that not one child took cold as a result 
of it. 


Hardships of a Sealskin Coat, 

“Tt is hard,’’ observed a woman the 
other day, ‘‘to be reduced to a sealskin 
coat. ’’ 

‘“‘What do you mean?’’ was the puz- 
zled query of the friend to whom she 
spoke. 

‘‘Why, Iam an example of exactly 
whatI mean. This jacket of mine is 
perfectly good and so handsome that I 
don’t feel that I can afford to buy an- 
other expensive wrap. It was made 
three years ago, and the sleeves are not 
large enough to accommodate the pres- 
ent style of bouffant waist underneath. 
I have been consuiting a furrier, and he 
tells me it would cost $40 to havea few 
inches of new fur putin them. That I 
cannot afford, either, for a mere whim 
of fashion that may go ‘out’ by another 
season. SoI am obliged to wear an old 
style waist underneath my coat and 
wait for better times.’’—Philadelphia 
Times.

Isaac Pusey Gray was born in Chestea 
county, Pa., Oct. 18, 1828. His ancestors 
all belonged to the Society of Friends, his 
great-grendfather having emigrated from 
England with William Penn and settled 
in Chester county. His parents moved 
from Pennsylvania to Urbana, O., in 1836 
thence to Montgomery county in 1839; 
thence to New Madison in 1842. There 
they stayed, 

Isaac Gray received a common school 
education, and being ambitious and of 
studious habits, he easily entered upon 
the study of law. His poverty, however, 
compelled him to accept aclerkship in a 
mercantile house at New Madison. Here 
his close application and strict integrity 
soon raised him to a partnership in the 
business, and in a few years he became 
sole proprietor in the establishment. 

In 1856 he removed his family to Union 
City, Ind., where he resided for many 
years, aud where after successfully con- 
tinuing the mercantile business for a few 
years, he entered upon the practice of law. 

Mr. Gray was colonel of the Fourth In- 
diana Cavalry in the civil war. He made 
@ good record, and remained until dis§ 
charged on account of ill-health. Return-

Chief Engineer Williams Surrenders 
to the Mayer th: Keys of 


THE CENTRAL FIRE STATION. 


He No Longer Wishes to Assume the Re- 
sponsibility and Care, 


The central) fire station in Quincy, which 
was completed during the year 1893 at a 
cost of $20,000, and which at that time was 
considered one of the finest fire stations in 
the State, has been cundemned by Chief 
Engineer Peter J. Williams, as being un- 
safe and dangerous. 

He says the girders are falling in and the 
floor timbers have settled, leaving the floor 
surface in an uneven and shaky condition, 
and that the place is unfit for the firemen 
to sleepin, and he therefore declines to 
further assume the responsibility of keep- 
ing the men and fire apparatus any longer 
in such an unsafe building. 

He has placed the keys of the building in 
the hands of Mayor Hodges and the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, who, it is said, 
will call the attention of the State Inspec- 
tor of Buildings to the matter. 

The building is of brick with granite 
trimmings, and is located on Quincy 
avenue. It is whatis known. as a three- 
way house and is occupied by a Steamer, 
Hook & Ladder and Hose wagon. On the 
second floor besides the sleeping rooms of 
the tiremen, is the delicate fire alarm appar- 
atus and battery. 

During the heavy storm of last week the 
building shook so that the Chief Engineer 
was called to the station. It was then 
that he decided to no longer assume the 
responsibility. 

Mayor Hodges, when seen this morning, 
said it was true that the building had been 
turned over to him by the Chief Engineer, 
and that steps would be taken immediately 
to remedy the difficulty which now ap- 
peared to be in the upper story. He 
further stated that the State Inspector of 
Buildings had been notified and would 
probably visit Quincy this afternoon to in- 
spect the building.

One of the most important matters to 
come before the annnal meeting will be the 
report of the committe on drainage. In 
1892 a special committee was appointed to 
investiga'e the subject and report within 
three years. This committeee has re- 
ported in print recommending a system of 
sewerage. 

An engineer was employed and surveys 
made and his report is an interesting one. 
His plan calls for the system to be divided 
into four sections and he estimates the cost 
of each section to be as follows: 


East Milton, $76,925 


Central avenue, 60,254 
Mattapan, 69,241 
Milton Lower Mills, 2,000 

Total, $208,420 


The plan, which accompanies the re- 
ports, calls for the East Milton system to 
enter into the Boston sewer at the Granite 
Bridge station of the Shawmut branch, 
and the other, systems into the proposed 
extension of the Boston sewer at Matta- 
pan. 

The me'bod of~payment recommended 
for the system is to assess three-quarters of 
the cost on estates benefited ; the remain- 
der to be paid by the tax levy or froma 
sewer loan. The cost of emptying into the 
Boston sewer is estimated at $800 per year. 

The area of Milton is estimated to be 
13% square miles. It has 47 miles of road 
and 18} miles of Water pipe. The report 
also shows the population to be increasing 
at the rate of 4 per cent.

The County Commissioners for many 
years have adopted the plan of ‘pay as 
you go.’’ The County Report of Decem- 
ber 31, 1°94, shows a debt of $125,000 
& great change from a surplus in the 
treasury. 

In looking over the County Reports for 
the past ten years I find the ordinary 
county expenses as follows: 


Reasons for Goid Bonds. 


The question is asked what has happened 
since the 24th of November to depreciate 
the value of coin bonds nearly one per 
cent, in value? I answer— 

First, the inaction of Congress on 
currency legislation. 

Second, the rapid depletion of the gold 
reserves. While the proceeds of the first 
issue of $50,000,000 lasted ten months, the 
proceeds of the second issue were exhausted

of continuous borrowing, the lenders, of 
course, would insist upon better terms. 

Third—A fever had set in, which had 
spread throughout the country, showing a 
disposition to hoard gold, and the with- 
drawals had become so rapid that immedi- 
ate and heroic action was imperative. 

Fourth—The price of the last issue of 
coin bonds had within two months shown 
a depreciation in open market from 119} 
to 116}, and this decline, with the loss 
entailed, had weakened the market so that 
another issue of bouds of the same charac- 
ter was generally considered impossible at 
the same rates. But, itis said, why were 
the bonds not sold in open competition ? 
Because it would at that time have been 
extremely hazardous. The President had 
by special message to Congress called for a 
gold bond, which he could sell abroad at 
from 2} to 3 per cent; and after waiting a 
few days, finding it impossible to secure 
immediate action, was compelled to act 
immediately, as the reserves were running 
out rapidly from various causes, which 
drain must be checked or the country 
launched on a silver basis. 

The results of this action were of great 
benefit to the country. Although not a 
bond has been issued or delivered yet, the 
fact that a purchase of gold bad been made 
which would soon find its way into the 
treasury from home and abroad had the 
effect to stop almost immediately the 
export of gold and caused the return of 
gold into the treasury which had been 
withdrawn. 

This justifiable action of the Administra- 
tion, while humiliating to our pride, is 
only a just punishment for our sins of 
omission and commission. We have been 
dallying with silver and silverites, we bave 
been buying the metal and dumping it into 
the treasury by the hundreds of millions of 
dollars, paying for it in paper which we 
have been redeeming with gold. Were it 
not for this mes-alliance our bonds would 
sell as low as, if not lower than those of 
any other Government. But, we are 
besmeared with silver, both in Congress 
and out, and those who purchase our bonds 
now want to know and eught to know 
what we mean by the word “coin.’”’ If 
we mean gold, let us say so. If we mean, 
as a respectable daily said, silver and gold, 
then say that. The world is in doubt, and 
doubt leads to distrust, and it is for that 


The average for ten years being $89,763. 

The County Commissioners in 1892 asked 
the legislature for the right to raise $75,000 
by taxation, or other wise. They were 
granted the right to borrow that amount 
for the purpose of making an addition to 
the court house, and their estimate for 
county expense—court house, $35,000, and 
addition $13,000 with the $75,000 made a 
total of $123,000. 

In 1893 authority was given to raise 

25,000 for repairing the old building and 
furnishing the court buildings, making a 
total of $148,000. This amount was to 
cover the entire cost gf new wings and re- 
pairs on old building ready for occupancy. 
Contracts, which are on file at Dedham, 
were made in 1892 and 1893 for the amount 
of $146,000. I bave been informed that 
the figures given above, $148,000, were 
named after a careful estimate by a first- 
class builder. These figures show that the 
amount of the contracts and the estimates 
of the county commissioners were practi- 
cally sufficient for the work contemplated. 

January 1, 1894 the personnel of the 
board of County Commissioners was 
changed by the election of one new mem- 
ber, retiring one. The Committee on 
County Estimates was asked by the new 
board to allow the County Commissioners 
to raise $125,000 more as a time loan, 
which was granted. I findin the County 
Report, dated December 31, 1894, that the 
Commissioners have borrowed that amount, 
($125,000) the last note due and payable 
in 1904, I find the estimate of money re- 
quired for 1895 is $160,000; deducting 
$100,000 from $160,000 leaves a balance of 
$60,000 to be accounted for. The $100,000 
for necessary expenses is $10,257 above the 
average yearly expenses for tbe last ten 
years. ‘The question arises, what has be- 
come of the $125,000 and what use is to be 
made of the additional amount of $60,000 
asked for at the present time? I have 
made inquiry to learn if there is any con- 
tract on file at Dedham to cover the above- 
named amounts, and find there is none. 
Now allowing that $10,000 of the money 
asked for in the estimate of the Commis- 
sioners is to be expended in furnishing the 
court house, what use is to be made of the 
$50,000 remaining ? 

By reference to the County reports I find 
that there was expended on the new Court 
house:

Latest Effort to Secure Relief For 
Treasury Ends In Failure. 


REED'S EFFORTS TOWARD UNITY 


Knocked Awry by Republicans 
From Western States. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The third at- 
tempt of the administration at this ses- 
sion to secure legislation looking to the 
relief of the treasury failed in the house 
yesterday. 

First, the Carlisle bill for the reform of 
thecurrency bill went down; next, the 
bill for the issue of $500,000,000 of gold 
bonds and the retirement of the legal ten- 
ders, recommended in the president’s 
special message, wes defeated last Thurs- 
day by a majority of 27, and yesterday the 
house, by a majority even larger (47), re 
fused to order toathird reading the reso- 
lution by which it was proposed to author- 
ize the issue of @5,000,0000f 3 per cent 
gold bonds to substitute for the 4 per cent 
80-year coin bonds sold by Secretary Car- 
lisle under contract with the Rothschilds- 
Morgan syndicate. 

The action of the house yesterday was 
the culmination of the exciting events 
which have occurred since the president 
sent his special message to congress which 
resulted inthe report from the ways and 
means committee of the resolution to au- 
thorize the issue of the gold bonds. A 
special] order was brought in as soon as the 
house met yesterday morning to bring the 
resolution to a vote last night. 

‘The debate upon the resolution, which 
lasted over five hours, was of an interest 
ing, and at times inflammable, character. 
The galleries were packed and there was 
much excitement and confusion on the 
floor, but the interest centered in the 
course which the Republicans would pur- 
sue, it being conceded that the face of the 
resolution rested with them. 

Reed's Active Work. 

There was much maneuvering among 
their leaders. he Republicans west of 
the Alleghenies, led by Messrs. Hopkins 
and Cannon of Illinois, started off with 
impetuous speeches against a gold bond 
that would discriminate against the bonds 
already issued. Mr. Reed and his eastern 
friends sought in private conference to 
rally all to united action. His plan was 
to allow the resolution to go to a third 
reading and then move to recomimit it 
with instructions to report back a bill 
similar to that which he offered as a sub- 
stitute for the gold bond bill last week, 
providing for 8 per cent coin bonds. 

For a time it seemed possible that this 
arrangement would be agreed to, but after 
the stirring speech of Mr. Hepburn of 
Iowa inany of the middle and western Re- 
publicans broke away, determined to de 
feat the third reading of the resolution, 


lst by some chance it might carry if 
past this parliamentary stage. The 


eastern Republicans then decided tu sup 
port it. 

Ap analysis of the vote shows that 89 
Democrats and 81 Republicans (120 in all) 
voted in favor of the resolution, and 9s 
Democrats, 62 Republicans and 7 Popu 
lists (167 in all) against it. 

Of the Massachusetts Republicans, 
Messrs. Wright, Gillett, Apsley, Deaper 
and Morse voted yes, Mr. Walker voied 
no, and Messrs. McCall, Cogswell and 
Randall were not present. ‘he Demo- 
cratic delegation voted yes, except Mr. Me- 
Exctrick, who was not present.

PEACKLFUL SETTLEMENT 


Of the Long-Fxisting Boundary Dispute 
Between Mexico and Guatemala. 


Ciry oF Mexico, Feb. 15. — Mexico's 
conditions hate been peacefully accepted 
by Guatemala, who guarantees their ful- 
fillment. The conditions will be published 
officially next week. Both sides havemade 
concessions. ‘The Guatemalan question is 
at last amicably settled upon an equitable 
basis between the two republics. 

The boundary between the two countries 
Will be definitely determined upon, and 
war indemnity is accepted by Guatemala, 
who will also pay damages for Mexican 
property destroyed. Guatemala’s offer of 
acceptance of Mexico’s conditions will 
arrive here next week and will be im- 
mediately published in The Diario Official 
of the Mexican government. This will 
permanently terminate the famous im- 
broglio between Mexico and Guatemala.

Devotional services were conducted by 
Mrs. Helen M. Barber, Addresses were 
delivered on “The W. C. T. U. has at- 
tained her majority; is she worthy of 
citizenship?” “‘Moral and political reform 
in large cities,” and ‘tA retrospect of tlre 
W..C0. 

Convention hall was crowded by 3000 
persons at the evening session. After de- 
votional exercises, Miss Anne Gordon 
read Miss Frances Willard’s address, the 
latter not being present, being detained in 
Boston by sickness. The acdress was as 
follows. 

Miss Willard’s Address, 

“Home protection is the key word of 
Woman’s work. Manufacturers seek the 
tariff for the purpose of protection to in- 
dustries, adult and infant; trades unions 
are founded to protect the wage workers 
from the aggressions of capital, and cor- 
porations and monopolies from the en- 
croachment of competition; but 10,000 
groups of loyal hearted mothers and 
wives, sisters and daughters have formed 
for the purpose of acting in organized 
‘capacity as protectors of the home, the 
tempted youth and the little child. 

“For this cause, there are bands of rib- 
bon white around the world, and this 
polyglot petition is but our prayer that tells 
out a purpose of our, hearts and has been 
wrought into a plea before the nations of 
the world. We expect to present this peti- 
tion to representatives of every civilized 
government. 

“We prize the polyglot petition work, 
because it has afforded a nucleus around 
which women may rally. Because we are 
patriots, we have come to the capital of 
our native land to present this petition 
first of all in the country in which it 
originated, and which has sent out all the 
white ribbon missionaries who have se- 
cured its circulation in foreign countries. 
We present it tonight to members of the 
United States senate and house of repre- 
sentatives, and we expect to secure a hear- 
ing, with the petition for its basis, before 
committees of those two bodies. 

“The greatest number of names, en- 
dorsements and attestations have been 
secured in our country, and next to ours, 
in Great Britain, The signatures came to 
hand in 5) languages. JBesides these, 
there are hundreds of thousands of names 
yet waiting to be added to the long roll. 
Nor will we ever rest until we have 2,000,- 
000 actual names, besides the present 5,000- 
000 additional signers by attestation. 

‘The document has been circulated in 
60 nations, and in the three ways stated 


has received 7,000,000 signatures. ‘The 
total number of actual signatures from 


outside the United States is 48),000. Great 

Britain leads the procession with its 850,000. 

Canada comes next with 67,000. Burmah 

follows with 22,000, and Ceylon, Australia, 

Denmark, China, India and Mexico fol- 

low, with all the others coming after. 

Endorsed Also by Men, 

“Though this is ® woman’s petition, 
it should be noted that it is endorsed by 
perhaps 1,000,000 men—some by personal 
signatures, but most by the attestation of 
the officers of societies to which they 
belong. Thus the Salvation Army hus 
endorsed it with its 3,000,000 members; 
the Good Templars have put their 570,000 
names upon it by attestations; the Uni- 
versal Peace union has signed it in this 
way, and innumerable societies and con- 
ventions have swelled the list; the United 
Society of Christian Endeavor has alone 
added 2,000,000 names, while innumerable 
chure he: sand church societies will swell 
the total by 1,000,000 more. Even from 
Ceylon come the signatures of 27,000 men, 

“It is more than 10 years since the peti- 
tion was written; if I had to rewrite it I 
should assuredly include the enfranchise- 
ment of workmen among the requests it 
specifies.” 

Jhe petition reads as follows: 

For God and Home and Every Land. Polyglot 
Petition of the World's Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, Addressed to the Gov- 
ernments of the World: 

Honored Rulers, Representatives and Brothers: 
We, your petitioners, although belonging to 

the physically weaker 8e re strong of heart 

to love our homes, our native land and the 
world’s family of nations. 

We know that clear brains and pure hearts 
make honest lives and happy homes, and that 
by these the nations prosper, and the time is 
brought nearer when the world shall be at 
peac: We know that indulgence in alcohol 
pnd « :pium, and in other vices which disgrace 
pur social life, makes misery for all the world, 
gud most of all for us and for our ¢ ‘hildre n. 

We know that stimulants and opiates are 
sold under legal guarantees, whic h makes the 
governments partners in the traffic by accept- 
ing as revenue 4 portion of the profits, and we 
know with shania that they are often forced 
by treaty upon populations, either ignorantor 
auwilling. 

We know that law might do much, now left 
undone, to raise the moral tone of society and 
render vice difficalt. 

We have no power to prevent these great in 
iquities beneath which the whole world groans, 
but you have power to redeem the honor of 
the nations from an indefensible complicity. 

We, therefore, come to you with the united 
voices of representative women of every land, 
beseeching you to raise the standard of the 
laws-te that of Christian morals. to strip away 
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tne safeguards and sanctions of the staté rrom 
the drink traffic and the opium trade, and to 
protect our homes by the total prohibition of 
these courses of civilization throughout all the 
territory over which your government ex- 
tends. 

At the close of the reading of Miss Will- 
ard’s address, Miss Belle Kearney read an 
address to men. She was followed by Dr. 
Lunn of London and Mrs, Baker, the na- 
tional treasurer of the union. The latter 
held that man had no right to mark out 
woman's sphere in the world. ‘Adam 
was asleep when Eve was made,” and it 
was not thought necessary to wake him 
¥p to take his advice in the matter.”

Professor Perrin, formerly assistant pro- 
fessor of English in Gollingen University, 
spoke to the Friday club and its guests at 
Miss M. E. Hardwick's yesterday afternoon.

For the moment, business only waits to 
know whether sales of American securi- 
ties and withdrawals of gold from the} 
treasury have been lastingly stopped by | 
the remarkable increase of confidence. 

The two obstacles which block the path 
just now are exceeding cheapness of farm 
products and restricted operationsin in 
dustries. There has been no gain in prices 
of farm products on the whole. 

Corn is nominally 4 cent higher, but} 
with an insignificent movement, while 
wheat is 44 cent lower for the week. 

Cotton reinains unchanged. 

Few words tell the whole story: The | 
corn crop is undeniably short, though 
probably a much larger supply than offi- 
cial reports indicate; wheat and cotton 
supplies are so far beyond the world’s de- 
mands that extreme low prices are nat- 
ural, and any speculation for advance is 
greatly handicapped. Restricted  pur- 
chases by the west and south naturally re- 
sult. 


Boots, Shoes and Leather. 

Perhaps this influence is felt as much in 
the boot and shoe industry asin any other, 
for while only a part, though a large part, 
of the various qualities has been advanced | 
in price, the distinct curtailment of orders 
in others is especially obvious. Leather | 
continues strong in all grades and receipts 
are on the whole closely taken. 

The Metal Markets. 

The output of pig iron Feb. 1 was 167,291 
tons, against 168,414 weekly Jan. 1, but | 
the stocks remaining unsold are 718,075 | 
tons, against 645,458 Jan. 1, and indicates a | 
decrease of 16,637 tons in actual consump 
tion weekly during the month of January 
Severe stormsin February have further 
curtailed production. 

Sales of steel rails were only 159,000 tons | 
in January, but there appears a better in 
quiry for some finished products, 
ally in wire, wire rods, nails and barbed | 
wire. 

Pig iron is unchanged in price here and 
at the west, though northern sales are 
pressed, and the demand for bar iron is 
about the same.

Cottons and Woolens Dall. 

Continued dullness is reported in cot 
tons, and a reduction of prices by thi 
Amoskeag mills causes some hesitation 
In the main the works are well employed 
but with extremely scanty profits and con 
siderable doubt whether a market will be | 
found for accumulating stock 
goods.

IN A JEALOUS RAGE. 


Comedian Gentry Takes the Life of 
Actress Madge Yorke. 


THIRD PARTY WAS PRESENT. 


Crime Was Committed With- 
out a Moment’s Warning. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 18.—Madge Yorke, 
& soprano singer, with the “Baggage 
Check”’ company, was shot and almost in- 
stantly killed last night at Zeiss’ hotel, 
this city, by James P. Gentry, a comedian 
of Collier’s “Back Number’ company. 
Gentry escaped. 

The “Baggage Check” company, which 
opens atthe Empire theater tonight, ar- 
rived here early yesterday morning from 
Chester, and a number of the members, 
including Miss Yorke, registered at Zviss’ 
hotel, Miss Yorke taking a third-story 
back room. It is said that Miss Yorke, 
whose home is in New York city, took the 
9:50 a. m. train for that city, but she re- 
turned to the hotel at 6 o'clock last even- 
ing and remained there, 

About 9 o’clock Gentry walked into the 
hotel office and asked to be shown to Miss 
Yorke’s room. Being. unknown to the 
attaches of the hotel, he was told to wait 
afew minutes. A message was then sent 
to the rirl’s room, but Gentry did not 
wait. He walked out into the hallway 
and ascended by means of the stairway. 

Miss Yorke and Miss Lida Clarke, a 
member of the company, were in the for- 
mer’s room, practicing songs, when Gen- 
try opened the door and walked in unan- 
nounced. Miss Yorke manifested some 
surprise at seeing him andintroduced him 
to Miss Clarke. 

Was Quickly Done, 

After hastily acknowledging the intro- 
duction, Miss Clarke says Gentry turned to 
Miss Yorke and in an angry tone asked: 
“Why didn’t you meet me today?” Be- 
fore the girl could answer, he whipped a 
revolyer from his pocket and fired three 
shots at her, each taking effect—one over 
the right eye, one in the center of the fore- 
head and the third close to the left temple. 
Gentry immediately rushed from the 
room, 

The supposition is that he ran along the 
hallway and descended by means of the 
flre-escape at the back of the house, mak- 
ing good his escape by one of the numer- 
ous little alleys in the rear. The shots 
were heard throughout the building. A 
patrol wagon was summoned and the girl 
was taken to the Pennsylvania hospital, 
about a block distant, where she died im- 
mediately upon her arrival. 

Before entering the hotel Gentry went 
to atheatrical boarding house next door, 
kept by a Mrs. Dietrich, where he was in- 
formed that Miss Yorke was stopping at 
Zeiss’. 

Charles T. Blaney, author of the “Bag- 
gage Check,’”’ and Manager Cooper said 
that it was generally understood that 
Gentry and the girl were engaged to be 
married, and no motive for the deed other 
than a fit of jealousy can be imagined. 

Both Were Popular, 

Gentry had always been regarded by his 
friends in the profession as “a thoroughly 
good fellow,’’ while not a word could be 
said in detriment to the girl. Gentry, it 
is said, came originally from Richmond. 
His friends in this city are of the opinion 
that he will commit suicide, 

Miss Yorke'’s proper name was Drysdale, 
and her home was at 169 West Seventy- 
eighth street, New York city. Telegrams 
were sent to her parents at that address, 

The murdered girl was well known in 
the profession. During the season of 1887- 
88 she was a member of the New York 
Casino opera company. Of late years she 
has been with ‘‘Natural Gas,” ‘‘Hoss and 
Hoss,’’ where she first met Gentry, and a 
number of other prominent companies. 

She was engaged by the “Baggage 
Check” company last season, and had 
made such a hit that Mr. Blaney had de- 
cided to advance herin position, and to 
this end was writing for her the part of an 
up-to-date girl in “The Chattel Mort- 
gige,”’ which is to be produced in New 
York next month. She wasa remarkably 
pretty girl, decidedly brunette and about 
22 years of age. 

Gentry is described as a tall, thin, 
sallow-faced man of about 35 years, and is 
gaid to be a clever “character” comedian. 

Miss Clarke was prostrated by the oc- 
currence and could not be seen. 

Deeply In Love, 

Manager W. F. Crossley, proprietor of 
the “Baggage Check’ company, of which 
Madge Yorke was 4 member, in an inter- 
view at New York, said: “Six weeks ago 
I engaged Gentry and Madge Yorke for 
the ‘Baggage Check’ company. She 
played the part of the Italian maid, Gen- 
try and Yorke were engaged to be mar- 
ried, but when Gentry left ny company a 
week after he had joined it, the two had a 
bitter quarrel. Gentry left to go with 
Willie Collier, to take a part in ‘The Back 
Number.’ 

“I saw Gentry on Broadway this (Sun- 
day) afternoon. He was under the inflau- 
ence of drink and was walking with Joe 
Coyne, the comedian of the ‘Rush City’ 
company. He spoke tome and he men- 
tioned Madge Yorke. He said: “My God, 
how I love that girl!” 

Wreck on a Crossing. 

PitrspurG, Feb, 18.—A wreck occurred 
last night ata crossing between an ex- 
press on the Baltimore and Ohio and a 
trolley car, which resulted in the death of 
Miss Anna Cusick and the severe in- 

ury of William Jones. The train was 
an hour late, aud was coming along ata 
high rate of speed just as the trolley car 
approached the crossing.

Chinese Forces Are Compeliled to Give 
Up the Great Struggle. 


HEADSMEN HAVE LOST A 108 


By the Suicide of Ting and Two 
Other Officers, 


YoKouama, Feb. 18.—An official dis 
patch, dated Feb. 14, from Field Marshal 
Oyama, who is in command of the Japan- 
ese military forces at Wel-Hai-Wei, an- 
nounces the complete surrender of the 
Chinese on land and sea. He also an- 
nounces that Admiral Ting and two other 
officers committed suicide after addressing 
& letter from the Chinese flagship accept- 
ing the Japanese demands. 

The Chinese soldiers garrisoning the 
forts on the island of Liu-Kung-Tao, the 
last of the defenses of Wei-Hai-Wei to 
hold out against the Japanese, and the 
sailors of the Chinese fleet were to be 
taken beyond the Japanese lines and lib- 
erated, while the captured officers and the 
foreigners will be conveyed away by ship 
before they are given their liberty. 

A dispatch from General Nodzu, com- 
mander of the first Japanese army in 
Manchuria, dated Feb. 16, says that 15,- 
000 Chinese with 12 guns attacked Hai- 
Cheng from the Lao-Yang, New-Chwang 
and Jinkao roads. They were repulsed, 
leaving over 100 dead. The Japanese loss 
was five killed or wounded, 

Britisher In Command, 

Adispatch from Wei-Hai-Wei, bearing 
date of Feb. 18, states that in response to 
the offer made by Admiral Ting, the Chi- 
nese naval commander, to surrender his 
vessels if conditions of amnesty were 
granted. Admiral Ito, commander of the 
Japanese naval forces, demanded that the 
naval station be thrown open this 
(Wednesday) morning. 

The Chinese messenger who conveyed 
this demand returned to Admiral Ito and 
informed him that Admiral Ting had 
committed suicide on thenight of Feb. 12, 
and that his responsibility had been trans- 
ferred to Captain McClure, formerly the 
master of a British merchant vessel, who 
had been appointed by the Chinese gov- 
ernment as to Admiral Ting. 
Admiral Ito, at the time the dispatch was 
sent, was conferring with Captain Me- 
Clure.

Mr. Burrell did not discover that the depot 
had been robbed until the train had been 
gone some twenty minutes.

Edwin W. Marsh Says It Has Always 
Been Public Ground, 


An interesting audience gathered in the 
chapel of the First church Sunday evening 
to listen to a lecture on “‘ The Training 
Field, or Meeting House Green,”’ by Mr. 
Edward H. Dewson.

The speaker then traced the land up to 
1824, up to which time the parish and town 
were blended together, after which the 
parish became the owner by law. 

Mr. Dewson then went into the history 
of the grants of the land bounding on the 
training field, and how the property had 
been encroached upon and taken without 
permission. 

In 1708 the town was divided into two 
precincts, this being known as the north 
precinct. From this time down to date 
the speaker gave dates when land was 
taken from the training field and for what 
purpose. 

To sum up the whole matter, Mr. Dew- 
son claims the title to the property to be by 
the town ownership, which by law re- 
verted to the parish when the parish and 
town separated in 1824. 

In regard to the land now claimed by the 
parish, Mr. Dewson says: ‘‘It has been 
shown that the parish has lost on the south 
side of Temple street, 15,425 square feet, 
that it gave for Temple street 14,850 square 
feet, and that it now has on Temple street 
outside of the posts and chains a piece 275 
by 28 feet, containing 7,700 square feet, 
on which the street railway has been laid 
without our permission. 

The sum total of land to which the 
parish has a clear title is as follows: On 
Temple street, 7,700 square feet; on Han- 
cock street, 4,125 square feet; on Wash- 
ington street, roughly estimated, 5,000 
square feet; to which may be added, ifa 
right of way has not been acquired by the 
town or public, 3,750 square feet; a total of 
20,575 square feet, valued at $30,000. 

The piece of land referred to as being in 
doubt is that between the chains and the 
fountain outside of this piece of land ; the 
land claimed is 16,825 square feet. 

After the lecture Mr. Dewson gave ap 
opportunity to any who desired to ask ques- 
tions. Mr.-Edwin W. Marsh spoke and 
said there was one very important point 
where he differed with Mr. Dewson. He 
had never been able to find that the train- 
ing field was a grant. If there was a grant 
who were the proprietors from whom these 
deeds were taken. His opinion was that 
it was a public ground. For 160 years the 
parish had rested its claim on deeds from 
three parties, but now the claim is rested 
on the town ownership.

Additional Particulars About the 
Quiey Court Room. 


THAT “OFFENSIVE STENCH.” 


Henry H. Faxon Objects to the Use of 
Registers as Cuspadores, 


Since the visit of the committee of the 
Legislature to the Quincy court room the 
attention of Henry H. Faxon bas been 
called to a broken register in the room. 
With promptness which is commendable, 
be has replaced it with a new one, and he 
does not begrudge the cost, as he has made 
a discovery.

You will easily see by the report of the 
hearing inclosed that the Clerk of the 
Court, with some of his friends,—my per- 
severing opponents, are doing their utmost 
to secure a costly building, simply to satisfy 
their soul's desires to injure me. 

There is one fact that has not yet been 
pene ght to light in connection with the 

“offensive stench”’ a!luded to by the Clerk 
as permeating the court-room, viz, in the 
absence of cuspadores as receptacles of 
cigar stumps, burnt maiches, tobacco quids, 
eic., etc., the hot air register has been used 
for such purposes.

THE FIRE STATION. 


An Inspection by Ledger Representative 
find Many Defects. 


An inspection of the Central Fire station 
shows a number of defects and that the 
stories about it have not been exaggerated. 

In the rear over the horse stalls one of 
the heavy floor timbers has settled an inch. 

In the apparatus room the sheathing 
which composes the roof has shruak end- 
Ways so that there is half an inch space 
between some of the boards, which others 
are from one-quarter to one-half inch 
below the others, 

Oo the second story the floor is very un- 
even the boards over the timbers being up 
while those over the floor joist are down. 

On the side the floor boards are drawn 
away from the wainscoting leaving a large 
crack, 

At the head of the stairs some of the 
sheatbing is loose, and they can be easily 
moved as they were not nailed. 

In the battery room one corner has set- 
tled, and there is a wide crack in the 
plastering severa] feet in length. 

The doors do not close properly, there 
being from one to two inches space between 
the bottom of the door and the threshold, 
and an inch or more on the top. 

The principal defect is in the attic. The 
roof is supported by two large heavy trus- 
ses, which arein turn supported by smaller 
timbers used as braces. All of these tim- 
bers are mortised. 

These smaller timbers bave worked loose 
so that the tenants have slipped out of the 
mortises and can almost be removed. - 

Several of the timbers can be easily 
moved as the strain upon them is very 
slight, 

The sides of the building have been 
pushed outward and are orly held from 
spreading more by the heavy trusses, the 
building has also settled in places. 

The builtling is in a bad condition and 
Chief Engineer Williams calls it dangerous 
and unsafe for the men to occupy. 

Whether the fault is with the architect, 
builder, commissioner or inspector is an 
open question. 


Inspectors Here. 


Two inspectors from the office of In- 
spector of Buildings Damrell of Boston, 
visited Quincy this morning, and in com- 
papy with Commissioner Eaton and Chief 
Engineer Williams inspected the central 
fire station. 

The inspectors tore up parts of ihe floor 
on the second story and made numerous 
measurements of the floor timbers, etc. 

They also visited the attic and saw what 
there was to be seen there. 

They are silent as to their opinion of the 
building, and will give it in their report. 

From remarks dropped, however, it was 
gleaned that they thought the floor girders 
too far apart, and that the heavy partitions 
resting on the floor joist was the cause of 
the unevenness of the floor. 

The measurements taken were carefully 
; noted dowra by the inspectors and will 
probably furnish the substance of their 
report.

The average monthly salary of teachers 
for the montb of December for the years 
1893 and 1894, as given, shows a decrease 
of considerable amount during the last

The average monthly wages of female 


teachers for the month of December, 1894, 
was $45.81, of male teachers $94.33; for 
the year 1893 the average monthly wages 
of female and male teachers were respec- 
tively $46.33 and $115.00. 
membership shows an increase of seventy 
pupils over the former year. That is an 
increase of over 8.7 per cent over 1893. 

Mr. Horne shows in the report, by actual 
Statistics, that the educational expenses of 
Braintree are not excessive in comparison 
with those of other towns, not even consid- 
ering that we have a system/far superior to 
most of our neighbors, 

He shows that the expense per pupil and 
per cent. of valuation is well below the 
average, as are also the appropriations for 
schools in comparison with the total ap- 
propriations. He says that it seems desira- 
ble to make the minimum price of teachers’ 
salaries, such that home candidates in 
other qualifications, will be brought into 
competition with outside teachers, who are 
well qualified. In this way only can the 
young women of Braintree, who desire to 
become teachers be induced to acquire 
those qualifications as teachers, which are 
for the best interests of our schools. He 
says also that he believes that there should 
be a provision for increase of salary, by 
graduation, to an ordinary maximum, say 
$460.00 for the present, which should 
depend upon successful and satisfactory 
experience. This would be an inducement 
and also a slight recognition for successful 
teachers whom we should desire to retain. 

The superintendent states that the 
management of the finances of the school 
system during the past year has been a 
hard task, owing to the rapid reorganiza- 
tion and change which has taken place in 
the said system. These circumstances 
made it necessary to have the unexpended 
balances of some appropriations reappro- 
priated to supplement other appropriations 
which had fallen short. This was done in 
the last town meeting of Jan. 11. 

As the reorganized system now stands 
there will be probably no great uncertainty 
concerning the appropriations in the future. 
We think the above gives a lucid explana- 
tion of the way iv which the town’s money 
has been spent for the support of the 
schools during the past year. 

SCHOULHOUSES, 

In the March meeting of 1893, a com- 
mittee was appointed to consider the build- 
ing of a pew schoolhouse at East Braintree 
and they finally decided that a new building 
was required for the East and Iron Works 
scholars. They selected the lot known as 
the Jonas Perkins lot on which to erect the 
new builging which was finally completed, 
dedicated and accept ee in November, 1894.

$5,000 was appropriated for improvement 
in the heating, ventilating and sanitary ar- 
rangements of the Pond and Union school- 
houses, the same building committee was 
placed in charge of this work, which was 
completed September 10, 1894. 

Two large furnaces were placed in the 
basements of each building, each furnace 
warming the two rooms directly above it. 
The water closets were placed in the base- 
ment, thus not compelling the pupils to 
pass out of doors at recess time. 

The heating of these buildings has been 
the cause of considerable annoyance and 
trouble, but the Superintendent now feels 
confident that the’systems are all right, and 
that with proper management will do the 
work well and be a great success. 

He goes on to say that during the past 
few years there has been a strong tendency 
in the State to give the children of thinly 
populated and outlying districts, the ad- 
vantage of graded instruction. 

The West street school was closed in 
September, 1893, and the Mayflower Park 
school was closed in September, 1894, 
and transportation provided for the pupils;

SANITATION. 


In regard to sanitation the report says 
that almost all the books, pencils, slates, 
ete., are distributed in such a way to the 
pupils that one pupil has his own set of 
books, etc., entirely to himself nearly all 
the time he isin the public schools; this 
measure prevents in a great extent con- 
tagion from contamination of books, etc. 

Another excellent measure is the ar- 
rangement for preventing the spreading of 
contagious diseases. When a physician 
discovers a contagious disease he is required 
to report the fact immediately to the board 
of health, who must not only quarantine 
the home, but must report the case to the 
Superintendent, and the Superintendent 
immediately sends the notice to the princi- 
pals of the schools which are attended by 
children of the section of the town where 
the disease has been discovered, the princi- 
pals then determine to what extent con- 
tagion has been made possible in the 
schools and make provision for preventing 
it in the future. 

Constant watch is kept on the health of 
the pupils by the teachers, and scholars are 
sent home on the first symptoms of disease. 
The efficiency of this system has been 
tested during this winter so far, by the 
absence of any epidemic or alarming spread 
of disease among the children, while neigh- 
boring towns have been obliged to close 
some of their schools on accountof the 
prevalence of the disease. 

There is room for improvement in this 
system in two places, the physician should 
be obliged to report direct to the superin- 
tendent and a duplicate copy of the report 
sent to the Board of Health, also if the 
physician was required to report a case as 
soon as the first symptoms indicate a con- 
tagious disease, it would be better. These 
measures would greatly aid in the sup- 
pression of the spread of disease.

must bear in mind that any town of the 
size of Braintree must establish and main- 
tain a High school, so reads the law and 
there is no deviation from it in any. partic- 
ular. Therefore, this being so, what shall 
be the work of the High school ? Measur- 
ing the work of this High school as that of 
others, by fitting for college. We have, 
first: does the High school fit for college ? 
How long does it take for a pupil of 
ordinary intelligence to fit for college 
by preparing for the Academy at 
the High school and then completing 
his course at the Academy? Does the 
High school now fit for the normal or 
scientific schools ? Could the High school 
now fit for college if the pupils were given 
a four years’ course? Ifa pupil does not 
wish to enter the Academy or take a busi- 
ness course, at the High school, what can 
the High school prepare him for, or fit bim 
to do ? 

While Mr. Horne’s report touches fully 
nearly all, if not all of these questions, it 
does dot answer definitely any one of them. 

As Mr. Horne says the Academy being 
a private school, the management of that 
institution have more authority and liberty 
to change their course of study than the 
schoo] committee have to change the course 
at the High school. Still the Academy is 
under no obligations to do this and 
probably will net make any radical 
change in their course of instruction, 
neither is it probable that they will make 
any arrangement to accommodate pupils of 
the High schoo! in their labggatories and 
gymnasiums, whe are taking a course at 
the High school. This report will be con- 
cluded in our next issue, togethér with a 
review of the report of the principal! of the 
High school.

The former is liable to 
be removed from the box for good and 
all. The driver of the cart may continue 
to urge on his wild career, though he 
destroys several citizens in the course of 
the year.—London Spectator.

Congress Has Plenty to Do From Now 
Until Adjournment. 


APPROPRIATION BILLS COME FIRST 


With a Possible Debate on the 
Financial Question. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—There is begin- 
ning to be a slight uneasiness on the Dem- 
ocratic side of the senate that some of the 
jappropriation bills may fail. 

There remains only 12 working days of 
the session, and four of the most import- 

nt of these bills are still entirely uncon- 
fidered in the senate. These are the 
Indian, the sundry civil, the legislative 
and the general deficiency bills, each of 
them considered as more likely to afford 
ground for debate than any of the ap- 
propriation bills which have already re 
ceived attention. 

This anxiety is not yet, however, very 
pronounced. It would be more marked 
but for the fact that itis generally be 
lieved that the Republicans are sincere in 
their protestations that they do not desire 
to prolong debate sufficiently to cause the 
failure of any of the bills and thereby 
render themselves amenable to the charge 
of making an excuse for an extra session. 
|} The Democratic managers expect to gain 
considerable time by moving at an early 
day for 11 o’clock sessions, and folléwing 


| this soon by prolonging the daily sessions 


into night. hey had expected not to 
‘press the question of 11 o’clock sessions 
until the sundry civil bill should be taken 
up, but whea they reached that decision 
they had supposed that they would be 
able to dispose of the postoffice, the In- 
dian and the agricultural bills lasp week. 

Instead, they succeeded only in passing 
the postoffice bill and in having the agri- 
‘cultural bill still only partially consid- 
ered and the Indian bill untouched. If 
it becomes apparent that the Indian bill 
will require time proportionate to that 
put in on the postoffive bill or District of 
Columbia bill, the motion for earlier 
meetings, which is already pending, will 
be pressed early in the week. 

‘Lhe agricultural bill will be disposed of 
today, and afier that is out of the wsy the 
sundry civil bill will be taken up. The 
sundry civil bill has not been reported 
from the committee, but it is hoped that 
it will be reported this afternoon; cer- 
tuinly it will be before the Indian bill can 


| be gotten out of the way, so that there is 
| no prospect of the senate’s finding itself 


Without an appropriation measure to pro- 
ceed with. 
Other Matters Shelved. 

There is very little prospect for much 
consideration of any other subject, and 
the probabilities for any general legisla- 
tion such as thac proposed in the pooling, 
the territorial admission, Pacific railroad, 
navy personnel and bankruptcy bills are 
growing smaller and smaller every day. 
‘There will be a strong effort to get up and 


| dispose of the pooling bill, but there will 


be determined opposition and some of its 
best friencs are growing discouraged over 
the prospects. 

‘The probabilities for the week also in- 
clude a cursory discussion of the terrt- 
torial bills, but the prospects are all 
against their passage. ‘There are several 
financial bills and resolutions which may 
be called up, and the rules of the senate 
permit such latitude of debate that a finan- 
cial speech may be injected at any time 
and regardless of the measure on hand. 

There is still oceasional reference to the 
argument which came so near being com- 
pleted Thursday last for a two days’ de- 


| bate at the beginning of the week on the 


Jones bill with a vote at the close, and the 
matter may be revived with or without 
unanimous consent.

PEABODY IS HONORED 


Hund-sth Anniversary of His Birth 
Celebrated In Many Places. 


HIS NATIVE TOWN “DRESSES UP” 


And Pays Tribute to Her Illus- 
trious Benefactor. 


Peasopy, Mass., Feb. 19.—The celebra- 
tion of the centennial anniversary of the) 
birthday of George Peabody, the London} 
banker, philanthropist, benefactor and 
memorable citizen, was observed in this, 
his native town, with appropriate cere- 
monies. It was not, however, a strictly 
local observance, for cablegrams from 
Queen Victoria and the Duke of Devon- 
shire, chairman of the Peabody donation 
fund, to which Mr. Peabody contributed 
$2,500,000 for the establishment of homes | 
for the deserving poor of London, gave it 
& touch of international character. 

Thefbusiness part of the town was ap 
propriately decorated, and several] private 
residences were also adorned for the occa- 
sion. Flags and bunting floated from all 
the public buildings, and business was 
suspended. Bells were rung for an hour, 
beginning at sunrise. 

Early in the day guests began to arrive, | 
and when the afternoon meeting was} 
called to erder distinguished citizens from | 
many sections of Massachusetts and else- 
where were present. President Cleve 
land was represented by Collector War- 
ren of the port of Boston, while among} 
the civic dignitaries were Governor Green- 
halge and staff, Lieutenant Governor 
Wolcott, E F. Southwick of the govern- 
or’s council; Professor Marsh, Yale uni-} 
versity; Professor Osborne, Massachusetts | 
Institute of Technology, and Mr. Meyer, | 
speaker of the Massachusetts house of rep- 
resentatives. |

City of Quincy Before Committee 


of the Legislature, 


A BILL HAS BEEN DRAFTED, 


But Action Will be Delayed Until 
City Council Passes Upon It 


A score or more of city officials and 
representative citizens attended this morn- 
ing the hearing at the State House by the 
Committee on Drainage of the petition of 
the Mayor of Quincy for an act to authorize 
the city of Quincy to construct a system of 
sewerage. 

Among these were Mayor Hodges, City 
Solicitor Blackmur, Councilmen Rice, 
Pinkham and Hayden, Representative 
Hammond, H. T. Whitman, Senator Dar- 
ling, ex-mayor Fairbanks, ex-Senator Mer- 
rill, ex-Representatives Federhen and Gra- 
ham, F. C. Pope, John A. Duggan, Frank 
E. Hall, the city editor of the LEDGER 
and others, 

Representative Hammond introduced City 
Solicitor Blackmur. He said the city hada 
population of from 20,000 to 24,000, and an 
area of 6,400 acres. The water supply 
furnished 263,000,000 gallons of water per 
year, and there were sewers of no kind for 
its disposal. 

Sewerage had been agitated since 1882, 
and plans had been prepared. The outlet 
seemed to be the problem. When it was 
learned that Hyde Park and Milton con- 
templated entering the Boston system it 
offered a solution for Quincy. 

At the last moment Quincy was incor- 
porated in the bill of the above towns now 
pending. An independent bill for Quincy 
had also been drafted, which proposes to 
collect. the sewerage near Sailors’ Home 
and pump it into the Boston system at 
Squantum, 

Mr. Blackmur understood that Boston 
would offer no obj-ctions to entering. 
Quincy was absolutely in need of a sewer 
system. The city was growing rapidly and 
the water mains were being extended. 

Ex-Mayor Fairbanks saw that the bill 
provided for a 20-year loan. He would 
advocate a 30-year loan, 

Mayor Hodges also favored a 30 year 
loan. 

Councilman Rice said the Committee on 
Sewers of the Council were unanimous for 
a system, and also for the Squantum outlet. 

Councilman Phillips desired an opinion 
from H. T. Whitman on the proposed 
plan. 

Mr. Whitman said the plan presented no 
engineering difficulties. He thought the 
Blake plan for outfall at Nut Island should 
not be abandoned until negotiations could 
be made with Boston, The bill to enter at 
Squantum should be permissive. The 
general plan had been well developed in 
the past and was substantially the same. 

Mayor Hodges believed there was no 
objection in Quincy to a sewer system. 
People felt that they had got to have it. 
The only question was as to outlet, and 
that at Squantum seemed the best yet con- 
sidered. 

* H. M. Federhen thought as no one had 
seen the proposed bill, that it could not 
be intelligently discussed. The city had 
prepared extensive pians for outlet at Nut 
Island. There was a question if the rental 
to Boston would not be more expensive 
than the Nut Island plan. 

City Solicitor,Blackmur further explained 
the haste in getting the bill in, and realized 
that it must first have the approval of the 
City Council. He thought it could be put 
through the City Council in three weeks. 

For this purpose the hearing was ad- 
journed until Monday, March 11. 

The sewerage bill as drafted will be pub- 
lished in the Dairy LEepGER tomorrow. 
It isa very important matter involving a 
large expenditure, and should receive care- 
ful serntiny.

| LEARNING LESSONS. 


GAINING KNOWLEDGE IN THE SCHOOL 
OF STRIKES. 


Some Things Made Clear to the Logical 
Mind by the Brooklyn Trolley War—A 
Strike Is War, and Men Should Know 
What It Means Before Going In. 


‘Lessons of the strike” are once 
more in order. This time it was the 
Brooklyn strike that taught us The 
first thing clearly proved by the trolley 
strike was that Carroll D. Wright, Con- 
gressman McGann and some other 
prophesying gentlemen made mistakes 
when they assured us that ‘‘the era of 
labor strikes is past.’’ The labor com- 
missioner’s prophecy had already been 
knocked over by the A. R. U. strike and 
a hundred lesser strikes It was after 
the A. R. U. strike and partially be- 
cause of it that the congressman made 
his prediction. The A. R. U. strike was 
the most extensive ever had in this 
country, and the trolley strike in Brook- 
lyn takes first rank among labor strug- 
gies confined to one industry or a limit- 
ed territory. AsI told Mr. Wright 18 
months ago that he was in error in his 
prophecy, I want to tell him now that 
the big strike is yet in the future, how 
far in the future will depend upon cir- 
cumstances. 


The next lesson learned from the 
Brooklyn strike relates to that widely 
sung, tenderly nurtured, vacillating, 
empty nothing known as ‘‘publio senti- 
ment.’’ In times of trouble between 
capitalists and laborers a certain class of 
newspapers ring the changes on ‘‘the 
force of public sentiment,’’ and sleek 
plutocrats and lunkheads who don’t 
know anything about the points at issue 
go about mouthing ‘‘publicsentiment,”’ 
“public sentiment.’? Here was a case 
where everybody realized that the ‘‘pub- 
lic sentiment’’ of not only the commn- 
nity affected, but of the whole country, 
was overwhelmingly favorable to the 
demands of the strikers. The officials of 
the trolley companies of Brooklyn were 
aware that the citizens generally look- 
ed upon them as in the wrong, as cruel 
taskmasters who were not willing to 


concede the reasonable requests of their 


employees. The people made their ‘‘sen- 
timents’’ known, too, through the news- 
papers, from pulpit and platform and 
upon the corners. Municipal officials 
were outspoken, officially and otherwise, 
in sympathy for the strikers What did 
all this amount to? 


Ten thousand times I have read or 
heard it said that ‘‘workingmen cannot 
win in their contests unless they have 
public sentiment with them,” and J 
understood from that, as it was intend- 
ed to be understood, that if public sen- 
timent was with them they could and 
would win, their demands, of course, be- 


| ing reasonable. Twelve times have the 
| swallows come and gone since I took 


any stock in that platitude, but I know 
some folks who believed in it up toa 
few weeks:ago. I haven't heard from 
them since the Brooklyn strike took 
place. I don’t want to be understood as 
advocating a course that will put the 


good reasons for the course, but I state 
it emphatically, as the result of years of 
experience and close study of the ques- 
tion, that a labor organization which 
goes into a strike handicapped by a de- 
termination to hold ‘public sentiment”’ 
at any cost is controlled by foola When 
it gets out, it would do well to burn its 
charter, hang up sume suitable mottoes 
aud start a kindergarten.

MANUFACTURING BRAINS. 


{imbecile Children and How They Are Im- 
proved Mentally. 

The education of the imbecile is eve 
requiring an infinite number of repeti- 
tions of a message, which at the outset 
must be unusually sharp and clear and 
unconfusing. If itis the sight and hear- 
ing which are to be improved, the pupil 
is placed in a dark room, and into its 
darkness a single ray of bright light is 
admitted. And when this startling and 
antithetical phenomenon has caught and 
riveted the child’s attention, by repeti- 
tion, a slide is passed through the beam 
of light, with sharply defined forms 
painted or engraved upon it—simple 
forms, too, such as the square or tri- 
angle or star. Then the names of these 
figures are clearly and distinctly and re- 
peateaiy pronounced, the name sounded 
each time the object is exhibited. 

This is an example of the necessi‘ies 
of an extreme case—a very apathetic 
and unobservant child. Usually it will 
be sufficient to exhibit objects by lifting 
them from the table and simultaneously 
telling their names. This must be done 
over and over again until the nerve 
fibers and brain cells are stimulated in- 
to readier action and developed into full- 
er and more perfect performances of nor- 
ma! functions. 

The imbecile child’s brain is improved 
in the same way as the biceps muscles 
are more and more enlarged. This is 
done by the repeated use of small dumb- 
bells at first and then by the gradual 
substitution of heavier and heavier 
weights. 

The tenure of human life is so short 
that all that can be done for such ex- 
treme types is to entbrone the disen- 
throned moral sense. It would require 
an eternity to tone up the five physical 
senses. Nervous idiots are much more 
promising pupils and show remarkable 
mental improvement ina short time. 
But the physical senses are always im- 
proved with the improvement of the 
moral sense. A child who has been 
taught how not to be an animal indoors 
will have more appreciation of color, 
and a child who has learned not to cry 
and scream on the slightest pretext will 
have a far better regulated sense of 
touch, smell and hearing.—New York 
Advertiser.

Kansas and Suffrage. 

Mrs. Susan M. Thurston of Topeka 
has tabulated the returns from 71 coun- 
ties of Kansas, covering 714 precincts, 
from tally sheets showing the vote of 
the four parties. They cover a vote for 
Republicans of 64,737; of Populists, 
48,585; of Democrats, 10,678; of Pro- 
hibitionists, 2,485; total, 126,485. Of 
votes cast for the amendment, Repub- 
licans gave 8814 per cent of their num- 
ber; Populists, 54 per cent; Democrats, 
14 per cent, and Prohibitionists, 88 per 
cent. Of silent votes (not cast either 
way), Republicans gave 22 per cent; 
Populists, 22 per cent; Democrats, 28 
per cent; Prohibitionists, 24 per cent. 
Had the silent votes been given for the 
amendment, it would have been carried 
by a large majority.

Freshen up the old chairs and tables 
by the use of enamel paints or by furni- 
ture polish.

His Silver Bill Won't Be Voted Upon 
by the Senate. 


EXTRA SESSION WILL BE AVOIDED 


By Pushing Ahead on Impor- 
tant Pending Measures. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—At ¥ o'clock last 
night the senate adjourned after a de- 
termined but fruitless effort on the part 
of the silver men, led by, Mr. Jones (Dem., 
Ark.), to pass the bill for the unrestricted 
colnage of silver. 

Mr. Jones himself made the motion to 
adjourn after it had been made evident 
that a voting quorum of senators could 
not be held in the senate chamber for an 
all-night struggle. 

One of the surprises immediately pre- 
ceding the adjournment was a resolution 
submitted by Mr. Wolcott of Colorado, 
one of the most active leaders, declaring 
that while the welfare of the country re- | 
quired the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, yet in view of the near ad- 
journment of congress and the pressing 
demand of appropriation bills, it was inex- 
pedient to enter upon the consideration of 
the silver bill at the present session of 
congress. No action was taken on the 
resolution, but it was regarded as signifi- 
cantly foreshadowing the course of the 
silver bill when it comes up again. 

Mr. Vilas of Wisconsin took the floor 
forfour hours in a carefully prepared 
speech defending the administration for 
the recent bond contract. 

Mr. Jones appealed to the opposition to 
| 


fix atime for a vote today, but no agree- 
ment could be reached. At 8 o'clock the 
senate business was brought to a complete 
standstill by the failure to secure a quo- 
rum on Mr. Aldrich’s motion to go into 
executive session. 

From that time until adjournment 
vain efforts were made to secure a voting 
quorum. Although a quorum was pres- 
ent most of the time, many senators 
refused to vote. ‘This tedious process con- 
tinued until 9 o'clock, when Mr. Jones 
reluctantly yielded, and the long session | 
closed. 

A Decisive Setback, 

The one day devoted to that bill showed 
conclusively that no amount of pressure 
would bring about a vote, and that if the 
silver bill was kept before the senate it 
would resultin defeating the appropria- 
tion bills and force an extra session. 

The silver men feel that they have 
shown their strength, and believe that 
they have gained a substantial victory in 
securing the promise of a vote upon the 
resolution presented by Mr. Wolcott, de- 
claring the sense of the senate. Although 
the agreement was not entered into in the 
senate, all the senators present who were 
opposing the resolution agreed privately 
that a vote should be had on the resolu- 
tion today. 

It will probably be debated somewhat, 
and senators will briefly express their 
views. Itis possible to prevent a vote if 
those who were not partics tothe private 
agreement should decide to oppose it, as 
there was no unanimous consent asked or 
given in the senate. The Republicans 
who agreed that there should be a vote 
included Senators Aldrich, Platt, Chand- 
ler and Quay, as well as the silver leaders 
onthe Republican side, while Senators 
Cockrell, Blackburn and Jones of the 
Democratic senators agreed to the proposi- 
tion. 

The opponents of the Jones bill present 
said they were willing there should bea 
yote on the declaratory resolution pre- 
sented by Mr. Wolcott, and itis believed 
that this private agreement will be ad- 
hered toin the senate. This ends the sil- 
ver fight for this session, and the appro- 
priation bill will monopolize the remain- 
der of the season, with perhaps some time 
devoted to the bankruptcy bill and pool- 
ing bill. 

The Income Tax. 

Following is the full text of the joint 
resolution concerning the income tax 
law, as finally agreed to yesterday by both 
houses of congress: 

That the time fixed by existing law for the 
rendering of income returns, to wit: On or be- 
fore the first Monday in March of every year 
(section 35, act J, Aug. 28, 1504; and section 3173, 
revised statutes as amended by section 34 of 
that act),is hereby extended with reference 
only to returns of income for the year 134, 
go that it shall be Jawful to make such returns 
for the year on or before April 15, 1895, 

Resolved, That in computing incomes under 
said act, the amount necessarily pa‘d for fire 
insurance premiums and for ordinary repairs 
shall be deducted. 

Resolved, ‘Ibat in computing incomes under 
said act, the amount received as dividends 
upon the stock of any corporation, company 
or association shall not be included in case 
puch dividends are also liable to the tax of 3 
per cent upon the net profits of such corpor- 
gtion, company or association, although such 
tax may not have been actua ly paid by said 
corporation, company OF &ss0 jation at the 
time of making returns by the person, corpo- 
ration, con} yor association receiving such 
dividends, and returns or reports of the names 
and salaries of employes shall not be reaguired 
from employers unless cal ed for by the col- 
lector in oider to verify returns of employer.

Tue GROWTH OF 
MANUAL TRAINING. 


Grace H. Dodge in a communication to 
the New York Advertiser says: 

“The time has passed when manual 
training is questioned in educational circles 
It is accepted, and the only problem is, 
How can it be extensively introduced ? 
Inventions for reducing expense and mak- 
ing work more practical have multiplied, 
and now the matter can be urged as never 
before. This has its twofold aspect, the 
one based on the social conditions and 
needs of modern life, which claim that 
every boy and gir) sha!l learn to use hands 
and eyes, to be trained in the use of tools, 
as well as to sew, cook and take responsi- 
bilities at home; the other, which is more 
important, the psychological, asserting 
that the mind of the child requires at every 
stage of its development the practical ex- 
ercises afforded by contact with clay, paper, 
cloth, wood and iron in the various proces- 
ses of modeling, drawing and construction. 

* A college president defines the value of 
this education thus: ‘In manual training 
there are no rules, no facts to be remem- 
bered. There can be no rote work. The 


|pupil can deceive neither himself nor bis 


teacher. His work, not his words, is the 
sole test of the truth of his thoughts. If 
true, it needs no proof; if false, it is false 
on its face. This training and exactness, 
order, precision and power to think, to 
judge, to execute, training in truth and 
honest with self—this is manual training.”

INFLUENTIAL CITIZENS 


Unite In Signing au Appeal In Behalf ef 
a Suffering Have. 

BesToy, Feb. 20.--A paiphlet, contain- 
ing the many letters relating to the Ar- 
menian massacres published in the press 
during the past few months, will shortly 
be issued. The following preface will 
appear, signed by Governor Greenhalge, 
ex-Governor Russell, Rev. E E. Hale and 
other prominent citizens: 

We, the undersigned, by examination and 
comparison, have satisfied ourselves that the 
following statements are verbatim reports 
written under the dates which they bear by 
American citizens who have spent from 6 to 
8) years in eastern Turkey. We have examined 
also the fact that they are written from six 
different cities from 100 to 200 miles apart, but 
forming a circle about the center in which the 
massacres occurred. 

For personal safety of the writers the names 
of the places cannot now be made public. 
They are independent reports from a country 
where refugees and returned soldiers of the 
sultan speak of what they know. We have the 
utmost confidence in these statements, and re 
gard them worthy the belief of all men. 

In the name of a suffering humanity we urge 
the careful perusal of these statements and 
rewommend that all readers take measures to 
make the indignation of an outraged Christian 
world effectually felt. We deprecate revolu- 
tion among these helpless Turkish subjects, 
but bespeak cordial oo-operation in bringing to 
bear on Turkey the force of the righteous con- 
demnation of our 70,0.0,000 of people.

QUINCY SEWERACE BILL. 


THE MOST IMPORTANT MATTER NOW 
BEFORE THE CITY — DEVELOPMENT 
AND HEALTH OF QUINCY DEPENDS 
UPON IT—A LARGE EXPENDITURE IN- 


VOLVED. 


SEcTION 1. The city of Quincy is 
hereby authorized to adopt and con- 
struct from time to time a system or 
systems of sewerage and sewage dis- 
posal, substantially in accordance with 
general plans which may be adopted 
by the city council of said city and ap- 
proved by the state board of health; 
and is authorized to connect all or any 
of said systems of sewerage with the 
sewers or sewerage system or systems 
of the city of Boston, town of Hyde 
Park, town of Milton, or of the Metro- 
politan district for the purpose of 
disposing of sewage through the 
same; and is authorized to make con- 
tracts with said city, town or district, 
for that purpose. 

The exclusive authority to construct, 
lay, maintain, repair, alter and operate 
all sewers and drains embraced within 
such system or systems, and such other 
works as may be required to be con- 
structed, maintained and operated for 
a system of sewage disposal for said 
city, shall be vested in a board of sew- 
erage commissioners to be appointed 
as hereinafter provided; 


time to time, whenever any section of 
said system or systems 
and put in successful operation, shall 
upon reguest of the mayor transfer 
the management, operation and control 
of the same to the commissioner of 
public works of said city and thereafter 


said commissioner shall have exclusive | 


authority to maintain, repair, alter and 
operate such section; and provided, 


further, that whenever said system or} 


systems shall be substantially com- 
pleted and put in successful operation 
said commissioners upon written re- 
quest of the mayor, shall transfer the 
same to said commissioner of public 
works; and thereupon the powers of 
said board of sewerage commissioners 
shall cease and all of its powers shall 
be vested in and all of its duties im- 
posed upon said commissioner of pub- 
lic works, Said commissioners shall 
make all contracts for the above pur- 
poses in the name and behalf of the 
city, but no contract shall be made by 
them which involves the expenditure 
of money not already appropriated for 
the purpose by the municipal govern- 
ment of said Quincy. 

Sect. 2. Said board shall consist of 
three commissioners, who shall be cit- 
izens of said city and shall be ap- 
pointed by the mayor as soon as_prac- 
ticable after this act shall have been 
accepted by the citizens of said city as 
hereinafter provided; they shall hold 
their offices respectively until the ex- 
piration of one, two and three years 
from the first Monday of the February 
next preceding their appointment, and 
until their respective successors have 
been appointed and qualified, unless 
they shall sooner resign or be removed 
for cause as hereinafter provided; and 
thereafter in January in each succeed- 
ing municipal year one person shall be 
so appointed a member of said board, 
who shall hold office for three years 
from the first Monday of the February 
next ensuing, and until his successor 
has been appointed and qualified, 


unless his duties are sooner terminated | 


as hereinafter provided. Appoint- 
ments to fill vacancies which may 
occur by death, resignation or other- 
wise shall be made without delay by 
the mayor, and he may remove any 
sewerage commissioner from office for 
the causes and in the manner pro- 
vided in Section 27 of Chapter 347 of 
the acts of the year 1888. Said com- 
missioner shall have such office room 
and clerical assistance and shall re- 
ceive such compensation as the city 
council from time to time may deter- 
mine. 

Sect. 3. Said board of 
sioners, acting in behalf of the city, 
shall have full power to take by pur- 
chase or otherwise for the purposes 


-| aforesaid any lands, flats, water rights, | 


rights of way or easements in said city 
necessary for the establishment of 
such system or systems of sewerage 
and sewage disposal, and for main 
drains and common sewers, if any, not 
included in such system or systems, 
together with the outlet or outlets for 
the discharge of the sewage into tide 
water, and the connections therewith; 
and may divert streams or water- 
courses, may construct sewers under or 
over any watercourse, street, bridge, 
embankment, railroad, highway ‘or 
other way, in such manner as not un- 
necessarily to obstruct the same, and 
may enter upon and dig up any private 
jand or street for the purposes of lay- 
ing such sewers beneath the surface 
thereof and of maintaining and _re- 
pairing the same, and may do any

other thing necessary or proper in 
executing the purposes of this act. 
Secr. 4. Said board shall, within 
thirty days after its selection of any 
lands, flats, water rights, rights of way, 
easements or other property to be pur- 
chased or taken under this act, file or 
cause to be recorded in the Registry of 
Deeds for Norfolk county a description 
thereof sufficiently accurate for identi- 
lication, with a statement of the pur- 
pose for which the same is taken or 
purchased, which description and state- 
ment shall be signed by said commis- 
sioners, and the fee or title of the land 
or property so taken or purchased shal] 
thereupon vest in the city of Quincy; 
and the date of such filing or recording 
; Shall be deemed the date of the taking. 
| Said city shall be liable to pay all dam- 
ages that shall be sustained by any 
person or corporation by reason of said 
taking; such damages to be ascertained 
and determined in the manner pro- 
| vided in the general laws in regard to 
| ascertaining and determining damages 
in case of the laying out, altering or 
| discontinuing the highways. 
Sect. 5. In every case of a peti- 
tion for the assessment of damages or 
for a jury, said city may at any time 
file an offer in writing with the other 
papers in the case, to pay the petitioner 
a sum therein specified as damages, 
jand if he does uot accept the same 
within ten days after notice of sueh 
offer, and does not finally recover a 
| greater sum than the offer, not includ- 
ing interest from the date of the offer 
on the sum so recovered, the city ghall 
recover costs from said date, and the 
| petitioner if he recover damages shall 
| be entitled to costs only to the date of 
the offer. 

Sect. 6. Said city shall, in respect 
to all work and structures in tide 
| water below high water mark, be sub- 
| ject to the provisions of Chapter 19 of 
; the Public Statutes and of all acts in 
| amendment thereof, so far as the same 
| are applicable to the subject matter of 
| this act. 


| 


Sect. 7. Said board shall make a 
| Semi-annual.report of its proceedings 
jand expenditures to the city council, 
jand shall make further reports when 
| requested so to do by the city council. 
| Said commissioners shall cause to be 
;made and retained in their office, at 
| the expense of the city, complete plans 
and descriptions of all sewers and 
drains composing said system or sys- 
|tems or otherwise belonging to the 
\city, and shall keep a true record of 
ithe charges of making and repairing 
| the same and of all assessments there- 
| for. 

| SeEcr. 8. Said city shall bear the 
| cost of any pumping station or stations 
jand the appliances necessary therefor 
| included in said system or systems of 
|sewerage and sewage disposal, but in 
}case such costs amounts to less than 
| one-third of the total cost of said sys- 
| tem or systems said city shall further 
|pay and contribute such additional 
sum as may be needed to make the 
| total payment borne by the city equal 
{to one-third of such total cost. The 
| remaining cost of said system or sys- 
tems shall be borne by the owners of 
estates situated within the territory 
embraced by it and benefited thereby, 
but no estate shall be deemed to be 
benefited unless or until a sewer is 
constructed into which it can be 
drained, The owners of such estates 
shall be assessed by said commissioners 
their proportional narts respectively of 
such portion of the total cost of said 
|system or systems as is not borne by 
the city as above*provided; such pro- 
portional parts shall be based upon 
the estimated average cost of all the 
| sewers composing said system or sys- 
tems, and shall be assessed by a fixed 
uniform rate according to the frontage 
of such estates on any street or way in 
which a sewer is constructed, or ac- 
pace to the area of such estate 
| within a fixed depth from such street 
| or way, according to both frontage and 
jarea; and every such owner shall 
within three months after written 
|notice of such assessment, served on 
him or on the occupant of his estate or 
sent by mail to the last address of said 
owner known to said commissioners, 
pay the sum so assessed to the city 
treasurer; provided, that said board 
| shall, on the written request of any 
such owner made within said three 
| months, apportion such assessment in- 
to such number of equal parts or in- 
istalments, not exceeding ten, as said 
| owners shall state in such request, and 
|they shall certify such apportionment 
|to the assessors; interest from the 
| date of said apportionment at the rate 
‘of five per cent. per annum shall be 


added to each of said assessments until 
they are paid, and one of said parts 
shall be added by the assessors to the 
annual tax on such estates for each 
year next ensuing until all said parts 
have been so added, unless sooner 
paid as hereinafter provided; and 
provided, further, that nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to pre- 
vent the payment at any time in one 
payment, notwithstanding its prior ap- 
portionment, of any balance of said 
assessments then remaining unpaid, 
but interest on such balance at the rate 
of five per cent. per annum shall be 
paid to the date of such payment, and 
thereupon the city treasurer shall re- 
ceive the same and shall certify such 
payment or payments to the assessors, 
who shall preserve a record thereof. 
In cases of corner lots and lots abut- 
ting on more than one sewered street, 
the same area shall not be assessd 
more than once. No assessment shall 
be made with respect to any estate 
until it can be drained by a sewer. 
When a sewer has been built running 
through land other than a street, no 
assessment shall be made as to said 
land abutting on said sewer until that 
part thereof occupied by the sewer 
shall have been laid out as a street. 

SEcT. 9. An assessment made un- 
der section eight shall constitute a lien 
upon the estate, which shall continue 
for three years after it is made and 
notice served as above provided, or, in 
case of apportionment, until the ex- 
piration of two years from the time 
the last instalment is committed to the 
collector; and said assessment together 
with interest at the rate of five per 
centum per annum may, with inci- 
dental costs and expenses, be levied by 
sale of such estate or so much thereof 
as shall be sufficient to discharge the 
assessment and intervening charges, 
if the assessment is not paid within 
three months after service of said no- 
tice, or, if apportioned, within three 
months after any part has become due. 
Such sale and all proceedings con- 
nected therewith shall be conducted in 
the Same manner as sales for the pay- 
ment of taxes; and real estate so sold 
may be redeemed the same as if sold 
for the non-payment of taxes and in 
the same manner. Such assessment 
or parts thereof may also be collected 
by an action of contract in the name of 
the city of Quincy against the owner 
of said estate, brought at any time 
within three years after the same has 
become due.

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THE PUBLIC INVITED. 


To Inepect the Enlarged Power Station 
of the Q. & B. Street Railway. 

There is probably no better equipped 
power station than that of the Quincy & 
Boston street railway at Quincy. 

Recently the station has been enlarged 
to twice its original size and new boilers, 
engines and generators have been added so 
that they are now enabled to furnish power 
in abundance. 

The building used asa power house is 
the old boiler works building, in the rear 
of which has been built an addition of 
brick in which are located three large 
boilers which generate the steam. 

The engines and generators are in the 
main building in a room 60x90 feet. 

The engines consist of a high speed 350 
horse-power Ball, and a high speed 350 
horse power Corliss, the two furnishing 
700 horse power. 

These engines drive three generators of 
the General Electric pattern, two of which 
are of 200 horse-power each, and one of 
300 horse-power, making a total strength 
of 700 horse power. 

From the generators the current passes 
through a bandsome and costly switch 
board, mounted on slate, upon which are 
the many delicate and costly instruments 
used in measuring and controlling the 
powerfu) current. 

From the swith board feed lines run to a 
switch board at the car bouse by means of 
which the current can be shut off from 
any part of the trolley wires at will. 

This is a very important factor in case of 
a vonflagation or a break in the trolley 
line in any part of the city. 

Beside the switch board, there are nu- 
merous delicate instruments for controlling 
and measuring the steam and vacuum in 
the engines. 

Everything about the station is as neat 
as wax and the polished work on the en- 
gines, generators and switch board shines 
like a gold dollar. 

Mr. George P. Eaton is chief engineer at 
the station and he is ably assisted by Mr. 
D. M. Kidder, who is also a trusted and 
competent engineer. 

In and about the building are 60 sixteen- 
candle power incandescent lamps, so that 
at night it isas light as day in the build- 
ing. Anewsteam whistle has also been 
placed recently on the building which will 
sound the fire alarm. 

There are glso 4 lines of fire hose in the 
building connected with a powerful pump. 

The Quincy & Boston street railway feel 
justly proud of their power station and 
Superintendent Weeks has decided to throw 
the station open to the public for inspec- 
tion on Friday and Saturday, upon which 
days everything will be running.

THE GOLDEN KEY. 


Startling Proof That It Will Unlock the 
Gate to English Society. 

It is now pretty generally understood 
both in England and America that a 
golden key will unlock any gate in the 
society of this country. Perhaps the 
most striking demonstration yet made 
was given iast week by some one who 
responded to an advertisement offering 
to introduce a lady into the ‘‘smartest 
eociety in London”’ at terms of £1,000 
ayear. An answer to this vcard was 
made in behalf of a supposed American 
young lady whose parents desired to se- 
sure for her a court presentation, etc. 
The writer said: ‘‘Though not averse 
to these ambitious prospects, she does 
not enter into them with the zeal neces- 
sary to their accomplishment. She is 
fully aware of the disadvantages caused 
by her defective education and lack of 
knowledge of the usages of that society 
of which it is desired she should become 
& member. It is to overcome this that a 
chaperon is needed. This lady must be 
of irreproachable character, high birth 
and capable of introducing the debutante 
into the society of the English upper 
classes as an equal, for the young lady 
referred to is high spirited. 

‘**Considered from the American point 
of view of feminine beauty, she is very 
pretty. I feel it my duty to inform you 
that there is one fearful drawback— 
that is, illegitimacy. Of course this is 
known only to a few, and there is no 
reason on earth why the fact should be 
circulated.’’ 

In reply to this came a letter froma 
lady of title whose name is known 
throughout the world and of the highest 
social position outside of actual royalty. 
Furthermore, it was ascertained that 
there was no doubt of the genuineness 
of her offer.

fon of Massachusetts Who Acl.ieved Dis- 
tinction With Sword and Pen, 

Bostox, Fep. 20.—General John L 
Swift, ex-deputy collector of customs at 
this port, died last evening of heart dis- 
ease. He had been ailing for about two 
weeks. The genera! was 66 years old. 

General Swift was 4 native of Falmouth. 
He came to Boston at the age of 17 and 
had since resided here. At first his mind 
was turned in thedirection of a mercantile 
career, but later he took up the study of 
law at Harvard, and was admitted to the 
bar about 1852. In 1855 he was elected to 
the lower branch of the legislature and re- 
elected in 1857. 

Governot Binks appointed him pilot 
commissioner in 1858, but he resigned at 
the beginning of the war. He was at that 
time lieutenant of the battalion known as 
the Boston Tigers, He, however, enlisted 
early in the rebellion asa private in the 
Thirty-fifth Massachusetts regiment, was 
promoted to a sergeantcy, and later was 
commissioned lieutenant and sent to re- 
cruit a company in Roxbury. From that 
time his rise was rapid, and few achieved 
more brilliant success than he did during 
the war. 

At the close of the rebellion he was hon- 
orably discharged and appointed adjutant 
general of Louisiana, but he resigned to 
accept the post of naval officer at Boston. 
Three times, subseqaently, he was @p- 
pointed deputy collector at Boston, his 
last term ending not long ago, with the 
appointment of Collector Warren. 

General Swift had done considerable 
newspaper work, and was editor of The 
State, a weekly newspaper, from 1885 to 
1857. As . platform orator General Swift 
was puti-ularly well known, and had 
taken wn active part in every campalgn 
since 18.2. He was a member of several 
clubs, of the Loyal Legion, the Harvard 
Law School association and Post 63, 
Grand Army.

He was 
taken to a hospital, where he soon after- 
ward regained consciousness, disclosing 
his identity and acknowledged himself as 
the murderer. He had stabbed himself 
twice and suffered from a compound frac- 
ture of the skull, received in jumping 
froma fire escape after committing the 
crime. He is very weak. 


Cut Rates Not Sustained.

THE FUTURE OF EUROPE. 


Ly Bon, the French Historian, Predicts an 
Oriental Influx. 

The French historian Le Bon in a re- 
cent article predicts that Europe will 
become the seat for despotism and later 
for barbarism and incur the same fate 
as the Byzantine and the Persian em- 
pires. Next the Slavs will destroy the 
old culture, and then Europe will be 
overrun with the orientals, particularly 
the Chinese and the Hindoos. 

According to Professor Le Bon’s 
views, a general European war will be 
succeeded by terrible economic condi- 
tions. The orient is already commenc- 
ing to be the producer for Europe in- 
stead of being the consumer, and Eu- 
rope, in spite of its tariff protection, 
will find it impossible to check the 
flood. India is now exporting its prod- 
uce, which, in spite of transportation 
expenses, is sold at a lower figure than 
the European, and India, provided with 
machinery, is now competing with Eu- 
rope in the manufacturing market. 
China, when its war with Japan is 
over, will follow India’s example. 

When India and China, with their 
enormous deposits of coal, have a mass 
of factories in operation, they will over- 
whelm the European markets with their 
products and place the European work- 
man inthe position where he must ei- 
ther starve to death from lack of work 
or starve on absolutely insufficient 
wages. The oriental workman wil! not, 
as experiercs has shown, desert their 
cheap food—tea and rice—for our lore 
expensive food or European luxuries. 

Professor Le Bon’s views, says Le 
Temps, may be drawn in dark colors, 
but every one familiar with political 
economy must toa certain extent in- 
dorse them. The European markets in 
certain of their branches are now and 
have for some time felt the killing in- 
fluence of economical competition from 
the oriental countries, and when such 
conditions exist now what will they be 
when these countries will be equipped 
witb European machinery and pro- 
ducing its articles with the same facil- 
ity as is now done in Europe? It may 
not come in our time, but a future gen- 
eration will have a difficult problem to 
solve. 
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TELEGRAPHIC TYPEWRITER. 


Novel Method of News Distribution Fol- 
lowed In Paris. 

L’ Agence Havas, the great distributer 
of news at Paris, has introduced recent- 
ly a system of telegraphic typewriters 
which for rapid spreading of informa- 
tion excels anything known. The ma- 
chine was invented as well as perfected 
by an American, Mr. Wright, and, aft- 
er some adaptation necessary for the pe- 
culiar purpose it had to serve, presents 
now the perfection of ap apparatus for 
the news bureau. A typewriter in the 
central station works the machine, and 
all the subscribers receive the identical 
information in less than one-third the 
time required by ordinary telegraphic 
transmission. Absolute accuracy 
guaranteed, the operator sees what he is 
writing, and mutilation or dropping of 
words is impossible. 

The system of news distribution is 
very complicated, but great pains have 
been taken to secure it against any like 
ly interruption of the service. All the 
wiring is through underground cables, 
one cable being allowed for a group of 
15 subscribers, but there are 20 wires 
in each cable, allowing a reserve of five 
wires for each circuit. The machine is 
quite different from the old American 
tickers, in that the paper used is not a 
strip three-quarters of an inch wide, but 
a roll of paper 6'4 inchesin width. The 
principle is that of a typewriter, each 
key of which is connected with a special 
communicator, allowing an electric cur- 
rent to pass through the line, upon 
which are disposed a given number of 
receivers with typewriting attachments, 
but without any clockwork. A type 
reel guided by the current from the cen- 
tral station prints upon a roll of paper 
as in a typewriter. The commutator 
mentioned above is set going by a small 
electric motor receiving its energy from 
a battery of 60 Tudor accumulators. — 
Nature.

END CAME SUDDENLY 


Frederick Douglass Unexpectedly Suc- 
cumbs to Heart Disease. 


FAME ACHIEVED BY OWN EFFORTS 


Was Born In Slavery and Be- 
came a Statesman. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 21.—Frederick Doug- 
lass, the noted freeman, orator and diplo- 
mat, died a few minutes before seven 
o'clock last night at his residence in Ana- 
costa, @ suburb of this city, of heart 
failure. His death was entirely unex- 
pected, as he had been enjoying the best 
of health. 


FREDERICK DOUGLASS 

During the afternoon he attended the 
convention of the women of the United 
States now in progress in this city, and 
chatted with Susan B. Anthony and other 
of the leading members, with whom he 
has been on intimate terms for many 
years. When he returned home he said 
nothing of wny feeling of sickness, though 
he appeared a little exhausted from the 
climb up the steep flight of steps leading 
from the street to the house, which is on a 
high terrace. 

He sat down and chatted with his wife 
about the women at the convention, tell- 
ing of various things that had been said 
and done. Suddenly he gasped, clapped 
his hand to his heart and fell back un- 
conscious. A doctor was-hastily suim- 
moned and arrived within a very few 
moments, but his efforts to revive Mr. 
Douglass were hopeless fronmr the first 
Within 20 minutes after the attack the 
faint motion of the heart ceased entirely 
and the great ex-siave stgtesman was dead. 

Mr. Douglass leaves two sons and a 
daughter, the children of his first pag: 
His second wife, who survives him, was a 
white woman. 


Frederick Douglass was born near 
Easton, Md, in February, 1817. His 
mother was a negro slave and his father 
awhite man. At the age vf 10 he was 


read and write. His master allowed him 
to hire his own time for 33 a week, and he 
was employed in a shipyard 

In September, 1838, he fled from Balti 
more, and made his way to New York 


married and lived for two or three years, 
supp ig himself by day labor on the 
what and in various work shops. 
While there he changed his name to 
Douglass. He had previously been called 
Lloyd, from the name of his old master. 
He was aided in his efforts for self-educa- 
tion by William Lloyd Garrison. 

In the summer of 1841 he attended an 
anti-slavery convention at Nantucket and 
made a speech which was so well received 
that he was offered the agency of the 
Massachusetts Anti-Slavery society. In 
this capacity he traveled and lectured 
through the New England states for four 
years. Large audiences were attracted by 
his graphic descriptions of slavery and his 
eloquent appeals. At this time he pub 
lished his first book, entitled, ‘‘Narrative 
of My Experience in Slavery.” 

In 1845 he went to Europe and lectured | 
on slayery to enthusiastic audiences in 
nearly all of the large towns of Great 
Britain. 

In 1846 his friends in New England 
raised a purse of $750 to purchase his free- 
dom indue form of law. He remained 
two years in Great Britain, and in 1847 be- 
gan at Rochester the publication of 
Frederick Dougiass’ Paper, which title 
he afterwards changed to the North Star. 
In 1855 he published “My Bondage and 
My Freedom.” 

In 1859 the John Brown riots took place 
in Virginia. He was supposed to be im- 
plicated in these, and Governor Wise of 
West Virginia made requisition for his 
arrest upon the governor of Michigan, in 
which state he then was. To avoid diffi- 
culty, Mr. Douglass went to England, 
where he remained for six or eight 
months. He then returned to Rochester

QUR CREDIT IS GOOD 


Increased Confidence In the Financial 
Stability of the Treasury. 


Will Soon Replenish Coffers 
of Uncle Sam. 


York, Feb. 21.—The subscription 
books for the new bonds closed at 10:22 
& m. yesterday. At J. P. Morgan & 
Co.'s applications have been enormous, but 
no figures are yet available. Approxi- 
mately, 16 1s believed that the loan will be 
10 times covered at least. 

Under the terms of the agreement be- 
tween the bond syndicate and the govern- 
ment some $32,500,000 was to have been de- 
posited with the treasury for the home ac- 
count, the rest of the gold required to pay 
for the bonds having to come from abroad. 
That amount of gold had been deposited 
with the treasury up to yesterday morn- 
ing. Yesterday afternoon J. P. Morgan 
made a deposit of $1,123,000 gold at the 
sub-treasury, taking in exchange there- 
for legal tenders. This action was prob 
ably taken to further instill confidence in 
the financial stability of the treasury, and 
is in line with the policy of the syndicate 
to hold the gold reserve at the full limit,

Its Success In London. 
Lonpon, Feb. 21.—The subscription to 
the new United States loan closed at nvon 
here, and the amount agreed to be taken 


there has been covered more than 10 
times. On the stock exchange the bonds 


are known as “New Yankees.” 

The Daily News, in its fluancial article 
this morning, says that the one and only 
event in the city yesterday was the issue 
of the American toan. No official an- 
nouncement was wade of the total appli- 
cations, and the wildest guesses were 
hazarded. We have reasun to believe that 
irrespective of any application from the 
provinces the loan was covered in Londou 
alone nearly 15 times. 

Allotment letters will probably be is- 


sued early this week. Considering the 
huge number of applications, involving 


the temporary lock-up of over £4,000,000, 
itis not surprising that money has been 
scarce, One per cent was freely paid for 
short loans yesterday morning, and al 
though the charge settled douwu tu about 
84 in the afternoon, there was a good de- 
mand throughout the day. 

The Times says that owing to the tem- 
porary lock-up of capital, owing to the 
enormous subscriptions to the American 
loan, a meeting of the discount house has 
been convened. Money will doubtless be 
released as soon as pussible, but as all the 
country applications have uot arrived yet, 
the total amount is unknown A favor 
able impression has been produced by the 
striking success of the loan. 

The Telegraph says it is probable thay 
the loan was subscribed for 20 times over, 
The allotment will, therefore, involve 
much labor, The apportionment of the 
bonds will necessarily extend over several 
days. The result points strongly to the 
belief that the United States of America 
will not be allowed to sink below the 
financial level of European nations. 


The Daily Graphic says: Such interest 
is not offered every day.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning Feb. 24. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 

Toric.—To what has Christ opened you 
eyes?—Acts ix, 1-11, 17-21. 

The topical references record the his- 
tory of the conversion of Saul of Tarsus, 
who was subsequently called Paul the 
Apostle. One feature of Christ’s appear- 
ance to Sanl was that he was stricken 
blind, in which state he remained for 
three days, until God sent Ananias te 
him, through whose good offices, undez 
the blessing of God, ‘‘there fell from his 
eyes as it had been scabs, and he re- 
ceived sight forthwith,’’ but not only 
physical but also spiritual sight. The 
conversion of Saul may be taken as @ 
model, representing to what Christ 
opens our eyes when we are converted. 

1. Christ opens our eyes to a propel 
conception of ourselves. Paul’s first mis- 
take was that he did not see himself a: 
God saw him. He was a Pharisce of 
the strictest kind and had the idea that 
in persecuting Christians he was doing 
God’s will. He did not see the error in 
his heart and life. But Christ opened 
his eyes to sce that and the conscious 
ness of his personal guilt before God 
never left him. One of the first steps in 
conversion is the consciousness of ou? 
personal guilt, and therefore our nee¢ 
of a Saviour. We must be convicted o 
sin before we will turn from it to God. 
This was the case with David when Na 
than pointed out his sin. He saw it an 
cried to God in sorrow and repentance 
The repentant thief on the cross illus 
trates the same fact. He saw his persona 
guilt. ‘‘We indeed justly, for we suff 
the due reward of our deeds.’’ It is the 
same in all cases. 

2. Christ opens our eyes to a prope: 
conception of Himself as the Messiah 
This was another error in Saul’s charac 
ter. Raised as a Jew and as a Pharise: 
he was taught to reject Christ as the 
Messiah. He hirfiself said it was thr 
ignorance that he had persecuted G ; 
people—through ignorance because 
did not believe in Christ as the Messia! 
But when the scales fell from his spirii 
ual sight he also saw Christ as indcec 
the Son of God and was ready to confes: 
Him as such, for he cried, ‘‘Lord, what 
wilt Thou have me todo?’’ The thief o1 
the cross had the same experience. Hi 
was led to see his own guilt and also th: 
true character of Christ. ‘‘ indeec 
justly,’’ he said, confessing his ow: 
guilt, but ‘‘this man’’ (that is, Christ 
“hath done nothing amiss.’’ Chri { 
opens our eyes not only to see ourselves 
but Himself. And when we see Him i: 
the beauty and loveliness of His charac 
ter we cannot but admire Him and «: 
sire to be like Him. 

8. Christ opens our eyes to the dutic: 
resulting from a proper vision of 
selves and Himself. When Paul rec: 
his sight, immediately he arose, 
baptized an ever afterward did the 
of God. Tosee ourselves aright 
Christ aright is not all of Christianity 
Conversion is more than turning fron 
evil. Itis alsoaturning to good. Ws 
must cease to do evil, but we must als: 
learn to do well. Conversion to Christ 
results in Christian duties. Christ open 
our eyes to these duties, and, like Sar 
of Tarsus, we should not hesitate to d 
them. Faith and worksare both neces 
sary to salvation.

POOLING BILL VOTE. 


Democratic Steerers Intend to Have 
It Come Off at Once. 


SUNDAY SESSION WILL BE HELD 


Unless Opponents Are Able 
to Muster Full Forces. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The Democratic 
steering committee of the senate, after 
many postponements, held a meeting yes- 
terday, and decided to recommend to the 
senate that Senator Butler should be per- 
mitted to move at 3 u’clock today for the 
consideration of the pooling bill; that this 
bill should continue to be the unfinished 
business until 12 o’clock Monday, and that 
bk it should not be disposed ef by that 
time it should give place to other 
business, 

The understanding created great inter- 
est among the opponents of the bill as 
soon as it became known, and they im- 
mediately began their propositions to an- 
tagonize, not only the bill itself, but also, 
if possible, prevent its being taken up. 
The program was immediately construed 
into a decision to hold a Sunday session, 
and this fact was made the most of by 
those of the senators who opposed the bill. 

The advocates of the bill did not admit in 
80 many words that their purpose in- 
cluded a Sunday session, but they con- 
fessed that if they should succeed in get- 
ting the bill up they would use their ut- 
most endeavors to have it voted upon 
before the expiration of the time set for its 
consideration, and as this time would in- 
clude only about three hours of the Satur- 
day session and one hour of the Monday 
session they would necessarily have very 
limited time for the bill without either a 
night or a Sunday session. 

Senator Butler’s Determination. 

When Senator Butler (who, as chairman 
of the interstate commerce commission, 
will have charge of the bill in the senate) 
was asked what his purpose was as to a 
Sunday session, he said he did not want to 
be guoted as saying anything that could be 
construed into a threat, and that he would 
only say that he would use his best en- 
deavors to get the bill before the senate, 
and thatif he should succeed in that he 
would continue his exertions in its bebalf 
until & vote could be reached.” 

Mr. Butler further said that he felt con- 
fident of the success of the bill in case a 
vote could be reached, and he believed a 
chiar majority would be shown on the 
vote for consideration. While Senator 
Butler would name no figures, it is under- 
stood that other friends of the bill claim 
that a tinal vote would show that two- 
thirds of the members of the senate favor it. 

The opponents of the bill concede that, 
if & vote should be reached, it would pass, 
but they are determined in declaring that 
it shall not reach the point when the test 
of its strength shall be made. The tactics 
which they will pursue were foreshad- 
owed in Senator Pettigrew’s brief state- 
mentin the senate just prior to adjourn- 
ment last night. 

The feeling is such as to make it clear 
that there will be a very sharp clash when 
the effort is made to take the bill up, and 
the indications are for a period of most de- 
cided parliam:ntary sparring against the 
measure, Which will probably be led by 
Senator Gorman on the Democratic side 
and by Senators Chandler and Aldrich 
among the Republicans. 

Pettigrew Springs It, 

As the session of the senate was about 
to close last night, Mr. Pettigrew gave 
@ decidedly interesting turn to the other- 
wise tedious debate on the Indian appro- 
priation bill. 

It has been discussed for several days, 
and Mr. Call, in charge of the measure, 
sought to secure 4n agreement for a final 
vote today. There were numberous objec 
tions, and among them one from Petti- 
grew, which was emphasized by the brief 
but pointed statement he made. 

It was in the nature of a disclosure that 
a private arrangement had been reached 
among senators whereby the pooling bill 
would be taken up at 8 o'clock this after- 
noon, and held before the senate day and 
night and over Sunday until passed. The 
statement came 80 unexpectedly, and was 
the sequel to such active work throughout 
the day by the friends of the pooling bill, 
that it created something of a sensation 
among the senators and spectators. Mr. 
Pettigrew added to his announcement 
that he would take effective steps to defeat 
the passage of the pooling bill by object 
ing to the disposal of the Indian appropri- 
ation bills or other measures having pre- 
cedence. 

The contract school item of the Indian 
bill was completed in such form as to 
provide a ®0 per cent reduction from the 
expenditures of last year. Mr. Morgan 
spoke throughout the afternoon in favor 
of a judicial system for the Indian ter- 
ritory, but his amendment to that effect 
was formally ruled out of order. 

In the House, 

The house devoted Washington's birth- 
day to the further consideration of the 
general deficiency appropriation bill. Most 
of the time was spent in the discussion of 
questions of minor importance relating 
to extra compensation for employes of the 
house of representatives, and no amend- 
ments of moment were adopted. Just be- 
fore adjournment the senate resolution to 
postpone the time when the new regula- 
tions to prevent collisions at sea should 
go into force was passed.

FOR SUPREME JUDGESHIP, 


Get the Appointment. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—From sources 
high in the administration council comes 
an intimation that Secretary Carlisle 
may go to the supreme court to succeed 
Justice Jackson. Leaving out of the 
question the president’s dissatisfaction 
with Mr. Carlisio’s handling of matters in 
congress, and also his luckless relations 
with the leading bankers of New York, it 
should not be forgotten that Mr. Carlisle 
isa poor man He has the future to look 
out for, 

Once before, during Mr. Cleveland's 
first term, he came near going upon the 
bench, where itis generally conceded he 
would make one of the greatest judges ever 
known to that court. Mr. Carlisle is es- 
sentially a judge, a logician, an analyst. 
No other man in Washington equals him 
in this respect. Butas an executive, as 
& leader of men and deft handler of prac- 
tical matters, he is confessedly out of his 
element. 

Contrary to expectation, Mr. Carlisle 
has turned out a failure so far as strength- 
ening the admiuistration with congress is 
concerned, It was believed by Mr. Cleve- 
land and by others that Mr. Carlisle was 
the best man who could possibly be se 
lected to act as intermediary between the 
White House and the Capitol, but Ubey

ENCOURAGING SIGNS. 


Success of the New Loan Raises the 
Hopes of Business Men. 


PRICES OF PRODUCTS STILL LOW 


General Review of the Manu- 
facturing Situation. 


New Yorks, Feb. 23.—R. G. Dun & 
Co's weekly review of trade sgys: The 
surprising success of the new loan and 
the great confidence it has given investors 
on both sides of the water and to business 
men here encourages many to hope that 
it may be the beginning of a real recovery. 

Considering the power which control of 
these bonds gives to regulate foreign ex- 
changes and to prevent exports of gold, 
the transaction has indeed changed the 
financial situation, in spite of the fact 
that government revenues are still deficient 
and that domestic trade shows scarcely 
any gainas yet. The industries are not 
enlarging production, nor have prices of 
farm products improved; buta very im- 
portant source of apprehension and hin- 
drance has, for the time at least, been re 
moved. - 

Wheat fell to 56 cents Saturday last, and 
has recovered to 67, while corn, cotton and 
pork are unchanged, and hogs and lard 
are a shade lower. Western receipts of 
wheat are nearly as large as last year, 
though for three weeks about 40 per cent 
smaller, owing to the storms. The ex- 
ports are a little larger than a year ago. 

Raw Cotton Dull. 

Cotton has refused to advance, though 
there has been much talk about curtail- 
ment of acreage this year, and receipts 
have sharply decreased ‘I'he decrease was 
apparently owing to the unprecedented 
weather at the south, and the market is 
more influenced by the certain oversupply 
for the next six months than by the pos- 
sible shrinkage in yield next fall. As the 
market for goods is dull, here and abroad, 
the fact that visible stocks of American 
are about 300,000 bales larger than in 1892 
at date justifies expectation that the sur- 
pilus carried over will be large. 

Boots, Shoes and Leather. 

The trouble between the shoe manu- 
facturers and sellers does not lessen, and 
nearly all the jobbers are refusing to pay 
the small advance in prices which makers 
of boots and shoes have asked on account 
of the high price of leather. Jobbers have 
fair stocks on hand, and propose to sel! all 
they have before ordering more, with col- 
lections slow and future prices uncertain. 

Leather is firm, without concessions, 
though on the whole sales do not equal 
receipts, 

Shoe manufacturers do not want fur- 
ther orders, unless with some advance in 
prices, which jobbers will not pay, so that 
many more shops have closed. 

Shipments from Boston for three weeks 
of February were 230,499 cases, against 
226,250 in 1803. 

Nail and Wire Makers Busy. 

Dealers in iron and its products are 
moderate in volume, with some discour- 
agement in most branches, though struct- 
ural works at Pittsburg are very busy, 
and the demand for wire nails and barbed 
wire has never been surpassed. 

Textiles Tending Downward. 

Textile products show few changes, but 
those downward. Cottons are meeting an 
indifferent demand, and New York mills 
44 bleached have been reduced to 94% 
cents, and Lonsdale 44 bleached to5% 
cents, and in cheaper goods and brown 
sheetings prices are irregular. A better 
demand appears for finer prints, but fancy 
calicoes are quiet and there is only the 
average re-order business for dress goods. 

In light woolens the re-orders continue 
later than usual, and the preliminary pur- 
chases of medium and low heavy goods 
are larger than a year ago, some mills 
having business until April, while in the 
higher grades there is a more promising 
demand. 

The termination of a strike at Philadel- 
phia sets more carpet mills at work, and 
demand is fair, while in dress goods little 
is doing. 

Sales of woflat thechief markets in 
three weeks of February were 15,722,156 
pounds against 18,010,800 pounds two 
years ago. 

Business Failures. 

The failures for this week have been 
802 in the United States, against 288 last 
year, and in Canada U6, against 51 last 
year.

RIOTOUS STUDENTS 


Indulge In Disgraceful Proceedings In 
the Streets of St. Petersburg. 

St. Peterspunc, Feb. 23.—Students 
who caused so much trouble here Thurs- 
day really wanted to present a petition to 
the czar. The petition, it is claimed, was 
a protest against the, abolition of certain 
by-laws governing the provincial assem- 
blies. During the march to the palace, 
the students stopped at the restaurants. 
Here many became intoxicated. They en- 
tered several theaters, jeered the perform- 
ersand fought with the spectators &nu 
attendants until forcibly ejected. 

They then proceeded to the front of the 
Anitcheff palace, where they paraded, 
hoping to attract the attention of the 
czar. The police finally stopped the 
marching and counter marching. A good- 
sized riot ensued, but the students were 
finally driven away. They then went toa 
restaurant, but the police had already 
taken the precaution to order the propri- 
etor to close the doors. 

This enraged the students, and they 
forced the dvors and windows, smashed 
the furniture and destroyed the viands. 
They were finally ejected by the authori- 
ties. This only enraged them the more, 
and general fighting followed. The stu- 
dents attacked the police with knives, 
stones and broken articles of furniture. 
They were severely handled in return, and 
at least 20 were placed under arresb.

Congress Must Work Night and Day 
Untii Next Monday. 


GREAT PRESS FOR PRECEDENCE 


Will Make Exciting Sessions 


In Both Branches. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The senate pro- 
gram for the remainder of the session, 
which will close at 12 o’clock today week, 
is to follow the sundry civil bill, the con- 
sideration of which begun today, with the 
legislative, executive and judicial bill, and 
then to take up the naval bill, and lastly 
the general deficiency appropriation bill. 

While it is understood that there will 
probably be spasmodic appeals to get up 
other measures of importance, the best 
opinion is that none of these will be suc- 
cessful in cases where there is objection. 
It is possible that Senator Butler will re- 
new his efforts in behalf of the pooling 
bill and that Senator George will also 
again attempt to restore the bankruptcy 
bill to its position as the unfinished busi- 
ness, but it is not in the least probable 
that the efforts of either will be success- 
ful. Senator Faulkner is also hopeful of 
securing brief consideration of the terri- 
torial admission bills, but there is nolonger 
a possibility of passing the bills. 

An order has already been made for a 
night session ‘Tuesday for the considera- 
tion of bills to which there are no objec- 
tions. The probabilities include night 
sessions every night after tomorrow, con- 
tinuing virtually through the nights of 
Saturday and Sunday and also a session 
next Sunday during the day. These, it is 
believed, will be necessary in order to dis- 
pose of the appropriation bills, there be- 
ing many provisions in those remaining 
unconsidered which will lead to prolonged 
debate. 

There is also a probability of debate 
over the next report of the conference 
committee on the diplomatic bill, involv- 
ing the appropriation for the Hawaiian 
cable. 

There is not much in the legislative bill 
to lead to debate, but the other three 
bills all contain provisions which, if they 
are not withdrawn, are sure t# cause 
sharp discussion. It is intimated that the 
certificate amendment to the sundry civil 
bill may be withdrawn. 

Crowded Calendars. 

Today the house entered upon the last 
week of the session, and the usual rush 
which characterizes the closing hours of 
every session of congress begun. 

Under the rules the last six days of 
every suspension days, and 
members recognized may call up bills and 
have them acted on under suspension of 
the rules. ‘There are 331 public bills on 
the calendar, 217 of which must be consid- 
ered in committee of the whole, and 114 
on the regular calendar. In addition 
these there are over 6000 bills on 
private calendar, 

Of course only a very insignificant per- 
centage of these bills can be passed, but 
the press for precedence will be terrific, 
and many exciting scenes are almost sure 
to occur. It is quite probable that several 
night sessions will be held, and it is al- 
most certain that congress will remain in 
continuous session from Saturday until 
Monday next, on which day congress ex- 
pires by limitation at noon. 

The regular appropriation bills are un- 
usually well advanced so far as the house 
is concerned, only one (the deficiency) be- 
ing unacted upon, and that will go to the 
senate today. ‘The two which are consid- 
ered dangerous (that is, liable to fail or 
be vetoed) are the sundry civil and the 
diplomatic and consular. To the former 
the senate finance committee has reported 
an awendment for 3 per cent coin bonds, 
with a provision requiring the secretary of 
the treasury to advertise for bidsin case 
of another bond issue. To the diplomatic 
and consulurthe senate has added the 
amendment for the Hawaiian cable. If 
these provisions prevail, despite the pro- 
test of the house, it is thought the presi- 
dent may veto them 

The committee on Pacific railroads is

They Find Some Defects in Certain 
Parts of the Construction of 


THE CENTRAL FIRE STATION. 


And Say It Was Not Constructed in Strict 
Accordance With Plans, 


Commissioner Eaton has received a re 
port of the recent inspection of the Central 
fire station of Quincy by two’ inspectors 
from the office of the department for the | 
survey and inspection of bui'dings of the) 
city of Boston. It is given in full below: 

We have examined the within described 
building and find same to be constructed 
with stone foundation and 16 inch brick 
external walls, with 4x28 brick pilas- 
ters in excess of same, steep hip slated 
roof; a one story brick annex of 8 inch 
walls is built to the rear, together with a 
brick hose tower, 11x11, about 50 feet high. 
This tower is constructed of 16 inch brick 
walls. 

The exterior constructidn of the build- 
ing is good and stable; the interior, which 
is wood construction is questionable. The 
details of our findings we herewith pre- 
sent together with diagrams showing im- 
proper and insecure construction. 

The first floor is constructed of 6x14 pine 
timbers, placed 4-2 on centres, about 17 
feet span, having a safe capacity of 81—2 
pounds per foot. 

These floor timbers are twisted and 
checked, and are supported on the two 
outer spans by brick external walls and 
line of girders ; the central span is sup- 
ported on two lines of girders, said girders 
being 10x14 pine resting on 20 irch iron 
capped brick piers. These piers are placed 
about 8 inches apart on centres, thereby 
giving a clear span for girder of 64 witha 
capacity of 23,300 pounds vs. 22,700, thus 
showing the girders are carefully calculated 
to requirements of the flvor, These 
girders in some cases are butted on the 
brick pins and are slightly checked, and 
not iron dogged at the bottom points. 

There is stationed on this floor (besides 
the stable appurtenances) one steam fire 
engine, one hook and ladder truck, and 
one hose wagon. 

The steam fire engive occupies a floor 
supporting area of about 136 square feet, 
with a weight of 7,165 pounds or 52 pounds 
per square foot, vs. 812 pounds per foot 
computed strength of timbers in use. 

The hook and ladder truck with a weight 
of 5,730 pounds occupies a floor supporting 
area of 232 ‘square feet, or about 24.7 
pounds per foot, vs. 81.2 pounds com- 
puted strength of timber in use. The floor 
under the hose wagon is imposed with a 
weight of 396 pounds per fuvot ys. 81 2 
pounds capacity.

There are four 8-inch turned hard pine 
posts in apparatus room, supporting the 
girders and partitions of the second floor 
that carry an area of 1,015 square feet; at 
90 pounds per foot for dwelling purposes 
gives an imposed weight of 91,350 pounds 
calculated to be supported, by these 
columns that are competent to carry. They 
are improperly footed; the columns are 
resting directly on the wooden girders in 
lieu of setting down on pier plate. The 
girder at point of support shows slight com- 
passion and should have plate under same 
or foot of pier. 

The second floor, partitioned off into 
rooms for reading, smoking, chief engineer, 
three dormitories, electrician, battery and 
fodder and grain, bathroom, wardrobes, 
etc., is supported on 10x12 pine girders, 
resting on hard pine posts and columns, 
herein described and outer brick Walls ; 
floor timbers 3x12 spruce, four feet on cen- 
ters, about 15 feet long, hung in stirrup 
irons and running in opposite directions to 
timbers on first floor. 

These floor timbers have a capacity of 40 
pounds per foot, while the girders where 
they rest on the turned hard pine posts, 
under smoking room, have a capacity of 
7,030 pounds vs. 6160 pounds at 40 pounds, 
the floor capacity; while the section under 
two dormitories and corridor with a larger 
area on columns have an imposed weight 
of 10,880 pounds vs. against the capacity of 
the girder 7,060 pounds. 

That part of floor under grain and fod- 
der room and battery room is constructed 
of hard pine timbers, beirg hung in stir- 
rup irons. The trimmers and girders are 
not properly supported, as herein before re- 
ferred to as resting on posts that rest on

the High school is a waste of time 
those who intend to enter the Academy. 

For those who do not desire to enter the 
Thayer academy the best possible second- | 
ary education should be provided at the | 
High school, which school should be put | 
on a footing with the best high schools of | 
the state. 

He says that the work done in the gram- 
mar grades during the past year or more is | 
a great improvement over that of former | 
years. This is shown conclusively by the 
marked improvement of each succeeding 
class entering the High school, an improve- | 
ment in willingness to work and ability 
to grasp ideas. This improvement is | 
greatly due to the unification of the man- |

Roasted Alive While They Slept.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


It TOOK an expert builder to read under- 
standly the report of the inspectors of the 
central fire station published in Monday’s 
LEDGER. The last three lines all could 
understand, that ‘certain parts of the con- 
struction should receive attention and de- 
fective portions remedied.” It was evident 
that something was wrong and it is 
pleasing to note that it can be remedied, 
and taxpayers are not worrying in antici- 
pation ofa large expense. Probably there 
is not a building in the city but these 
inspectors would find defective, many 
even to a greater degree. One of the old 
schoolhouses was found in more dangerous 
condition last year. The construction of 
the fire station seems to have been 
sufficiently heavy, and if one whois not a 
builder may judge, the defects brought out 
are only miuor matters. 

It was at first reported that Chief Engi- 
neer Williams had condemned the build- 
ing, but the Advertiser modifies this and 
says, ‘*Chief Williams did not believe the 
building safe and as he had no authority to 
condemn itor abandon it, took the only 
course left to him and turned it over to the 
Mayor.”’ But the city charter in defining 
the duties of the commissioner of public 
works says ‘“‘he shall have cognizance, 
direction and contro] of the construction, 
alteration, repair and care of public build- 
ings.’’ 

Are we to have still another report ? 
The Advertiser says, ‘‘ Mr. Eaton called 
upon the building inspectors of Boston, and 
now the State inspectors will take a hand 
in the affair.’ The Boston inspectors are 
not State inspectors, as our contemporary 
and others would have people believe, and 
the opinion obtained is in no way official. 
{t seemed the aim of the present adminis- 
tration to obtain an official condemnation 
of the building for several reasons. One 
was for a political stab, and the other as an 
argument against contract labor, that the 
new schoolhouses this year might be built 
by day labor. 

It is evident that Quincy needs a compe- 
tent inspector of buildings: particularly for 
its new public buildings, one or two being 
built each year. The city has not had such 
a mao inthe past and it is almost im- 
possible to obtain one in the city. Only 
two or three Quincy builders are acquainted 
with the construction of brick buildings. 
It is folly to expect a commissioner of 
public works to possess the knowledge 
necessary to fulfil all the duties required of 
a commissioner in Quincy.

HAS A BAD RECORD. 


Forger Proctor Arrested in Philadelphia 
for Offenses Committed in Maine. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 26. — George H. 
Proctor, who is wanted in Bowdoinham, 
Me., for forgery and false pretenses, was 
arrested here last night. He admitted his 
identity and was held to await requisition. 
Proctor is an old offender, having served

A MOVE IN POLITICS. 


Morton’s Opinion of the French Em- 
bargo on American Cattle. 


OTHERS VIEW IT MORE SERIOUSLY 


Think More Severe Restric- 
tions Will Follow. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. — Mr. Eustis, 
American ambassador to France, will be 
instructed to enter a prompt and vigorous 
protest against the French decree just 
made excluding American cattle from 
France. 

As the decree is ostensibly based on the 
existence of pleuro-pneumonia and Texas 
feverin cattle coming from the United 
States, the ambassador will call for proof 
of the fact, 

‘That will mean long and tedious expert 
examinations by veterinarians, and much 
correspondence, which is not expected to 
be of any more avail than that which Mr. 
Runyon, our ambassador to Germany, 
was plunged by the issue of a similar de- 
oree by the German government, for it is 
fully realized here that the allegation that 
American cattle are unhealthy is the 
merest pretense in both cases, and that 
the real reason is fear of American com- 
petition. 

In the case of France, the press cable 
dispatches have shown that the ministry 
have been urged to the issue of the decree 
pr delegation after delegation represent- 
ng the numerous and well-organized agri- 
cultural societies of the republic, solely 
for their protection against the American 
cattle growers. 

Followed German Tactics, 


In order to grant the demand, and yet 
at the samte time to avoid the charge that 
France was violating the most favored 
nation clause in its treaty with the United 
States, which would properly lie if the 
latter were singled out frou other nations 
for an attack of this kind, it was necessary 
that recourse should be had to the device 
which had availed Germany, of charging 
unhealthfulness upon American cattle. 
This charge is always hard to rebut, ow- 
ing to the ease with which expert testi- 


mony muy be had on either side of the 
case.

A FRIGHIFUL MYSTERY 


Which May Prove Very Difficult For Chi- 
cago Police to Solve. 


CuicaGo, Feb. 26.—Two children yester- 
day discovered the mutilated body of a 
man ina lonely locality at Ninety-fifth 
strect and Western avenue. The body— 
thatof aman about 25 years old—was 
found in a sitting posture, leaning against 
atree. The hands, legs and lower part 
of the body was badly burned, deep gashes 
were foundin the head, and about the 
waist were the remnants of acharred rope. 

The theory that the man had been tied 
and burned to death was at first laughed 
at by the police officers, but later inves- 
tigations seemed to prove either that he 
had been murdered and an attempt made 
to conceal the crime by burning the body, 
or that he had really been burned at the 
stake. That the man could have~been 
burned to death was thought hardly prob- 
able by the police, but the spot where the 
body was found is an isolated one on the 
prairie and a considerable distance from 
any dwelling. The man had evidently 
been dead for some time, as the feet had 
been gnawed to the bones by dogs.

ANGER OF CATHOLICS

Aroused by Ex-Priest Slattery’s Utter- 
ances on Catholicism. 


MILITARY AND POLICE ON GUARD 


To Prevent His Falling Into the 
Hands of a Mob. - 


SAVANNAH, Feb. 27.—For three days it 
has been apparent that grave trouble was 
brewing here. The city had been liber- 
ally placarded with notices that ex-Priest 
Slattery and his wife, described as an ex- 
nun, would lecture here on Catholicism. 

“Icannot stop this man from lectur- 
ing,” said the mayor, in reply to remon- 
strances from a delegation of Catholics. 
“but I can prevent disorder, and I will do 
so. If the police are not sufficient to do 
so, the military will be appealed to. Riot 
will not be tolerated.’’ 

The committee stated that it was their 
desire to avoid trouble, and that they 
would use theirinfluence in that direction. 
They did so, but their efforts utterly 
fuiled. 

Threatened With Death, 

All day it had been rurmored that mobs 
would come from different sectéons of the 
city, and that Slattery would be killed. 
The fact that he wasto puton the garb of a 
priest in the course of his lecture raised 
an intense feeling among Catholics. Fif- 
teen policemen were stationed inside Ma- 
sonic hall and 30 others were massed in 
front. 

By 7 o'clock several hundred had col- 
lected, When Slattery arrived, the mob 
had not assumed large enough propor- 
tions to cope with the police. By 8vu’clock 
ahowling mob of over 1500 surrounded 
Masonic hall. Inthe hall were an apdi- 
ence of about 400, including a number of 
ladies. 

The lecturer had hardly begun before 
brickbats and cobble-stones begun to rain 
onthe windows. ‘The police had closed 
all the heavy ingide shutters; this saved 
the audience from injury, only two or 
three being injured by flying glass. 

The rest of the police force was called 
out and 60 officers were soon in front of 
the hall. The mob made rushes to secure 
an entrance, but were driven back time 
after time by the police. Before 9 o'clock 
the mob had grown to probably between 
8000 and 4000 people. 

The lecturer closed at 9:30, and it was 
apparent that it meant the loss of many 
Jives for the lecturer and the audience to 
leaye the hall. Upstairs a number of 
members of secret organizations who had 
cheered Slattery’s declaration that he be- 
longed to them, had gathered around the 
ex-priest to defend him as they left the 
hall. A number, it was evident, had come 
armed, in anticipation of such trouble. 

The Call For Military. 

As the ex-priest was about to leave the 
hall with his friends, the chief of police 
stopped them and refused to allow any 
one to go down stairs. Outside Mayor 
Myers and Colonel Garrard were in con- 
sultation. The mob hissed at the police 
and hooted at their orders to disperse. The 
military alarm, 11 taps on all fire bells in 
the city, was sent in, but when it sounded, 
the mob derided it. 

Eleven companies in all responded. 
Captain Dillon brought Vicar General 
Cafferty to the scene of the trouble. The 
vicar general addressed a portion of the 
mob: “This man Slattery,” said he, “can 
do yourchurch no harm. You are bring: 
ing disgrace upon your religion by your 
conduct here tonight. It can but meet 
condemnation. I plead with you to dis- 
perse and go home; do not render it neces- 
sary to shed blood here tonight.” 

A few left, but the majority stood still. 
Major Mildrim and others urged the mob 
todisperse, but to no purpose. With a 
double row of soldiers a block was formed, 
and while the rest of the military keps 
the crowd back, nearly all of the audience 
passed out of the hall amid hisses. 

Slattery and his wife and a few men re- 
mained in the hall. Mrs, Slattery was 
told that the First regiment and the Hus- 
sara would protect the hall, while the 
Guards battalion escorted Slattery to the 
Pulaski House. 

Military Escort For Slattery. 

The four companies of guards were then 
banked about the door of the hall with 
the police, and Slattery was brought 
down. Ashe came with eight policemen 
and the mayor, there was & how! from the 
mob, but the military, charging bayonets, 
pushed it back in all directions. 

Slattery was placed in the center of the 
military, and, headed by a detachment of 
mounted police and with foot police on the 
sides, the four companies of infantry, 
amid hisses and jeers, marched to the 
Pulaski House, followed by hundreds. 
Slattery was so buried in the midst of the 
military that the mob could not see him. 
Word had got among them thatan assault 
would be promptly met with bullets. 

At the hotel a mob of 600 or 600 had 
gathered. The military made a solid mass 
in front of the entrance, presented bayon- 
ets, and Slattery walked in uninjured. A 
large detachment of police was left at the 
hotel to guard him over night. Every 
door to the hotel was locked and guarded. 

At Masonic hall the other seven com- 
panies remained as 4 guard for Mrs. Slat- 
tery and to prevent further damage to 
property. Finding that Slattery had gone, 
the mob largely dwindled away. Mrs 
Slattery was placed in a carriage later in 
the night, and, with a strong force of po- 
lice, was brought to the hotel. The milt- 
tary are still on duty. 

Several policemen were so badly injured 
that they had to be sent home. Several of 
the military were wounded by being 
struck by rocks. Slattery’s manager was 
knocked senseless by a sandbag. 

Mrs. Slattery is booked for a lecture to

tonight. ‘lhreats are made that they will 
be driven from the city. Prominent 
Catholics and the priests are using their 
influence to quel! the riotous element and 
induce them to pay no attention to Slat- 
tery’s attacks on Catholicism. There is 
great fear that the day may bring forth 
trouble of an even more serious character, 


AMPLY CONFIRMED. 
Another Story of Atrocities Heaped Upon 
Armenians by Turks, 

Lonpoy, Feb. 27.—The Telegraph has a 
two-column dispatch from a reporter who 
was sent by it to investigate the Arme- 
nian outrages. 

The dispatch records the attempts on 
the part of the Turks tu destroy the proofs 
of the outrages, and espocially to obliter- 
ate the telltale pet dug behind the resi- 
dence of Viallage, chief of Djellyegoozan, 
in which hundreds of mutilated bodies 
were piled—heads, arms, hands, legs and 
trunks mingling in one festering mass. 

ls of petroleum that were originally 
intended to be used in burning villages 
were poured into the pit and set on fire. 
The flames failed to consume the mass, 
and a hill stream was then dammed and 
diverted from its course, but even this 
failed to wash away the horrid evidence. 
Now, the remains are being removed piece 
meal, 

The details of this massacre, in which, 
after promising imperial protection, the

SOME SAMOAN CORRESPONDENCE 


Brings to Light Very Inter- 
esting Opinions. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The important 
feature of the .day in the senate was a 
short and sharp and decisive contest on 
the sugar bounty question, resulting in 
the success of those advocating the pay- 
ment of the bounty prematurely cut off by 
the enactment of the tariff law. 

The proposed bounty aggregates $5,200,- 
000, as stand in the amendments adopted, 
but Mr. Mitchell gave as his belief that it 
would reach $8,000,000, 

In the course of the debate, Mr. Gorman 
warned the senate that this bounty propo- 
sition would add to existing deficiencies, 
which, he said, would reach $60,000,000 for 
the present year. The final votes on the 
bounty proposition showed the friends of 
the amendment very strong, and they car- 
ried the amendment easily. 

Mr. Frye succeeded in carrying an im- 
portant amendment providing for a re- 
tired list for the revenue marine service, 
in order to retire many aged officers who 
have done good service and who now 
stand in way of promotion.

He says 
thatin order to make the account of po- 
litical events in Samoa complete, copies of 
the correspondence of Harold M. Sewall 
and of James H. Mulligan (the principal 
consular officers in Samoa during the 
period since Mr. Blacklock’s appointment 
as vice consul general), and the final re- 
port of Mr. Chambers, late land commis- 
sioner upon the part of the United States, 
are also included. 

Copies of the correspondence between 
thedepartment and the British and Ger- 
man embassies since July, 1894, the date of 
the last transmission of information in re 
gard to the Samoan affairs, are also trans 
mitted, though not specifically called for. 
The correspundence covers the period 
since 1889. Writing on Dec. 5 last, Mr. 
Mulligan says: 

“It-is certain that the native popula- 
tion, generally, is in a state of unrest. As 
far asl understand, the general dissatis- 
faction among the rebelliously inclined 
is directed against Malietoa, not alone 
through tribunal and local prejudices, but 
for the present reason that heis & mere 
figurehead in the hands of the foreigners, 
and really represents a foreign domina- 
tion.”

ScHOOL MATTERS 
In THE LEGISLATURE

provided with flage, a United States flag of 
silk or bunting, not less than four feet in 
length, and a suitable flagstaff or other ap- 
paratus whereby such flag may be displayed 
on the sckool house grounds every school 
day, when the weather will permit, and on 
the inside of the school heuse on otber 
school days. The bill is to take effect 
Sept. 1, 1895. 

The Education Committee also reported 
a resolve for printing 3000 extra copies of 
the manual for the general court to be dis- 
tributed among the high and grammar 
schools of the State. The same committee 
reported unanimously against the bill of 
Mr. Young of Springfield, to require in- 
spection of private schools by the public 
authorities, 


MILITARY TRAINING. 
Dors Goop Orrsset EviL? 

The question of the militafy training of 
boys in the public schools is one of great 
interest, and has been much discussed of 
late. No doubt military discipline, in 
itself, isa very good thing in the mixed 
elements of a public school. By the 
establishment of military discipline, class- 
room discipline is facilitated, and, as is 
generally recognized, habits of punctuality, 
neatness and obedience are fostered. But 
whether these good results offset the evil 
of fostering the militant spirit is an open 
question. The military spirit is a good 
one, and can never harm any boy, but the 
militant spirit is another thing. Mr. B. O. 
Flower, of the Arena, bitterly opposes 
public schools being converted into train- 
ing schools for war. If the military disci- 
pline could be introduced into a school 
without the necessary accompaniment of 
the militant spirit, all woald agree in pro- 
nouncing it to be an unmitigated good. 
In the meantime, whether it be good or 
bad, public schools of the country are 
rapidly adopting the system of military 
discipline, and the boys enjoy it.—People 
and Patriot. 


ENGLISH TO BE TAUGHT 
In MEXICAN SCHOOLS. 


I have it from pretty good authority, 
says a recent traveler in Mexico, that it is 
the purpose of the Mexican government, 
within four or five years, to establish a 
complete system of public schools, reaching 
into every corner of the republic. The 
teachers therefor cannot be obtained here, 
nor for years to come. This will make a 
demaud for probably ten or fifteen thou- 
Sand teachers. In view of this it will be 


seen how important it is for those who 
have an idea of teaching to study the Span- 
ish language, so as to be able to avail them- 
selves of the opportunities which will thus 
be opened. Kansas City has already moved 
in this direction by making Spanish a part 
of her common school course, 

The students of Mexico are now ahead 
of us on this question. They recognize 
that English is the rival language of the 
continent, and they go to colleges in the 
United States for the sole purpose of add- 
ing English to their literary stock in trade. 
Mexico is developing scholars who can 
hold their own with any on the continent. 
They are delving into every research, and 
are well-read and liberal-minded. The 
literature of Mexico is now quite exten- 
sive, covering the field of history, biogra- 
phy, political economy, science and poetry.

SEWER PROBLEM. 


The City Counc! Discuss It at 
Spesial Meeting. 


SOME AMENDMENTS TO BILL. 


To Come Up for Adoption at the 
Meeting Next Monday Evening, 


A special meeting of the Quincy City 
Council was held Tuesday evening to con- 
sider the proposed act authorizing the 
construction of a system of sewerage, and 
matters relative thereto. Twenty members 
were present, the absentees being Council- 
men Baker, Geary and Johnson. Mayor 
Hodges and many of the department 
officials were in attendance. 

Chairman Rice of the sewer committee 
moved to take up the bill. 

Councilman Bryant asked if committee 
bad considered Quincy as part of a 
metropolitan system ? 

Councilman Rice explained what had 
been done. The Council had authorized 
the Mayor to petition the Legislature, and 
the bill of 1891 had been hastily amended in 
some particufars. The plan of the com- 
mittee to enter the sewerage at Squantum 
had the approval of the State Board of 
Health. Thought the rental to Boston an- 
nually for the privilege would not exceed 
$800. 

In reply to questions Mr. Rice said 
sewage would be collected wholly by 
gravity, at a station near the National 
Sailors’ Home, and could be pumped either 
to Squantum or Nut island, The proposed 
act would not bind the city. The com- 
mittee had fixed no definite outlet. 

Councilman Bigelow thought the Council 
bad asked the Mayor to ascertain if Quincy 
could enter at Moon island. When that 
was determined we could proceed under- 
standingly. He read a report made bya 
committee to the town of Andover, which 
first determined an outlet, second prepared 
the plans, and third had them endorsed. 

Councilman Rice said committee had not 
been authoriz:d to employ an engineer, 
and had done what it could. At this point 
he offered an order appropriating $275 for 
plans, ete., which was amended and 
adopted. 

The act was taken up by sections and 
amendments proposed by the Committee 
on Sewers adopted. The most important 
were to increase the amount from $300,000 
to $400,000 and to make the loan for 40 
years instead of 20 years. 

Councilman O’Brien moved that 
act asa whole be accgpted. 

Councilmen Adams, Bryant, Nickerson, 
Russell and Rice advocated more time. 

The motion was lost and the act laid on 
the table one week. 

Councilman Adams desired to hear more 
of the proposed plans, and Councilman 
Rice compared them with those of Engineer 
Blake. The Blake plan called for two 
puuiping stations, while this plan needed 
but one. The distance from pumping 
station to Nut Island was 19,000 feet and 
would cost $91,300, while distance to 
Squantum was 15,000 feet and would cost 
$50,000, The lateral mains in the pro- 
posed system would cost more as it was 
contemplated to go into more streets. Ad- 
ditional lateral sewers would add about 
$6,000 per mile. {[t was claimed for the 
proposed system that it would save one 
pumping station, that it would save the 
running expenses of one station, that it 
would cost less to construct force main, 

Engineer Branch in reply to Councilman 
Bryant said pumping station had been 

changed for a more central location be- 
tween low sections, 

Adjourned at 9 o'clock.

FAVORABLE REPORT. 


to Pass, 


AN AMENDMENT AS TO LAND 


Legislature, 


The Committee on County Estimates of 
the Legislature reported favorably Tuesday 
on the bill to provide a court house at 
Quincy, and there is rejoicing among court 
officials, officers and lawyers over the 
news. 

The sum granted is the full amount 
asked, viz: $70,000, and the county com- 
missioners are not only authorized but 
directed to erect a suitable court house. 

There is one amendment to the bill 
which limits the expenditure for land to 
$15,000, but this should secure an excellent 
lot centrally located. Notice of the taking 
of any land must be filed witbin thirty days 
of the date thereof. 

Committee reports are seldom overruled 
in the Legislature, and the passage of the 
bill now seems certain, and the location 
will be the next question. 

The land and buildings on the present 
site are assessed for about $15,000. As 
Mr. Faxon thinks they are over-taxed 
perhaps he would sell for an even $15,000. 

The Briesler estate has been mentioned. 
The whole lot, including the stores of 
John W. Nashand John O. Holden, has 
an area of 27,620 square feet and is assessed 
for over $25,000. A part of this would be 
sufficient. 

The owners of the Hotel Greenleaf prop- 
erty would undoubtedly like to sell the 
rear portion of their lot, or Mr. Faxon 
might sell opposite. The Willis lot on 
Chestnut street, the Nightingale estate on 
Washington street, and others are men- 
tioned,

French Decree Enforced and Is Good 
Until Further Notice. 


ee 


OUR DIFFERENTIAL SUGAR DUTY 


Appears to Be at the Bottom 
of the Matter. 


Paris, Feb. 27.—A decree of the minis- 
ister of agriculture forbids the importa- 
tion into France, until further orders, of 
cattle coming from the United - States. 
Cattle shipped before Feb. 24 will be ad- 
mitted under certain restrictions. 


An Opinion of Weight, 

CuicaGo, Feb. 27.—Nelson Morris, who 
controls tht largest part of the export 
trade in cattle and beef products from 
this city, said: “Three months ago I had 
@ proposition from the French minister of 
agriculture offering to continue to receive 
our cattle if the United States would take 
off the differential duty on sugar. 

“I was asked to bring this before the 
government here. I went myself to Wash- 
ington and had Mr. Dans there for some 
time, but the government paid no atten- 
tion whatever. TheagreementI had with 
the French government was to expire 
March 1. Isee they have already termi- 
nated it in view of the impossibility of ac- 
complishing anything more, 

“There is no truth whatever in any of 
this talk about the improper condition of 
the cattle shipped. There has not been 
an animal rejected in three years by any 
foreign country on the ground of ill 
health, not since 1892, when the Rusk 
agreement went into effect. 

' ‘False Pretenses,” 

“France has never questioned any cattle, 
nor has Germany up to six weeks ago, 
when it refused one small shipment of 
Texas cattle on the fulse pretense of Texas 
fever. Not since 1892 has it rejected a 
pork product. 

“The prohibitions now maintained do 
not include canned goods, but ways are 
being found to keep these out also. A 
week ago last Saturday arbitrary and ex- 
cessive duties were laid by Germany and 
Austria, covering all the canned goods 
made outside of those countries, These 
duties have not yet been made public, but 
have been brought to the notice by many 
German agents. 

“France, too, will accomplish the same 
thing, but in a different way. There they 
use little of the canned goods, except for 
the soldiers. I have a three years’ con- 
tract with the government to supply this, 
which expires next next June.” 

A Rare Sight. 

NEw ORLEANS, Feb. 27.—The Rex parade 
took place yesterday and devoted 20 
gorgeous floats to the illustration of fan- 
tastic fairy tales. Outside of the regular 
procession the number of private floats 
and miscellaneous maskers was much 
larger than usual. At night the Krewe 
of Komus gave one of their gorgeous 
parades. They took up the songs of the 
olden times and worked the themes to 
tableaux of rare beauty. The balls at 
night were especially brilliant. Frank T. 
Howard was the king and Miss Fairchild 
the queen. 


Whisky Trust Figures. 

New YORK, Feb. 27.—The protective 
committee’s plan of reorganization of the 
Whisky trust will provide for the issue of 
$1,400,000 bonds and for an assessment of 
$1 per share upon the stock. The old 
stock is to be exchanged for 80 per cent in 
new common stock and 20 per cent in pre- 
ferred stock, which will make the issue of 
new common 8,000,000 and preferred 
$7,000, 000.

Colored Preachers Turn s Memorial Meet- 
ing Inte a Tirade Against Whites

of Frederick Douglass.” As speaker fol- 
lowed speaker, the addresses became more 
and more unbridled, until the affair broke 
outin spots with “Jim Crow” cars, “So- 
cial equality” and calls for ‘Revenge’ as 
the text for flery outbreaks. 

Pastor Proctor of the colored Congrega- 
tional church was received with applause 
when he announced that he agreed with 
Douglass when he told the southern peo 
ple to beware or they would find ‘‘Fire- 
brands under their homes and poison in 
their coffee.” 

Pastor Cheeks of the Big Bethel church 
was cheered when he told of how the 
North Carolina legislature had put Doug- 
lass first, Washington second and Lee 


Pastor Carter of the Friendship Bap- 
tist church declared he would marry a 
white woman if he could, and said the 
negroes only envied red Douglass be- 
cause he had succeeded where they had 
failed. He made the hit of the evening. 


National Amalgamation Planned, 

Brockton, Feb. 27.—Last night the first 
step was taken toward an amalgamation 
of the various branches of shoe workers of 
this country. A meeting of the local 
branch of L. P. U. discussed the question, 
and it was voted to instruct the general 
officers of the L. P. U. to immediately 
send out acall to all L. P. U. branches, 
requesting them to send delegates to a 
convention of various labor organizations 
connected with the shoe industry in this 
country, to be held in Boston ina few 
days, at which the matter will be acted 
upon.

JAPANESE HEROISM. 


His Body Guarded the Magazine ‘After He 
Had Been Shot to Death. 

In the Japan Weekly Mail are two in- 
stances of heroism during the war that 
illustrate the pluck of the Jap. The 
best is the story of a brave seaman on 
board the Itsujushima Kan, who was 
shot to death while endeavoring to save 
the powder magazine. The man was a 
marine who had been told to stand as 
sentry or guard at the entrance of the 
powder magazine. During the hottest 
part of the naval engagement, that of 
Hai-Yang, the Itsujushima was so steer- 
ed that the shots of the enemy’s small 
arms seemed to concentrate in the vi- 
einity of this vital point, and noticing 
this the sentry fearlessly endeavored to 
cover the whole doorway with his body. 
In his attempt he was wholly success- 
ful, not a bullet reaching the interior of 
the magazine. When the affair was 
over, relief was sent to the faithful 
guardian, who was seen still standing 
at his post, with a somewhat troubled 
expression on his countenance. He was 
discovered to be stone dead and literal- 
ly honeycombed with bullets, of which 
no less than 86 had struck him. Of 
course death had ensued long before his 
wounds reached that terrible total, but 
even in death his body had continued to 
guard the post kept so fearlessly and so 
well in life. 

The Fuzoku Guho gives an account of 
a very daring feat performed by an in- 
fantsy soldier just before the Ping- 
Yang battle. Boats were imperatively 
necessary, but every available craft in 
the neighborhood had either been req- 
uisitioned by the Chinese or else moored 
on their side of Taidong river. One of 
the Japanese volunteered to go across 
alone and fetch at least one of these 
boats, and on receiving permission to 
make the trial he swam across, mostly 
under water and in the face of a storm 
of bullets, unmoored one of the smaller 
jonks and towed her back again to his 
starting place. He escaped without a 
wound, much to the satisfaction of his 
regiment. The bold fellow is said to be 
the stoutest and most intrepid swimmer 
in the army. 


A CHURCH BILLIARD ROOM. 


Novel Departures In the Fitting Up of a 
New Congregation House, 

The Adams (Mass.) Congregational 
church recently dedicated a congrega- 
tion house and parsonage containing 
some radical modern features. The 
house, besides containing morecomplete- 
ly the features found in parish houses, 
has a bowling alley, a well equipped 
gymnasium and a billiard and poolroom, 
the most radical feature of all. The au- 
ditorium has a platform with footlights, 
4s near an approach to a stage as could 
well be built in connection with a 
church, even in the midst of liberal 
Adams folk. The church has a well fit- 
ted kitchen, lots of table linen, silver- 
ware and dishes. It has reading rooms, 
classrooms and a study for the pastor. 

The bowling alley is in the basement 
and is always full of merry youths at 
accessible hours. The gymnasium in the 
attic is constantly patronized. Last 
week a class of young men was organ- 
ized, and Professor Seeley of Williams 
college was engaged for instructor. The 
young women have become jealous, and 
it has been decided to prohibit the use 
of the gymnasium by the boys for sev- 
eral hours each day and turn it over to 
the girls, who are determined to form 
an athletic association too. 

The church is not selfish. It has 
thrown open the doors of its fine congre- 
gation house to the whole community, 
believing that a bettering of social con- 
ditions is a step toward purification. 

There are one or two of the old con- 
servative element who look unfavorably 
upon the congregation house and its 
well patronized pool and billiard ta- 
bles. One says: 

“*By and by there will be a saloon 
connected with every church. If you 
put in billiard. tables, bowling alleys 
and gymnasiums and say as long as the 
boys will play they had better play at 
church, why not put in a bar, for as 
long as men will drink why not let 
them drink at church?’’—Boston Jour- 
nal. - 


England’s Game Laws. 

While in most things England may 
be considered as abreast of the times 
she is hopelessly to the rear as regards 
her game laws. The absurdity of the 
latter as well as their flagrant injus- 
tice, savoring of the feudal ages, was 
strikingly illustrated the other day 
when young Lord Stratheden and Camp- 
bell was able to get a sentence of im- 
prisonment and fine passed upon one of 
his tenant farmers who had committed 
the crime of shooting a hare on a ficld 
which he leased from the peer. This 
was held by the board of magistrates, 
consisting mainly of fellow landowners 
and friends of Lord Stratheden, to con- 
stitute the crime of poaching. 


A Good Scheme. 

An English gentleman has invented a 
life saving apparatus for use on a lake 
on his own place which is so simple 
that one like it could easily be put on 
every sheet of water frequented by 
skaters. Two broad planks, about 8 feet 
long, are placed on sled runners, and 
these are joined together by a rope 
fully 20 feetin length. A life preserver 
is fastened to the center of the rope, 
and in case of accident two people, by 
throwing themselves on the planks, 
could easily steer them to the hole, one 
on either side, when the life prese: vers 
could be grasped by the one whose life 
is in danger.—Philadelphia Press.

UP TO A HIGH PITCH. 


Savannah People Are In an Intense 
State of Excitement. 


FREE SPEECH IS NOW THE CRY. 


Slattery and His Wife Still Un- 
der Police Protection. 


SAVANNAH, Feb. 28.—There is little 
work in the business portion of Savannah. 
Yesterday was a day of continuous nerv- 
ous strain and excitement. One thing 
only has been talked of, and that the prin- 
ciple of free speech. Slattery has been al- 
most lost sight of as an individual. It 
has ceased to be a case of an ex-priest de- 
siring to lecture, and has become in the 
minds of many a question of the preserva- 
tion of the right of freespeech in Savannah. 

All day groups of men have congregated 
in the offices and on the streets discussing 
Tuesday night’s riot. There has been a 
general expression of opinion, and that is 
that Slattery should lecture again, if he 
desired, if it took the whole military force 
and half the citizens to protect him. 
There is no concealing the fact that thou- 
agands of citizens are determined that 
Slattery shall be protected in the exercise 
of every right he is entitled under the 
laws. Prominent Catholics express the 
same opinion. 

At lo’clock yesterday afternoon, under 
the escort of the chief of police, four 
mounted officers and 12 on foot, Slattery 
and his wife were taken to Masonic hall. 
Prior to this, managers of the Men’s He- 
brew association had notified Slattery 
that they would break the contract and 
refuse to allow the use of the hall, which 
they had leased, as his language incited to 
riot, and endangered the lives and prop- 
erty of citizens. Slattery would not con- 
sider the contract broken. 


No Admittance, 


Arriving at the hall, the police refused 
toadmit anyone. Several hundred women 
were turned away. Slattery and Presi- 
dent Haas of the Hebrew association be- 
came involved in wordy dispute, and the 
chief put Slattery under arrest, but re 
leased him, as Haas declined to enter any 
charges. 

At the Pulaski House an imrhense crowd 
congregated. ‘The Masonic hall would 
have been unable to hold the women if it 
had been opened. Finding the hall locked, 
many of them came down to the Pulaski 
House. Mrs. Slattery held a reception. 
Hundreds called on her, and some tendered 
her the use of their parlors at home to 
lecture in. Such a scene had never before 
been seen in this city. At one time over 
100 women were in the hotel parlor 
crowded about the ex-nun. 

If the lecture had been held at the hall 
hundreds of citizens would have gathered 
around it to protect those inside if the at- 
tacks by roughs had been resumed, The 
refusal to let Slattery have the hall is be- 
ing severely criticised. He is making ar- 
rangemente to lecture at Odd Fellows’ 
hall tonight. 


Full of Pathos. 

BERLIN, Feb. 28.—The Tagliche Rund- 
schau reports a conversation Prince Bis- 
marck had with a guest from Leipsic. 
They were talking of happiness, and 
Prince Bismarck said that if he counted 
the minutes of real happiness in his life 
they would, perhaps, amount to 24 hours. 
These times of happiness were always con- 
nected with his domestic life and not with 
politics, which he declared was an in- 
cessant struggle. The prince added that 
old Emperor William had greater capacity 
for happiness than himself, and, continu- 
ing, said: ‘We both almed at truthful- 
ness, but sometimes affairs required us to 
diverge the public sscmewhat from the 
truth.”

.sevae «| LEAVES WITH REGRET 


Bissell Places His Resignation In the 
President's Hands. 


HAVE BEEN NO DISAGREEMENTS. 


Associates Thought Him a 
Most Valuable Colleague. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wilson S. Bissell late yesterday after- 
noon placed his resignation as a member 
of the cabinet in the hands of President 
Cleveland, to be accepted upon the ap- 
pointment of his successor. Though the 
rumors of the coming retirement of Mr. 
Bissell have been rife for sometime, the 
official announcement last evening caused 
something of a sensation. 

The facts spread rapidly through the 
hotels and clubs, and the discussion of the 
chances of congress passing all the appro- 
priation bills gave way to speculation as 
to who will be the next postmaster general. 

It is conceeded by all that only the per- 
sonal desire of Mr. Bissell to resume his 
lucrative law practice actuated him in 
taking the step which he did. The post- 
master general, in reply to queries of a re- 
porter, said: “I have placed my resigna- 
tion in the hands of the president. The 
reason for so doing is that my professional 
work at home demands my attention, and 
I feel that I cannot longer remain away 
from it. 

“The business of the department is in 
good condition, and its tiansfer to my 
successor can be made without affecting 
the public service. I have found my work 
agreeable, though at times onerous. I 
confess I leave it with regret, because I 
have become deeply interested in it and 
had a desire to accomplish something 
more in the development of the postal 
service than 1 have found possible in these 
two years of effort. 

“I deeply regret also that Iam thus com- 
pelled to sever official relations with the 
president and his cabinet; which have 
been most 

Satisfactory and Cordial Throughout, 

“Perhaps, without impropriety, I may 
now say that all rumors of disagreement 
between the president and his cabinet 
have been without foundation, I doubt 
if there ever was a more harmonious cab- 
inet than the present one, and its mem- 
bers are a unit in support of the presi- 
dent on every public question.” 

Everywhere were heard sincere expres- 
sions of regret at Mr. Bissell’s retirement. 

At the White House the president said: 
“It is surely not necessary for me to say 
that Ishall release Mr. Bissell with the 
utmost regret. All of his associates in the 
administration will feel that they have 
lost a colleague who, in all respects, was 
a valuable factor in their executive labors, 
} as well as a companion to whom they 
| have become greatly attached. 

“lam not taken by surprise, for I have 
known for some time that it was inevita- 
ble, because Mr. Bissell’s reasons for his 
action were of a personal nature, and were 
inexorable. Srill this first break in a cabi- 
net which has been, in the midst of many 
perplexing situations, entirely harmoni- 
ous, all actuated by loyal devotion to the 
public interests and pervaded in a marked 
degree by the personal attachments which 
such connections cannot fail to create, 
all real sorrow. Much gratifi- 
cation awaits Mr. Bissell in the apprecia- 
tion of his countrymen of his splendid and 
valuabie public service.” 

A Dlace For Wilson. 

Though in the departmental and con- 
gressional circles the air was filled with 
the names of possible candidates to suc- 
ceed Mr. Bissell from states ranging from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific and to Florida 
on the south, still the feeling was upper- 
most among most of the men in official 
life that the president would reward in

THE EXTENSION of time of the sewer 
bonds from twenty to forty years seems 
open to serious objection. Many loans 
have been made by our city government 
on too short time, but here the situation is 
different, as the abutters are to pay two- 
thirds of the entire cost, and within ten 
years. If tbe expenditures amount to 
$300,000 the city will be reinbursed for 
$200,000 within ten years. Yet, if pro- 
portionate annual payments of the bouds 
are to be made, the total that can be paid 
in ten years will be ten times one-fortieth 
of $300,000 or but $75,000. 

We are aware that Section 13 of the act 
proposes that assessments shall first be ap- 
plied to the payment of maintenance and 
operation, second to payment of interest, 
and third to payment of bonds, The 
maintenance may amount to $5,000 ; the 
interest on $300,000, to about $12,000 ; and 
the payment of one-furtieth, to $7,500 ; or 
about $25,000 annually iu round numbers 
The assessments (two thirds of the cost) 
with interest thereon, would meet the 
entire payments for ten years, but what 
would be situation then? The abutters 
would have paid two-thirds ($200,000) of 
the cost ($300,000), and yet but $75,000 in 
bonds would be cancelled and $225,000 
would be unpaid. 

Should not the taxpayers, as taxpayers, 
pay something the firstten years? Should 
not the city meet the current expenses 
annually for maintenance and operating? 
Would it not be better still for the city to 
pay these and the interest, and apply the 
assessments entirely to the payment of 
bonds? In this way $200,000 in bonds could 
mature in ten years and their payment 
met entirely by the assessments it is pro- 
posed toe levy. After the payment of two- 
thirds of the cost by assessment, the tax- 
payers should not be confronted with an 
unpaid balance of three-fourths the cost. 
Justthink of it! Cost, $300,000; assess- 
ments paid in ten years, $200,000; balance 
unpaid, $225,000! ‘* Vote for the park 
(sewer) it will cost you nothing (in taxes 
for ten years)!”’ 


Forty or fifty year bonds would be all 
right if no assessments were to be levied. 
Right here the LEDGER is of the opinion 
that the rental plan would be preferable to 
the assessment plan. A sewer system 
is demanded for the public health, and 
the public should pay for it. On the rental 
plan the system would soon be self-sup- 
porting, paying not only the maintenance 
and interest, but helping to reduce the 
cost. An ordinance of the Board of 
Health could compel abutters to enter, and 
payments could be according to the water 
rates. What householders now pay the 
scavenger would then be paid the city. It 
was shown above that a system to cost 
$300,000 would ccst at the start about 
$25,000 annually, payment of maturing 
bonds included. This would be considera- 
ble reduced by rentals, and would not be 
Oppressive to taxpayers. Yet it would be 
& wise provision to exempt bond payments 
during the first ten years, until the system 
Was well established, when it could be 
made self-supporting.

Business Revival, 


AN AGREEMENT IS REACHED. 


By the Quincy Granite Manufac- 


turers and the Union. 


The cloud that has hung over the granite 
industry in Quincy since last December 
has cleared away and all fears of a labor 
trouble have been dispelled, as the Manu- 
fucturers’ Association and Cutters’ Union 
have practically come to a peaceably under- 
It has been definitely settled 
that there will be no strike or lockout in 


standing.

The bill of prices made nearly three years 
ago expires March 1, and by the terms of 
that agreement, if either party desired a 
change at the expiration of that time three 


months previous notice must be given. 
The time for 


asked fora change. That of the manufac- 


turers called for quite a reduction ip the 
existing price list, while that of the cutters 
related principally to the- number of ap- 
prentices that should be employed, the 
number under the existing bill being un- 
limited, while the change desired called for 


the number to be limited to three for each 
gang. 

Since December there have been numer- 
ous meetings between committees from the 
Manufacturers’ Association and Cutters’ 
Union but. no understanding was reached, 
and as March approached much uneasiness 
was felt not only on the part of those 
directly connected with the granite industry 
but with the business men of Quincy in 
general as this business furnishes employ- 
ment to something over 3,000 men and 
boys. 

Tuesday evening a midnight session was 
held when an agreement was reached, but 
an adjournment was taken until Wednes- 
day afternoon to finish up the matter. 

The meeting Wednesday did not com- 
plete the matter however and another 
meeting will be held Saturday evening. 


The subject which is now under consid- 
eration is the enforcing of the agreement 
and inflicting punishment or a penalty in 

| case of violation by either side. 

Both sides are satisfied with this clause 
as drawn up but the question arose as to 
whether in adopting it they were not vio- 
lating the law by entering into a con- 
spiracy and before this clause was adopted 
it was deemed advisable to obtain legal ad- 
vice. 

The new bill adopted differs but little 
from the old, There has been a reduction 
in some of the items while others are un- 
changed, and in those where there was a 
reduction the amount is said to be not over 
5 per cent. 

It is understood that no action was taken 
on the apprentice clause but that it will 
remain as before. In reality it will differ, 
however, as the Manufacturers’ Assoeia- 
tion has decided to limit the number of 
apprentices to 4 for each gang of 12 men. 

The bill will remain in force fora year 
and unless notice of a change is given three 
mouths previous to March 1, 1896, the bill 
will continue on indefinitely.

New Style of Keel. 

BRISTOL, R. L, Feb. 28.—The work of 
uncovering the lead keel of the cup de- 
fender under process of construction at 
the Herreshoffs’ shops was completed 
yesterday afternoon. ‘The keel’s length is 
85 feet and itis 5feet high. The weight 
of the lead is greatest just forward of the 
center, where it is 2ft. bin. in thickness. 
The beam of the keel at the top is 14 
inches and at the bottom 10inches, and 
the piece tapers from just forward of the 
center to all points, the breadth of the 
ends being 6 inches, forward and aft. The

The Building to be Constructed Before 
January 1, Next, 


—E 


A SMALL ANNUAL PAYMENT, 


Cost to be Apportioned Over Four- 
teen Years,—Other Details. 


The bill reported in the Legislature au- 
thorizing a court house building at Quincy, 
is given in full below, and will be read 
with interest: 

SEcTION 1. The county commissioners 
for the county of Norfolk are hereby 
authorized and required to erect in the city 
of Quincy in conformity with the pro- 
visions of this act, a suitable court house 
for the better accommodations of courts in 
said county; and may for said purpose 
borrow on the credit of the county and 
expend therefor a sum not exceeding 
seventy thousand dollars, of which sum not 
more than fifteen thousand dollars shall be 
expended for land. The indebtedness in- 
curred under this section shall be paid 
out of the amounts received for taxes, at 
the rate of five thousand dollars each year 
commencing with the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-six, until the whole 
indebtedness is discharged. 

Srcr. 2. Said commissioners may take 
and hold, by purchase or otherwise, such 
land as is necessary for a site for said court 
house and other purposes incidental 
thereto, and shall within thirty days after 
the taking of any land under this section, 
file and cause to be recorded in the 
registry of deeds for said county a de- 
scription of the land so taken, as certain 
as is required in a common conveyance of 
land, with a statement of the purpose for 
which the same was taken, signed by said 
commissioners. The proceedings for deter- 
mining the damages for land so taken shall 

be the same asin the case of land taken 
f .r highways. 

Sect. 3. Said commissioners shal! enter 
into a contract or contracts with reliable 
parties for the construction of said court 
house, the cost of which, including the 
land, and including all the equipments and

Frenchwomen’s Rights. 

The question of mutual financial 
rights of husband and wife in the in 
dustrial classes is coming to the front 
in France. According to a leader in the 
Paris Debats, the better sentiment of 
the country is already solicitous in the 
matter. In a country where it is rather 
the rule than the exception for the wife 
to work in the same business with her 
husband, not only the laboring classes, 
but the middle classes, the strong sus- 
taining bourgeoisie of France have a 
vital interest. 

Any legal arrangement for the pro- 
tection of the wife from injustice on the 
part of the husband has up to the pres 
ent time been extremely insufficient. 
The French husband still has the right 
to take all the wages or other product of 
his wife’s work, to sell, if he pleases, 
anything she has bought and placed in 
her house, or to give it away, at his own 
discretion. The French law has offered 
no remedy except a separation of goods, 
and that is usually equal toan open dec-

Has Drawn Uncle Sam Intoa 
Pretty Muddle. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28—A question has 
recently arisen for the determination of 
the state department that may be of the 
first order of importance as affecting the 
relations of the United States with all of 
the countries of Central and South Amer- 
icaand the independent republics of the 
West Indies, involving as it does the ex- 
tent of the obligation upon the United 
States to protect these countries from the 
forcible collection of foreign debts and in- 
demnities at the hands of European 
powers, 

Several years ago the President of San 
Domingo forcibly entered a French bank 
there and took from the vaults a consid- 
erable sum of money, which he alleged to 
be owing to him. ‘Ihe matter being re 
ported to the French government, it was 
made a subject of negotiations, and 
wound up with a formal demand for resti- 
tution. 

This was refused, and the French govern- 
ment, after using peaceable means of se- 
curing indemuity, indicated a purpose of 
sending some war vessel» to San Domingo 
toenforce a collection. It was the pur 
pose of the French to seize upon a sufli- 
cient amount of the revenues of the re- 
public to reimburse the claims. 

Beginning of Complications. 

At this point an obstacle was interposed 
by an American company. The Domini- 
can government, being in financial straits 
in 1858, made an arrangement with the 
firm of Westendorph & Co., bankers of 
Amsterdam, for a loan of £770,000 to take 
up the internal and foreign debt of the 
republic, 

‘Yo insure payment, the Amsterdam 
company was given the right to collect di- 
rectly here from all the Dominican custom 
houses, and the loan was made a first 
lien upon all the customs receipts and a 
mortgage of all the revenues of the coun- 
try. 

In 1890 this loan was considerably ex- 
tended for the purpose of building a rail- 
road. In 1892 Westendorph & Co. trans- 
ferred all of their rights to an American 
company, chartered in New Jersey under 
the name of ‘fhe San Domingo Improve- 
ment company of New York,” the lead- 
ing spirit of which was Smith Weed. 

It was this company which has now 
come to the front in opposition to the 
French program of a forcible collection of 
the indemnity claimed by it. It has rep- 
resented to the state department that if 
the Frenck ships undertake to interfere 
with the collection of the Dominican rev- | 
enues they will trench directly upon the } 
rights of the American company, and | 
that even any attempt to close the ports, 
or to obstruct business in any way that 
would curtail receipts, will bean injury 
to the company and operate to prevent 
the fulfillment of its obligations, 

The case is further complicated by the 
fact that the bonds of the Dominican 
government are largely held in Holland, 
Belgium and England, as well as in the 
United States and France, and naturally 
these people feel an interest to prevent 
any action of France that might destroy | 
the resources of the company to which | 
they must look for the security of their 
bonds. 

State Department Appealed To, 

The Dominican government has taken 
no direct action in the matter and has 
left it to the company to appeal to the 
state department for protection, although 
the Dominican charge d'affaires, Mr. Gill, 
has accompanied Smith Weed, the com- 
pany’s representative, to Washington 
from New York, and has heard the state- 
ments he has made to Secretary Gresham. 

The secretary has been impressed with 
the justice of Mr. Weed’s claims, and 
cabled Mr. Eustis, our ambassador to 
France, instructing him to inform the 
French government that the United | 
States could not look with indifference | 
upon its proposed action. 

That is the usual gentle diplomatic 
warning that precedes more urgent repre- 
sentations in such cases, and it remains 
to be seen whether it will be sufficient. 
Probably it will not be, for it strikes at 
the right that has been freely assumed by 
European nations to collect indemnities, 
and even to require the payment of foreign 
debts by force if necessary. 

The incident acquires additional im- 
portance from the fact that several of the 
small republics of Central and South 
America have recently defaulted in the 
payment of interest upon the foreign 
debts, mostly held in Kurope, and if the 
United States is committed to the assert- 
ing ofrights to them against their cred- 
itors in cases like that of San Domingo, it 
may be that they will follow the example 
of that country and farm out their rey- 
enues to American corporations in order 
to secure immunity. ad

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GORMAN GIVES WAY. 
Ths Financial Issue Is Finally Put Out of 
the Senate’s Track. 


WaAsHrxcton, Feb. 28.—When the sen- 
ate adjourned yesterday, it was with the 
agreement that a vote shall be taken on 
the sundry civil bill at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon. 

The financial issue, which has hung 
like a great menacing clould over the sen- 
ate chamber for many weeks, was sud- 
denly dissipated. For four hours there 
was a storm of debate, in which the most 
conspicuous financial figures of the senate 
were listened to by crowded galleries. 

And then Mr. Gorman, whose financial 
amendment had brought on the contest, 
withdrew thg proposition and the subject 
was summarily disposed of. A moment 
later Mr. Mills’ proposition to repeal the 
laws authorizing the issue of bonds was 
cut off by arule of the chair that it was 
out of order. Thus the financial issue 
which had threatened serious delay to the 
appropriation bill was unexpectedly swept 
away. 

Mr. Gorman made the principal speech 
in advocacy of the proposition for author- 
izing $10,000,000 of debt certificates to 
meet the treasury deficiency. 

The day was wasted in the house, so far 
asthe purposes for which the day was set 
aside were concerned, namely, to consider 
bills reported from the committee on pub- 
lic buildings and grounds. 

Only one bill was called up, that to pur- 
chase what is known as the Mahone site 
for a new public printing office, but tk 
opposition was fierce and bitter, and after 
& wrangle of several hours, the house got 
into a parliamentary tangle which neces- 
sitated the abandonment of the bill. The 
conference reports on the bill to prohibit 
the importation of goods in bond, the pen- 
sion and postoffice appropriation bills 
were agreed to. Several pension and other 
bills of minor importance were passed by 
unanimous consent, 


Died at a Funeral. 

Detroit, Feb. 28—Adjutant General 
Charles E. Eaton came from Lansing yes- 
terday with Governor Rich and other state 
officers to attend a funeral. While prayer 


| was being offered at the church General 


Eaton died of apoplexy of the heart. Mr. 
Eaton was a native of New York, 49 years 
old, a veteran of the rebellion and an ex- 
member of the legislature. He was dep- 
uty commander of the Grand Army in 
1891, and was appointed adjutant general 
by Governor Rich in 1893. 


Fleeing From Smallpox. 

St. Louis, Feb. 28.—Trains from the 
south yesterday brought fully 300 badly 
frightened passengers from Hot Springs, 
who left there in a hurry to escape the 
smallpox. Last Sunday an official bulletin 
was issued by the health department stat- 
ing that only one case existed in the city, 
but it was learned that at the time the 
health department was preparing the 
bulletin there were 35 cases being treated 
in the pesthouse. 


Arbitration Failed. 

New York, Feb. 28.—The state board of 
arbitration tried to settle the strike of the 
electrical workers yesterday, but failed. 
President Strong of the Electrical Con- 
tractors’ association said the men must re- 
turn to work at once before the contractors 
would treat with them at all, and that 
under no circumstances would the eight- 
hour day request be granted until after 
May I next. 

Going to Court, 

BUFFALO, Feb. 28.—Bob Fitzsimmons 
says his company will end the season in 
Washington, March 16, and after that date 
he will work on a salary. Yesterday, in 
the supreme court, an application was 
made on behalf of Manager Glori for an 
injunction to prevent Fitzsimmons from 
disposing of his property until their dis- 
pute is settled. 

Rhody’s Fifth. 

CENTRAL FAs, R. L, Feb. 28.—The 
people of this place, which is now a part 
of the town of Lincoln, yesterday voted, 
by a vote of 1516 to 312, to accept the legis- 
lative act passed a few days ago to incor- 
porate Central Falls as a city.

BACTERIOLOGY. 


This Bacillus Business Has Spread So as 
to Make Us All a Little Nervous, 

Qf Campbell's lives of the lord chan- 
cellors, in the sic ssion of which there 
was a possibility that he might himself 
appear, Lord Brougham said that it had 
added a new terror to death. Life has 
been so stuffed with new terrors by the 
bacteriologist that there is hardly room 
for another, and beside him the most 
prolix and prosaic historian and biog- 
rapher becomes an innocent and harm- 
less figure indeed. There is hardly any 
physiological or moral condition which 
is not now fitted with its bacillus, the 
proportion and structure of that micro- 
scopic reptile being given with diabol- 
ical accuracy and verisimilitude. It 
would really be a relief not to know 
quite s0 much of the minute organi- 
zations which accompany morbid path- 
ological states if there were any way 
of escaping it. The doctors have to 
know, of course, but the knowledge 
might be confined to them, as the sacer- 
dotal mysteries used to be to the priest- 
hood. It would sare no end of popular 
anxiety and alarm. With every symp- 
tom the patient is now assured that he 
is assailed by a new and virulent micro 
coccus, and the constantly published re- 
searches of the microscopists tend te iu- 
flame his imagination and increase his 
alarm. 

Here is an Italian bacteriologist who 
says he has discovered the bacillus of 
old age, and when he has found out the 
right sort of salt to put on its tail its 
ravages will be at an end, and old age, 
as a condition, will pass away, subsist- 
ing only as a theory or remote retro- 
spect. He has not yet disclosed the 
structural outlines of this curious reptil- 
ian debutante, and it may be only an 
after dinner vision, to which science 
will deny a recognized place, leaving 
old age, as it was before, an incurable 
condition, with an invariably progress- 
ive tendency, in no need of bacteria to 
accelerate it.—New York Tribune. 


Colored Floridians In Clover.
